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PREFACE 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  for  a  period  of  over  a  hundred 
years  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  some  Eddy  descendant 
was  not  collecting  genealogical  items  relating  to  the  family.  Al¬ 
though  some  of  these  individuals  were  familiar  with  the  investiga¬ 
tions  of  the  others,  the  work  of  collecting  went  forward  steadily  and 
independently.  The  first  Eddy  genealogist  was  Zachariah  Eddy 
(1780-1860)  of  Middleboro,  Mass.,1  who  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
four  published  an  article  in  1854  on  Capt.  Joshua  Eddy,  his 
father,  and  gave  an  account  of  the  Eddy  family  of  Middleboro. 
About  1840,  Caleb  Eddy  (1784-1859)  of  Boston,2  began  the  col¬ 
lection  of  genealogical  material,  later  made  use  of  by  his  son, 
Robert  Henry  Eddy,  mentioned  below.  Many  facts  regarding 
the  migrations  of  various  branches  of  the  family  would  have  been 
lost  if  Caleb  Eddy  had  not  continued  the  work  begun  by  Zachariah 
Eddy.  In  1881,  the  first  published  book  on  the  Eddy  family  ap¬ 
peared.  It  was  written  by  Dr.  Charles  Eddy  (1850-1911)  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,3  and  was  entitled  Genealogy  of  the  Eddy  Fam¬ 
ily .4  After  its  publication,  Dr.  Eddy  at  once  began  the  revision 
of  the  book,  but  did  not  complete  the  work  before  his  death.  In 
1916,  his  manuscript  and  notes  were  turned  over  to  the  writer  by 
his  children,  Mr.  James  William  Eddy  and  Mrs.  John  Wales 
Macmillan.  These  records  have  been  edited,  typed  and  bound, 
and  are  now  in  the  library  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genealog¬ 
ical  Society  in  Boston.5 

The  same  year  that  Dr.  Eddy  issued  his  book,  Robert  Henry 
Eddy  (1812-1888)  of  Boston,  published  a  genealogy  under  the 
title  of  The  Eddy  Family 6  which  contained  also  an  account  of

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the  celebration  of  the  250th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  John 
and  Samuel  Eddy  at  Plymouth,  held  in  Providence  in  1889. 
Robert  Henry  Eddy  states7  that  he  is  indebted  to  Dr.  Eddy’s 
book  for  accounts  of  the  recent  generations  of  the  family.  A 
second  edition  of  the  R.  H.  Eddy  genealogy  appeared  in  1884. 
Unfortunately  neither  Dr.  Charles  nor  Robert  H.  Eddy  give  ref¬ 
erences  for  their  published  statements. 

In  1898  the  writer  began  in  a  small  way  to  collect  Eddy  data, 
having  become  interested  in  the  family  because  of  the  fact  that 
his  grandmother  was  an  Eddy.  He  continued  gathering  material 
for  a  genealogy  at  intervals  until  the  World  War.  In  1920,  the 
Eddy  Family  Association8  was  organized,  and  realizing  that  much 
of  his  work  would  be  duplicated,  he  turned  over  to  Mrs.  Ruth  S. 
D.  Eddy,  chairman  of  its  genealogical  committee,  all  of  his  manu¬ 
script  and  correspondence,-  as  well  as  the  edited  manuscript  of  Dr. 
Eddy.  He  announced,  however,  his  intention  of  publishing  a 
small  genealogy  of  his  own  line.  The  present  book  carries  out  the 
plan  then  proposed. 

Since  the  Eddy  Family  Association  was  formed,  it  has  carried 
forward  much  important  work;  first,  in  the  Eddy  Family  Bulletin ,9 
and  second,  in  the  preparation  of  a  new  Eddy  Genealogy,  by  Mrs. 
Ruth  S.  D.  Eddy,  which  is  announced  for  publication  on  Oct.  29, 
1930,  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  John  and 
Samuel  Eddy.  Mrs.  Eddy  is  a  genealogist  of  ability,  and  the 
forthcoming  work  will  no  doubt  reflect  great  credit  on  her  and  the 
Association.  For  the  past  ten  years  Mrs.  Eddy  has  devoted  her 
entire  time  to  the  enormous  task  of  compiling  a  book  dealing  with 
over  ten  thousand  names.

NOTE 


The  method  of  arrangement  in  this  book  is  the  so-called  Regis¬ 
ter  plan.  Individuals  who  are  heads  of  families  are  given  a  num¬ 
ber  which  appears  in  two  places,  first,  in  the  margin  where  the 
person’s  brothers  and  sisters  are  listed;  and  second,  at  the  head 
of  the  paragraph  where  the  individual’s  own  family  is  given.  To 
look  up  a  person’s  ancestry,  turn  to  the  earlier  pages  and  find  the 
corresponding  number  in  the  margin.  To  look  up  his  descendants, 
turn  to  the  number  at  the  head  of  a  paragraph  and  follow  down  the 
numbers  given  in  the  margin. 

Pedigrees  and  lists  of  Zachariah7  Eddy’s  living  and  deceased 
descendants  are  given  on  pages  126-133. 

In  Part  II  will  be  found  accounts  of  the  Alden,  Sampson  and 
Standish  families,  showing  Zachariah7  Eddy’s  descent  from  them. 

A  feature  of  the  book  is  the  Appendix  containing  copies  in  full 
of  wills,  deeds  and  letters  relating  to  individuals  mentioned 
in  the  Genealogy. 

References  are  given  to  the  original  records  where  possible. 
Works  in  print  are  italicized. 

The  dates  given  are  those  of  the  original  records,  no  change 
having  been  made  from  Old  Style  (in  use  before  1752)  to  New 
Style.  It  should  be  recalled  that  under  the  Julian  calendar 
(Old  Style)  the  new  year  began  with  March  25,  hence  it  was 
customary  to  write  dates  from  Jan.  1  to  March  25  with  a  double 
figure,  thus,  1644/5,  meaning  1645. 
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INTRODUCTION 


In  this  small  book  the  author  has  given  a  detailed  and  intimate 
account  of  one  branch  of  the  Eddy  family  descended  from  the 
Rev.  William  Eddye,  vicar  of  Cranbrook,  England,  through  his 
son  Samuel  who  landed  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  three  hundred  years 
ago.  It  is  a  story  of  a  sturdy  race  that  lived  for  generations 
a  strenuous  frontier  life  in  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania.  One  of  its  members,  Zachariah7  Eddy,  migrated 
from  Vermont  to  Ohio  and  shortly  after  settled  in  Warren  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  the  family  is  still  represented. 

In  certain  collateral  branches  religious  tendencies  have  been 
marked,  but  in  the  line  of  Zachariah  there  has  been  no  clergyman 
since  the  Rev.  William  Eddye.  Zachariah’s  ancestors  have  not 
been  without  religious  convictions,  however,  for  his  grandfather, 
Samuel5  Eddy,  Jun.,  was  active  in  settling  the  religious  dissensions 
in  the  First  Church  of  Middleboro,  and  his  father,  Nathan6,  was 
a  leader  in  the  religious  life  of  Woodstock,  Vermont,  at  an  early 
date.  Zachariah  himself  held  liberal  views  on  religion,  and  aided 
in  the  foundation  in  Warren  of  a  Universalist  Church  in  1859  and 
when  this  organization  became  inactive,  he  joined  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  his  wife  was  a  charter  member. 

Another  characteristic  of  the  family  has  been  the  fondness  for 
becoming  land  owners.  This  was  marked  in  Samuel,2  Obadiah3, 
Samuel,4  Samuel5  and  Zachariah,7  whose  sons  were  also  landed 
proprietors.  Nathan6  seemed  to  be  the  exception.  They  held 
few  public  offices  and  these  were  local  ones. 

Zachariah7  of  Warren  had  in  all  seventy -two  descendants,  of 
whom  thirty  one  are  living  (See  page  133),  three  being  his  grand¬ 
children,  twelve  his  great  grandchildren,  thirteen  his  great-great¬ 
grandchildren  and  three  his  great-great-great-grandchildren. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  records  and  traditions  set  forth  in  this 
book  will  prove  of  interest  to  the  present  day  representatives  of 
Zachariah  Eddy. 
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1. 

Rev.  William1  Eddye  was  b.  in  Bristol,  Gloucester,  England, 
date  unknown,  and  d.  Nov.  23,  1616,  at  Cranbrook,  Kent, 
England.  He  was  twice  married;  1st  on  Nov.  20, 1587  to  Mary 
Fosten,12  daughter  of  John  Fosten  and  his  wife  Ellen  Munn.13 
Mary  (Fosten)  Eddy  d.  and  was  buried  July  18,  1611. 14  William 
Eddye  m.  2d,  Feb.  22,  1613-14,  Mrs.  Sarah  Taylor,  a  widow, 
of  Cranbrook.14 

No  record  of  William  Eddye  has  been  found  in  Bristol  al¬ 
though  it  is  known  that  Eddy  families  were  living  there  during 
the  sixteenth  century.  He  did  not  bear  coat-armour,  and  the 
fact  that  his  parentage  is  unknown  eliminates  all  evidence  of 
his  belonging  to  an  armigerous  family. 

The  earliest  record  referring  to  him  is  that  of  his  matriculation 
as  a  sizar15  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  Michaelmas  term, 
1579.  Later  he  migrated  to  Trinity  Hall  where  he  graduated 
B.  A.,  in  1582-3,  and  finally  returned  to  Trinity  College  for  his 
M.  A.  degree  in  1586. 16  Since  Cambridge  University  did  not 
begin  until  sixty  years  later  to  record  the  age  or  parentage  of 
students,  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  this  information  about 
William  Eddye.  It  appears  that  he  was  a  curate  in  charge  in  the 
parish  of  Thurston,  near  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Suffolk,  for  some 
part  of  the  time  between  his  taking  the  B.  A.  degree  in  1583  and 
the  M.  A.  in  1586,  for  his  signature  appears  on  a  transcript  of  the 
Register  for  Thurston  for  1584.17 

We  next  find  him  of  record  on  Aug.  24,  158718  when  he  was 
licensed  as  a  clergyman  to  the  cure  of  Staplehurst,  Kent.  He  is 
called  “Guiello  Eddye  clico  artiv’  magio.”19  From  Oct.  1,  1588 
to  Oct.  7,  1589,  he  signed  the  Staplehurst  transcripts.20 

William  Eddye’s  association  with  Cranbrook  first  appears  in 
the  Register  of  the  church  there  in  the  record  of  his  marriage  to

At  that  time  he  was  curate  of 
Staplehurst,  a  village  six  miles  distant  from  Cranbrook,  and  it 
was  at  Staplehurst  that  his  eldest  child  was  baptized  on  March 
30,  1589.21 

On  Jan.  12,  1591,  he  was  inducted  as  vicar  of  St.  Dunstan’s 
Church,  Cranbrook,  and  held  this  office  until  his  death,  a  period 
of  twenty  five  years.  He  was  the  fourth  Protestant  Vicar  of  the 
parish.  His  three  immediate  predecessors  were  men  of  import¬ 
ance  in  the  church  and  like  William  Eddye,  were  Cambridge  men. 
Richard  Fletcher  who  was  appointed  vicar  of  St.  Dunstan’s  in 
Elizabeth’s  reign  was  educated  at  Cambridge.  He  had  been 
persecuted  under  Mary  and  deprived  of  his  office,  but  upon  the 
accession  of  Elizabeth  he  had  been  restored  to  his  duties.  He 
was  married  as  were  many  Protestant  clergymen  of  his  time, 
their  marriages  having  been  sanctioned  during  the  time  of  Edward 
VI.  Two  of  his  sons  attained  prominence,  one  becoming  Bishop 
of  London  and  the  other  the  great  Elizabethan  dramatist  whose 
work  is  associated  with  that  of  Beaumont. 

Archbishop  Whitgift,  incumbent  of  the  see  of  Canterbury, 
named  in  1585  as  Fletcher’s  successor  Robert  Roades.  Both 
Whitgift  and  Roades  were  Cambridge  men.  Roades  was  a  man 
of  considerable  prominence  having  been  president  of  St.  John’s 
College,  Cambridge.  Doubtless  Roades  and  perhaps  Whitgift 
had  known  William  Eddye  at  Cambridge.  Upon  Roades’s  death 
in  1590,  Robert  Mulcaster  was  vicar  for  one  year  when  he 
resigned.  Then  followed  the  naming  of  William  Eddye  as  vicar, 
by  Whitgift,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.22 

William  Eddye  lived  during  the  golden  age  of  English  litera¬ 
ture23  and  under  two  sovereigns — Elizabeth,  and  James  I  who 
succeeded  her  in  1603.  Prior  to  William  Eddye’s  time  that  re¬ 
ligious  and  political  revolution  known  as  the  Reformation,  had 
wrought  profound  changes  in  England  but  the  country  witnessed 
further  effects  of  the  movement  in  the  rapid  rise  of  Puritanism 
during  his  lifetime. 

William  Eddye  came  under  its  influence  while  at  Cambridge 
University,24  which  during  the  reign  of  Catholic  sovereigns  was

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looked  upon  as  a  hot-bed  of  heresy.  During  his  vicarship  at 
Cranbrook,  he  showed  himself  in  many  ways  favorable  to  Puritan 
principles,  but  he  took  no  extreme  position.  According  to  Tar- 
butt,  the  historian  of  St.  Dunstan’s  Church,  he  was  “a  strict 
episcopalian’’  in  all  parish  matters.  Owing  to  the  influence  of 
liberal  preachers  who  spoke  at  Cranbrook  and  in  the  vicinity, 
the  parish  had  formerly  experienced  much  religious  unrest.22 
But  he  could  not  have  been  a  preacher  of  marked  ability,  other¬ 
wise  he  would  have  been  admonished  by  ecclesiastical  courts,  for 
Elizabeth  was  averse  to  preachers.  Puritan  influence  had  an 
important  bearing  not  only  on  William’s  life,  but  on  the  lives  of 
his  children,  for  two  of  his  sons  and  one  daughter  emigrated  to 
New  England  during  the  Puritan  exodus  of  1630. 

It  is  said  that  the  financial  condition  of  St.  Dunstan’s  improved 
during  his  incumbency,  and  that  he  was  methodical  in  keeping 
the  church  records.  The  Register  of  Cranbrook  Church  is,  in 
part,  in  his  handwriting.  The  first  page  of  the  transcribed 
Register  contains  the  following:25 

“Cranbrooke: 

This  Register  is  devided  into  three  bookes  in  which  are  con¬ 
tained  the  names  of  all  such  persons  which  have  bene  either 
Baptised,  Married  and  Buryed  within  the  parrish  of  Cran¬ 
brooke  from  yeare  to  yeare  and  from  tyme  to  tyme  wch 
Register  was  begune  to  be  keapte  in  the  moneth  of  August 
Anno  Domini  1559  Theye  were  first  writen  in  a  booke  of 
paper  appointed  for  that  purpose  and  so  contynued  from 
yeare  above  writen  unto  the  first  day  of  Decembr  anno 
Dominy  1598  at  which  tyme  all  that  was  writen  before  untill 
then  were  taken  oute  of  the  sayed  booke  of  paper  and  placed 
into  this  Booke  of  Parchmente  by  commanndemente  from 
aurtheurtie  for  the  better  continuance  of  the  same  unto 
Posteretie  The  Pastor  or  minister  then  of  this  parrish  of 
Cranbrooke  was  William  Eddye,  in  artib’  magister  of  the 
university  of  Cambridge  and  borne  in  the  Cittie  of  Bristoll 
whoe  wroat  or  coppied  owte  this  Register  to  the  end  it  mighte 
more  faithfullie  be  donne  wth  his  owne  hand:”

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The  writing  of  William  Eddye,  covering  about  eighty  pages, 
is  clear  and  firm.  An  attempt  was  made  to  illuminate  the  princi¬ 
pal  pages  with  geometric  designs.  The  entries  in  his  own  hand 
recording  his  marriage  and  induction  into  the  living,  are  in  Latin. 

Life  in  Cranbrook  was  in  the  main  uneventful  during  the 
twenty-five  years  that  William  Eddye  lived  there.  He  read  the 
service,  performed  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  of  his  parish¬ 
ioners  and  supervised  the  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  church. 
At  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century,  the  plague  swept  over  England 
and  was  prevalent  in  Cranbrook  from  April  1597  until  the  July 
following.  Many  died  in  the  parish  and  William  Eddye  noted  in 
the  Register  his  opinion  that  the  visitation  was  due  to  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  God  for  the  sins  of  his  people.  He  regretted  that  the 
punishment  did  not  draw  people  “unto  repentance  the  more,  but 
that  many  by  it  seemed  more  hardened  in  sin.”26 

Cranbrook  is  a  market  town  in  Kent  with  a  population  of  about 
4000.  It  is  forty  five  miles  south  east  of  London  and  is  the  centre 
of  an  agricultural  neighborhood  where  hops  are  raised  extensively. 
From  the  fourteenth  to  the  seventeeth  centuries,  it  was  known  for 
its  manufacture  of  broadcloth.  Queen  Elizabeth  during  a  pro¬ 
gress  through  her  kingdom,  paid  a  visit  to  Cranbrook  in  1573. 
There  is  a  tradition  that  her  loyal  subjects  there  laid  down  broad¬ 
cloth,  which  had  been  made  in  the  town,  as  a  carpet  for  her  to 
walk  upon  when  she  passed  from  the  George  Hotel  to  Courshorne, 
a  distance  of  half  a  mile.27  Elizabeth’s  visit  occurred  before 
William  Eddye  took  up  his  residence  in  Cranbrook. 

St.  Dunstan’s  Church  in  Cranbrook,  dedicated  to  Dunstan, 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who  died  in  988,  was  founded  as 
early  as  1177,  but  little  of  the  original  edifice  remains.  It  is 
probable  that  the  lower  part  of  the  tower  was  built  in  the  four¬ 
teenth  century  and  completed  about  1414.  The  style  of  the 
church  is  Perpendicular,  with  some  traces  of  Norman  work.  One 
stone  has  lately  been  found  in  the  chancel  which  commemorates 
Stephanus,  rector  of  Cranbrook,  who  died  in  1310.  The  Church  is 
170  feet  in  length,  70  feet  in  width  and  the  tower  is  94  feet  high.28 
It  is  of  interest  to  Eddy  descendants  to  know  that  the  church 
contains  three  memorial  windows  and  an  alabaster  tablet  in 
memory  of  Rev.  William  Eddye,  erected  through  a  bequest  of

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Robert  Henry  Eddy,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  the  author  of  the  Eddy 
Genealogy,  published  in  1881.  In  1914  the  writer  visited  Cran- 
brook  and  called  upon  the  Vicar,  the  Rev.  William  Bell,  who 
kindly  showed  him  through  the  church,  and  pointed  out  the  old 
rectory  where  it  is  said  that  William  Eddye  lived  and  died.  He 
also  exhibited  the  Cranbrook  Register.  In  1921  the  vicar  pub¬ 
lished  a  pamphlet  entitled,  A  Memoir  of  the  Rev.  William  Eddye. 

Mary  Fosten,  the  first  wife  of  William  Eddye,  was  a  member 
of  a  Cranbrook  family.  Her  father  having  died,  her  mother 
married,  second,  Andrew  Ruck29  a  man  of  some  property.  William 
Eddye’s  second  wife  was  a  widow,  Mrs.  Sarah  Taylor,  who  had 
four  children  by  her  former  marriage.  After  William  Eddye’s 
death,  his  widow  Sarah  remained  in  Cranbrook  until  1637,  for 
in  her  will  dated  that  year,  she  refers  to  her  residence  as  Cran¬ 
brook30.  Her  will  does  not  mention  her  daughter  Priscilla  Eddy, 
her  only  child  by  her  second  marriage,  who  may  have  died  before 
her  mother,  but  she  names  the  following  children  by  her  first 
marriage;  Thomas  Taylor,  Robert  Taylor  and  Elizabeth  Colvill, 
wife  of  Thomas  Colvill.  The  will  was  probated  Feb.  5,  1639-40. 
An  entry  in  the  Cranbrook  Register  in  1620  shows  that  Phinehas 
Eddy  and  Richard  Taylor  were  fined  for  fighting.31  Apparently 
the  half-brothers  were  on  unfriendly  terms  and  this  fact  may  have 
influenced  the  Eddy  children  in  their  plans  for  removing  from  the 
parish.  Except  for  the  reference  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Eddye  living  in 
Cranbrook  in  1637,  there  is  no  record  of  William  Eddye’s  family 
being  there  after  1620.  His  son  Phinehas  Eddy  was  living  at 
Portsmouth,  Hampshire,  when  he  made  his  will  in  1639.32 

William  Eddye’s  will  was  dated  Aug.  20,  1616  and  was  proved 
in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Canterbury,  Dec.  4,  1616.  (See  Appendix, 
p.  151.)  In  it  he  describes  himself  as  “minister  and  pastor  of  the 
parish  church  of  Cranbrook.”  He  mentions  his  “now  wife  Sara”; 
his  sons,  Phinehas,  John,  Samuel  and  Zacharias  Eddie  and  his 
daughters;  Mary,  wife  of  Simeon  Evernden,  Abigail,  Anne,  Eliza¬ 
beth  and  Priscilla  Eddie,  the  latter  his  daughter  by  his  wife  Sarah. 
He  also  names  his  step-children;  Richard  Taylor,  Robert  Taylor, 
Thomas  Taylor,  Elizabeth  Taylor  and  Sara  Taylor.  He  further 
mentions  an  annuity  granted  to  him  and  his  “late  wife  Mary,

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now  deceased,”  and  refers  to  his  lands,  etc.,  in  Cranbrook  and 
elsewhere  in  England.  If  these  lands  could  be  identified  their 
location  might  shed  some  light  on  the  problem  of  William  Eddye's 
parentage.  He  appoints  as  executor  his  son  Phinehas  Eddie  to 
whom  he  gives  the  following  instructions;  “I  will  and  my  mind 
is  that  the  aforesaid  Phinehas  Eddie  my  sonne  his  heires  or  assigns 
shall  well  and  vertuouslie  bringe  upp  the  foresaid  Samuel  Eddie 
Zacharias  Eddie  Abigail  Eddie  Anne  Eddie  and  Elizabeth  Eddie 
my  sonnes  and  daughters  in  good  and  vertuous  education.” 

He  left  his  property  and  annuity  to  his  son  Phinehas  “for  and 
towardes  the  better  performance  of  my  will  and  for  the  full  and 
more  absolute  payment  of  my  debtes  and  legacies.”  To  his  other 
children  he  made  bequests  of  money  to  be  paid  by  Phinehas,  but 
provided  that  if  Phinehas  should  default  in  any  payments  to  his 
brothers  and  sisters  they  should  have  the  right  “to  enter  in  and 
upon  all  my  said  landes  and  Tentes  whatsoever  .  .  .  before 
given  unto  my  sonne  Phinehas  And  the  same  to  have  hold  and 
occupye  and  enjoy  vizt  my  sonne  John  for  the  full  terme  and  space 
of  fower  whole  yeares  in  recompence  of  his  foresaid  legacies  of 
sixe  score  poundes  And  my  other  sonnes  and  daughters  everie  one 
of  them  that  shalbe  so  unpaid  to  enter  in  and  upon  .  .  .  for  the 
full  terme  and  space  of  three  whole  yeares  .  .  .  And  this  everie 
one  of  them  to  doe  successivelie  ...  as  often  as  any  one  of  them 
shalbe  unpaid.”  Throughout  the  will  he  used  the  spelling  “Eddie.”

Samuel2  Eddy  (Rev.  William1)  son  of  Rev.  William  Eddye  and 
his  wife  Mary  Fosten,  was  baptized  May  15,  1608,  at  Cranbrook, 
Kent,  England,34  while  his  father  was  serving  as  vicar  of  St. 
Dunstan’s  Church  there,  and  d.  1688  at  Swansea,  Mass.50  He 
m.  Elizabeth,  whose  surname  is  not  known.51  The  date  of  their 
marriage  has  not  been  found.  She  d.  1682. 50 

After  the  entry  of  Samuel  Eddy’s  baptismal  record  in  the 
Cranbrook  Register,  no  further  mention  of  him  has  been  found 
in  England,  except  in  his  father’s  will,  dated  1616  and  proved  the 
same  year.  (See  Appendix,  p.  151.)  His  father  bequeathed  to  him 
one  hundred  pounds  upon  reaching  the  age  of  twenty  one  years; 
also  “one  little  sylver  salt  called  a  trencher  salt.”  We  have  no 
information  as  to  his  place  of  residence  in  England  during  the 
period  from  his  father’s  death  until  the  time  of  his  migration  to 
New  England  in  1630.  On  the  latter  date  Samuel  had  reached  his 
majority  and  had  doubtless  received  from  his  brother  Phinehas 
Eddy',  executor  of  William  Eddye’s  will,  the  bequest  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  pounds.  The  male  Eddys  disappear  from  Cranbrook  records 
after  1620.  Phinehas  was  a  resident  of  Portsmouth  in  1639, 32 
and  Samuel’s  eldest  brother  John  was  living  at  Nayland,  Suffolk, 
from  1622  to  1626.40  From  the  close  association  between  John 
and  Samuel  in  later  years,  it  is  assumed  that  Samuel  also  lived 
in  the  vicinity  of  Nayland.  Among  their  neighbors  was  John 
Winthrop  of  Groton  Manor,  near  Edwardston,  Suffolk,  about

William.  If  this  is  true,  Samuel  Eddy  was  her  second  husband,  because  the  will  of  her 
mother,  Mrs.  Sarah  (Taylor)  Eddy,  mentions  her  daughter  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas 
Colvill.  (See  will,  published  in  full,  in  Eddy  Bulletin,  p.  29.)  The  writer  has  been  unable 
to  ascertain  upon  what  information  Miss  Abbott  based  her  supposition. 
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five  miles  from  Nayland.  Winthrop  and  John  Eddy  were  related 
by  marriage,  it  is  said.52  For  several  years  Winthrop  had  been 
active  among  those  of  Puritan  faith  in  securing  a  charter  for  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Company  having  for  its  object  the  planting 
of  a  colony  in  America.  In  1629  he  and  eleven  other  leaders  in 
the  movement  had  signed  the  “Cambridge  Agreement, "  pledging 
themselves  to  remove  to  New  England  providing  the  Governor 
and  Company  were  transferred  there.53  This  meant  that  the 
Colony  would  be  controlled  not  by  officials  residing  in  England, 
but  by  men  living  in  the  Colony.  The  plan  was  put  into  operation 
and  in  April  1630,  Winthrop,  having  been  elected  Governor  of 
the  Company,  sailed  for  America,  and  landed  at  Salem,  June  12. 54 
Desiring  to  better  themselves  and  being  in  sympathy  with  Puritan 
views,  John  and  Samuel  Eddy  decided  to  make  the  voyage  to 
Massachusetts  Bay.  They  did  not  leave  England  until  Aug.  10, 
1630.55  We  have  a  record  of  their  arrival  there  on  Oct.  29  of  that 
year.  By  some  mischance  they  landed  at  Plymouth,  instead  of 
Salem  or  Boston,  their  intended  destination.  The  appendix  of 
Winthrop's  History  of  New  England 55  quotes  a  letter  from  Win¬ 
throp  to  his  wife  in  England,  dated  Boston,  Nov.  29,  1630,  in 
which  he  says;  “There  is  a  ship  arrived  in  Plymouth  some  thirty 
miles  from  here,  which  came  from  London  the  10th  of  August,  and 
was  twelve  weeks  at  sea  in  such  tempests  as  she  spent  all  her 
masts:  yet,  of  sixty  passengers  she  lost  but  one.  All  the  rest 
(through  the  Lord's  great  mercy)  are  safe  and  in  health.  Edy  of 
Boxted56  who  came  in  her  told  me,  a  fortnight  since,  that  he  had 
many  letters  in  the  ship  for  me."  A  month  before  the  date  of 
this  letter,  Winthrop  records  in  his  journal,57  under  date  of  Oct. 
29,  1630,  the  arrival  at  Plymouth  of  the  Handmaid ,  John  Grant 
master,  and  in  his  next  entry,  Nov.  11,  he  says  “The  master  came 
to  Boston  with  Capt.  Standish  and  two  gentlemen  passengers  who 
came  to  plant  here,  but  having  no  testimony,  we  could  not  receive 
them."  These  references  of  Winthrop  show  that  the  Handmaid

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arrived  in  Plymouth  Oct.  29,  and  on  Nov.  11,  its  master  and  two 
passengers  went  to  Boston.  On  Nov.  29,  Winthrop  wrote  his 
wife  that  a  fortnight  before  “Edy  of  Boxted”  had  told  him  about 
letters  for  him  on  board  the  Handmaid.  From  these  statements 
we  assume  that  John  and  Samuel  Eddy  were  either  the  “two 
gentlemen  passengers’’  who  went  to  Boston  from  Plymouth  with 
Capt.  Standish,  or  they  were  members  of  the  party  with  Standish. 
Apparently  John  Winthrop  as  well  as  his  wife  was  acquainted 
with  “Edy  of  Boxted.”  If  the  two  gentlemen  passengers  were  the 
Eddy  brothers  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  they  “lacked 
testimony”  and  were  refused  permission  to  settle  in  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Bay  Colony,  unless  it  was  because  of  a  technicality  due  to 
their  landing  in  the  Plymouth  Colony.  The  objection,  however, 
was  soon  overcome,  for  in  1631  John  Eddy  removed  from 
Plymouth  to  the  Bay  Colony58  and  in  1634  became  a  freeman 
at  Watertown.39  Samuel  chose  to  remain  in  Plymouth.59 

The  Puritans  who  emigrated  to  New  England  were  largely 
yeomen.60  Socially  there  was  no  distinct  line  drawn  in  the  Ply¬ 
mouth  Colony  between  the  clergy,  yeomen  and  husbandmen,61 
and  members  of  the  three  groups  frequently  intermarried. 
Samuel  Eddy  of  Plymouth  was  a  tailor  and  is  so  called  in  a  deed 
of  1660.  (See  Appendix,  p.  165.)  He  followed  his  trade  even  in 
his  old  age,  for  in  1678  he  was  reimbursed  for  making  clothes  for 
soldiers  at  the  close  of  King  Philip’s  War.62  He  early  acquired 
considerable  land,  mostly  in  Middleboro,  and  his  descendants  in 
the  line  of  Zachariah7  have  shown  a  marked  tendency  to  become

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landowners.  In  colonial  times,  most  families  were  of  necessity 
engaged  in  farming.  The  families  were  large  and  by  farming  they 
became  self-supporting.  According  to  the  custom  of  the  time, 
the  eldest  son  received  from  his  father’s  estate  the  homestead  and 
a  portion  of  the  estate  double  that  of  each  of  the  other  children. 
Younger  sons  sought  new  land  on  the  frontiers  where  it  could  be 
had  cheaply.  Such  land,  however,  required  much  labor  in  clearing. 

On  May  9,  1631,  the  next  Spring  after  his  arrival  in  Plymouth, 
Samuel  bought  from  Experience  Michell  a  house  and  garden,  in¬ 
cluding  all  things  “nailefast.”  Here  he  doubtless  lived  until  1638 
when  he  sold  his  house  and  garden  to  Richard  Clough,  the  deed 
stating  that  the  house  was  the  one  in  which  Samuel  dwelt.  On 
the  same  day  that  he  sold  this  property  he  bought  a  house  and  gar¬ 
den  from  Nicholas  Snow,  which  he  retained  until  1645  when  he 
sold  it  to  John  Tompson  with  3  A.  granted  to  him  by  the  town  of 
Plymouth  in  1638  with  the  provision  that  the  land  belonged  to  the 
dwelling  in  Plymouth  and  was  not  to  be  sold  separately.63  In  1641, 
four  years  previous  to  the  sale  to  Tompson,  he  had  bought  a  house 
and  lot  at  Wellingsly  and  Woeberry  Plain  and  he  may  have 
removed  to  Wellingsly  before  he  sold  to  Tompson  because  the 
deed  to  the  latter  in  1645  does  not  state  that  the  house  in  Ply¬ 
mouth  was  occupied  by  Samuel  Eddy  at  the  time.  In  1661  he 
purchased  another  house  and  lot  at  Wellingsly  from  John  Rick¬ 
ard  and  1672,  as  one  of  the  neighbors  at  Wellingsly  he  was  granted 
land  “up  to  the  Brook”  at  Wellingsly.  Therefore,  it  seems  quite 
probable  that  he  lived  at  Wellingsly  until  he  went  to  Swansea 
to  spend  his  last  days  with  his  sons  Caleb  and  Zachariah.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  records  do  not  show  what  became  of  the  Wellingsly 
land.  Perhaps  it  was  the  property  which  Jordain  had  possession 
of  in  1684  when  it  was  sold  to  him  by  Samuel  Eddy  “of  Plymouth, 
now  resident  in  Swanzey.”  Wellingsly  is  about  a  mile  south  of 
Town  Brook,  Plymouth.  All  of  Samuel  Eddy’s  land  transactions 
of  record  are  described  in  detail  on  another  page. 

After  the  purchase  of  his  house  in  Plymouth  in  1631  his  name 
next  appears  of  record  Jan.  1,  1632,  when  he  was  admitted  to  the 
“Freedom  of  the  Society  of  New  Plymouth,”64  the  official  name

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of  the  Plymouth  Colony.  The  following  week,  Jan.  10,  his  ser¬ 
vant  Thomas  Brian  ran  away  and  being  discovered  by  an  Indian 
was  brought  back  and  punished.65  Samuel  Eddy  was  taxed  in 
Plymouth  in  1633  and  1634.66  He  was  given  a  share  in  a  black 
heifer  in  163867  and  was  mentioned  in  the  division  of  cattle  in 
1641,  1644  and  1648. 6  8  In  1633  he  was  a  creditor  to  the  estate  of 
Francis  Easton  of  Plymouth,69  and  in  1645  he  received  a  bequest 
of  a  “payer  of  wearing  stockings’’  by  the  will  of  Robert  Hicks  of 
Plymouth.70  In  1643  when  danger  from  Indian  wars  was  im¬ 
minent,  all  men  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  sixty  who  were 
able  to  bear  arms  were  listed  for  military  duty.  Among  them 
Samuel’s  name  appears.71  He  was  absent  from  town-meeting  in 
Plymouth  in  October,  1646,  but  was  present  on  Dec.  10,  of  that 
year.72 

Samuel  Eddy  apprenticed  three  of  his  sons  while  they  were  of 
early  age,  stating  in  the  apprenticeship  papers  that  he  was  forced 
to  do  so  “by  reason  of  his  many  children  and  many  wants.”  His 
son  John  was  apprenticed  on  April  3,  1645,  to  Francis  Goulder  of 
Plymouth.73  On  March  2,  1646-7,  his  son  Zachariah  was  appren¬ 
ticed  to  John  Brown  of  Rehoboth,  one  of  the  Governor’s  Assist¬ 
ants  and  a  man  of  prominence  in  the  colony.  Another  son,  Caleb, 
was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  Brown  on  March  4,  1652. 74  When  they 
reached  manhood,  Caleb  and  Zachariah  Eddy  were  deeded 
property  in  Rehoboth  b}r  Mr.  Brown.  On  June  7,  1659  (See  Ap¬ 
pendix,  p.  164.)  Samuel  Eddy  and  four  others  petitioned  the  Court 
to  grant  them  land  to  “accomodate  them  for  their  posterities” 
and  the  Court  gave  them  liberty  to  “looke  out  a  tract  of  land  for 
that  purpose.”  On  June  3,  1662  (See  Appendix,  p.  169.)  the

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Court  ordered  that  “in  reference  unto  a  graunt  made  to  some  to 
look  out  accomodations  of  land,  as  being  the  first  borne  children 
of  this  govment,  and  for  the  disposing  of  two  severall  tracts  of 
land  laterly  purchased  the  one  by  Major  Winslow  and  the  other 
by  Captaine  Southworth,  the  Court,  having  viewed  the  severall 
lists  of  the  names  of  those  that  desired  to  bee  accomodated  therein 
have  settled  it  upon  those  whose  names  follow.”  Among  the 
thirty  two  names  appears  that  of  Samuel  Eddy,  here  spelled  Edey. 
On  June  28,  1677,  he  was  called  one  of  the  “proprietors  of  the 
liberties  of  the  Township  of  Middleboro.”75 

Samuel2  Eddy’s  land  dealings  are  listed  below.  Some  early 
deeds  are  not  recorded,  and  among  those  of  record  some  contain 
such  imperfect  descriptions  of  land  that  it  is  impossible  to  identify 
the  property.  Most  of  the  deeds  in  the  following  list  will  be 
found  quoted  in  full  in  the  Appendix  of  this  book. 

1631,  May  9,  Samuel  Eddy  bought  for  £12  from  Experience  Michell  his  dwelling 
house  and  garden  in  Plymouth,  Michell  reserving  part  of  the  garden  be¬ 
tween  the  end  of  the  house  and  the  street  through  wdiich  Eddy  was  to  have 
a  right  of  way.  (See  Appendix,  p.  160.)  This  property  was  apparently 
sold  in  1638  to  Richard  Clough.  (See  below.) 

1636,  Nov.  7,  Samuel  Eddy  was  granted  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  3  A.  next 
to  John  Dunham’s  the  elder,  which  land  was  to  belong  to  the  dwelling 
house  in  Plymouth  and  not  to  be  sold  separately.  (See  Appendix,  p.  160.) 
These  3  A.  were  included  in  the  deed  of  1645  to  John  Tompson.  (See 
below.) 

1638,  July  6,  Samuel  Eddy  sold  for  forty  bushels  of  Indian  corn  to  Richard 
Clough  his  house  and  garden  at  Plymouth  where  the  said  Eddy  dwelt. 
Possession  of  the  garden  was  to  be  given  the  first  of  September  and  of  the 
house  in  October  following.  (See  Appendix,  p.  161.) 

1638,  July  6,  Samuel  Eddy  bought  for  £12  from  Nicholas  Snow  his  house  and 
garden  in  Plymouth  where  the  said  Snow  dwelt.  Possession  was  to  be 
given  the  last  of  October  following.  The  £12  was  to  be  paid  in  forty 
bushels  of  Indian  corn.  (See  Appendix,  p.  161.)  Samuel  Eddy  sold  this, 
together  with  3  A.  above  mentioned,  on  March  3,  1645.  (See  below.) 

1641,  Sept.  16,  Samuel  Eddy  was  granted  6  A.  of  upland  on  the  northwest  side 
of  Fresh  Lake  (later  called  Billington  Sea);  also  30  A.  of  upland  at  Narra- 
gansett  Hill,  and  4  A.  of  meadow.  (See  Appendix,  p.  162.)  The  6  A.  in 
this  deed  were  included  in  the  land  he  exchanged  with  Thomas  Savory 
Feb.  20,  1662  [16631.  (See  below.) 

1642  [1643],  March  7,  Samuel  Eddy  bought  from  John  Allen  his  house  and  barn 
at  Wellingsly  and  Woeberry  Plain.  (See  Appendix,  p.  163.)  The  dis¬ 
position  of  this  land  has  not  been  traced.

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1645  [1646],  March  3,  Samuel  Eddy  sold  to  John  Tompson  his  house  at  Spring 
Hill,  Plymouth,  and  garden  adjoining;  also  3  A.  of  upland  at  Newfield. 
(See  Appendix,  p.  163.)  This  is  doubtless  the  Snow  property  he  bought 
in  1638  and  the  3  A.  granted  to  him  in  1636. 

1647  [1648],  March  20,  Samuel  Eddy  sold  to  Experience  Michell  of  Duxbury 
1  A.  of  marsh  meadow  between  said  Michell’s  meadow  and  James  Cole’s 
land.  (See  Appendix,  p.  164.)  The  date  when  Samuel  Eddy  acquired  the 
land  cannot  be  ascertained. 

1660,  July  21,  Samuel  Eddy,  senior,  of  Plymouth,  tailor,  sold  to  Samuel  Ryder, 
Jun.,  of  the  same,  25  A.  at  Manomett  Ponds  in  Plymouth  Township; 
also  1  A.  at  Little’s  Meadows.  The  Manomett  land  was  found  thirteen 
years  later  to  belong  to  the  town  of  Plymouth.  (See  Appendix,  p.  165.) 
Samuel’s  title  was  probably  defective,  for  he  was  not  required  to  reim¬ 
burse  Ryder.  The  town  granted  the  land  to  Ryder.  (See  Appendix,  p. 
171  and  footnote.) 

1661  [1662],  Jan.  1,  Samuel  Eddy,  of  Plymouth,  tailor,  bought  from  John 
Rickard  of  the  same,  a  house  and  garden  at  Wellingsly,  next  to  Samuel 
Dunham’s  house.  (See  Appendix,  p.  166.)  The  subsequent  history  of 
this  property  cannot  be  found. 

1661  [1662],  March  7,  Samuel  Eddy  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of 
land  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase.  In  1690  this  land  was  in  the  possession 
of  his  son,  Obadiah.76 

1662,  June  3,  Samuel  Eddy  was  granted  land  in  the  Purchade  Purchase  in 
Middleboro.  (See  Appendix,  p.  169.)  On  March  24,  1662  [1663]  he  con¬ 
veyed  by  deed  of  gift  to  his  sons  Obadiah  and  Zachariah  Eddy  land  near 
Nemasket  granted  him  last  June.  (See  below.) 

1662  [1663],  Feb.  20,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  tailor,  exchanged  lands 
with  Thomas  Savory  of  the  same,  Eddy  receiving  Savory’s  right  in  land 
belonging  to  the  town  of  Plymouth  at  Punckateesett  and  places  adjacent 
“lying  over  against”  Rhode  Island.  Savory  received  in  the  exchange 
Eddy’s  land  at  Four  Mile  Brook  in  Plymouth  Township  and  6  A.  near 
Fresh  Lake  in  the  same  township.  (See  Appendix,  p.  166.) 

1662  [1663],  March  24,  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior,  of  Plymouth  conveyed  by  deed  of 
gift  to  his  sons  Obadiah  and  Zachariah  Eddy  the  land  near  Nemasket 
granted  to  Samuel  last  June,  reserving  life  use  of  6  A.  Samuel  further 
provided  that  his  son  Caleb  was  to  have  one-quarter  part  of  the  land  if  he 
desired  it.  (See  Appendix,  p.  167.)  On  Feb.  26,  1672  [1673]  Samuel  con¬ 
firmed  this  deed  before  the  Governor  at  Plymouth. 

1663  [1664],  March  22,  Samuel  Eddy  and  Thomas  Savory  were  listed  as  owners 
of  Lot  3,  on  the  west  side  of  South  Point.  (See  Appendix,  p.  169.) 

1667,  July  14,  Sarriuel  Eddy  was  granted  6  A.  at  South  Meadow  Brook  “at  or 
about”  Plain  Dealing.  (See  Appendix,  p.  170.)  A  description  of  this 
land  was  recorded  on  April  22,  1710.  (See  Appendix,  p.  170.)  This  prop¬ 
erty  was  deeded  by  Zachariah  to  his  brother  Obadiah  Eddy  on  Dec.  17, 
1695.  (See  below.)

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1672,  Aug  5,  Samuel  Eddy,  as  one  of  the  neighbors  at  Wellingsly,  was  granted 
part  of  a  swamp  “up  the  Brook”  at  Wellingsly.  (See  Appendix,  p.  171.) 
This  land  has  not  been  traced. 

1684  [1685],  Feb.  23,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Plymouth  “now  resident  in  Swanzey” 
sold  to  Barack  Jordain  of  Plymouth,  his  house  in  Plymouth  now  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  said  Jordain,  but  reserving  6  A.  of  meadow  granted  to  him,  also 
the  land  granted  to  him  at  Aggawam  in  Plymouth  Township.  (See  Ap¬ 
pendix,  p.  172.) 

1690,  Samuel  Eddy’s  right  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase  was  in  the  possession  of 
Obadiah  Eddy,  Samuel  having  died  in  1688. 

1695,  Dec.  17,  after  Samuel  Eddy’s  death,  Zachariah  Eddy  deeded  to  his 
brother  Obadiah  6  A.  at  South  Meadow  Brook  which  land  had  been  given 
“verbally”  to  Obadiah  by  their  father  Samuel.  (See  Appendix,  p.  182.) 

Elizabeth  Eddy,  wife  of  Samuel,  seems  to  have  been  out  of 
sympathy  with  the  strict  control  of  the  Plymouth  church  and 
government,  for  on  two  occasions  she  was  summoned  before  the 
Court  for  breaking  the  rules.  On  Oct.  7,  1651  she  was  accused  of 
“wringing  and  hanging  out  clothes  on  the  Lord’s  day  in  time  of 
publicke  exercise.”  She  was  fined  10  shillings,  but  the  fine  was 
later  remitted.77  Again  on  May  1,  1660,  she  appeared  before  the 
Court  to  answer  for  traveling  on  the  Lord’s  day  from  Plymouth 
to  Boston.  She  replied  that  “Mistress  Saffin78  was  very  weake 
and  sent  for  her,  with  an  earnest  desire  to  see  her  in  her  weaknes, 
with  some  other  pleaes  of  like  nature.  The  Court  considering 
some  cercumstances  in  her  answare,  although  they  saw  not  a 
sufficient  excuse  for  her  fact  therein,  saw  cause  to  admonish  her, 
and  soe  shee  was  discharged  of  the  Court.”79  By  her  disregard 
of  the  strict  and  petty  rules  of  the  Colony,  she  has  earned  a 
warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  her  descendants. 

After  1678  Samuel  Eddy’s  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Ply¬ 
mouth  records,  except  in  land  transactions.  It  is  said  that  he  and 
his  wife  spent  their  last  days  with  their  sons  Zachariah  and  Caleb 
in  Swansea,  Mass.  In  1685  Samuel  in  a  deed  calls  himself  “of 
Plymouth,  residing  in  Swanzey,”  (See  Appendix,  p.  172.)  showing 
that  he  wished  to  retain  his  legal  residence  in  Plymouth.  He  left 
no  will.  Recently  Mrs.  Ruth  S.  Eddy,  of  Providence,  R.  I., 
discovered  a  deed  that  has  an  important  bearing  on  the  probable

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location  of  the  burial  place  of  Samuel  and  his  wife  Elizabeth. 
This  deed,  dated  March  19,  1696,  was  made  by  Zachariah3  Eddy 
(Samuel2)  of  Swansea,  and  conveyed  to  his  son  Zachariah4  Eddy, 
Jun.,  20  acres  of  land  at  Mattapoisett  in  Swansea,  excepting  and 
reserving  the  burial  place  on  the  premises  for  the  families  of  the 
said  Eddys  forever.  In  1928  Mrs.  Eddy  found  the  cemetery 
mentioned  in  this  deed,80  and  through  her  kindness  the  writer 
was  lately  shown  its  location.  It  is  a  private  burying  ground  on 
a  small  hill  in  Swansea  Village,  adjoining  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Frank 
S.  Stevens  and  back  of  the  Swansea  Dye  Works.  At  the  time  the 
above  deed  was  made  Zachariah’s3  wife  and  daughter  were  de¬ 
ceased,  as  well  a^  his  parents,  Samuel2  and  Elizabeth.  Since  they 
died  in  Swansea,  it  is  quite  probable  that  they  were  buried  in  the 
plot  that  Zachariah  later  set  off  as  a  burying  ground  for  the  Eddys 
forever.81  No  tombstones  have  been  found  that  can  be  identified 
as  those  of  Samuel  and  his  wife. 

During  the  exercises  to  be  held  on  Oct.  29,  1930,  the  Eddy  Fam¬ 
ily  Association  proposes  to  dedicate  in  Brewster  Gardens,  Ply¬ 
mouth,  Mass.,  a  boulder  bearing  a  bronze  tablet,  inscribed  as 
follows: 

1630-1930 

To  Honor  and  Perpetuate  the  Memory  of  John  Eddy  and  Samuel 
Eddy. 

Arrived  at  Plymouth  on  the  “Handmaid,”  Oct.  29,  1630.  Sons 
of  Rev.  William  Eddye,  B.  A.,  M.  A.,  Cambridge,  England.

Obadiah3  Eddy,  ( Samuel 2,  Rev.  William1)  son  of  Samuel  Eddy 
and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  was  probably  born  in  Plymouth,  Mass., 
date  unknown,  and  d.  after  Dec.  17,  1726  and  before  Nov.  6, 
1727,  when  witnesses  to  a  codicil  to  his  will  appeared  before  the 
Judge  of  Probate  and  testified  that  he  signed  the  document.  For 
some  reason  this  will  was  never  probated  or  recorded.  (See 

Appendix,  p.  200.)  He  m.  Bennet - ,  date  unknown.  In  a 

deed  of  1702,  he  mentions  his  wife  Bennet  Eddy.  (See  Appen¬ 
dix,  p.  187.)  The  problem  of  Bennet  Eddy’s  maiden  name  has 
puzzled  genealogists  for  many  years.88  She  probably  died  before 
her  husband,  as  she  was  not  named  in  his  will. 

On  June  25, 1660,  we  find  Obadiah  Eddy  at  Sandwich  where  he 
was  assigned  on  training  day  two  pounds  of  powder.89  At  Court 
in  Plymouth  June  13,  1660,  George  Barlow,  marshal  of  Sand¬ 
wich,  and  Obadiah  Eddy  were  mentioned  as  having  testified 
against  a  Quaker,  John  Newland.90  Four  years  later,  Aug.  24, 1664, 
he  was  again  at  Sandwich,  having  been  called  on  an  inquest  on 
that  date.91  Perhaps  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  man  living  in  Sand¬ 
wich,  which  would  account  for  his  presence  there.  None  of  his 
brothers  lived  there. 

The  first  deed  to  which  he  was  a  party  is  that  of  March  24, 
1662-3,  when  Samuel  Eddy  of  Plymouth  deeded  to  his  sons  Zach- 
ariah  and  Obadiah  Eddy,  no  place  of  residence  given,  all  his  land 
near  Nemasket.  (See  Appendix,  p.  167.)  Samuel  reserved  how¬ 
ever  the  life  use  of  6  acres  of  upland,  and  stipulated  that  Caleb 
Eddy  should  have  one-quarter  of  this  land,  if  he  desired  it.  The 
other  land  transactions  of  Obadiah  Eddy  are  described  below. 

During  the  years  1673,  1679, 1681  and  1683,  Obadiah  was  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Inquest  of  Plymouth  Colony.92  He  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  of  Middleboro  and  on  June  1,  1675,  he  was 
surveyor  of  highways  there.93  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  King

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Philip’s  War  in  1675  he  and  his  family  were  forced  to  seek  refuge 
in  the  temporary  fort  at  Middleboro,  and  when  the  settlers  aban¬ 
doned  the  village  they  fled  to  Plymouth.94  Obadiah’s  house  at 
Middleboro  was  burned  when  the  settlement  was  destroyed  by 
the  Indians.  During  the  War  thirteen  towns  were  burned  and 
about  six  hundred  white  persons  were  killed  in  battle.95  It  was 
not  until  1677  that  the  Court  of  Plymouth  Colony  granted  per¬ 
mission  for  the  colonists  to  return  to  Middleboro.96  Among  the 
first  to  go  was  Obadiah  Eddy  who  re-built  his  house  close  to  the 
site  of  his  first  dwelling,  near  the  Winnetuxet  River  in  that  part 
of  Middleboro  now  called  Halifax.  The  site  of  the  cellar  of  his 
house  can  be  seen  in  the  field  of  Nathan  Church.97 

He  was  propounded  a  freeman  of  the  colony  on  June  6,  1682, 98 
and  a  year  later  took  the  oath  as  freeman.99  We  find  him  in  1685 
as  a  member  of  the  grand  jury  of  Middleboro,100  and  in  1689  one 
of  a  committee  appointed  to  lay  out  a  highway  from  Middleboro 
and  Bridgewater  toward  Boston.101  In  1690  he  was  a  selectman 
of  Middleboro,102  and  the  same  year  he  was  in  possession  of  the 
land  that  his  father,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Plymouth,  owned  in  the  26 
Men’s  Purchase  in  Middleboro.76 

His  occupation  in  1663  is  given  as  that  of  shoemaker  (See  Ap¬ 
pendix,  p.  174.)  but  after  his  removal  to  Middleboro  he  probably 
followed  farming.  W^eston103  says  that  most  of  the  early  settlers 
in  Middleboro  were  farmers  “whose  prudence  and  industry  soon 
enabled  them  to  live  in  comparative  independence,  their  farms 
with  the  rivers,  ponds  and  forests,  supplying  them  with  the 
necessaries  of  life.” 

From  the  records  his  places  of  residence  can  be  traced.  As  a 
young  man  he  lived  at  Sandwich,  but  before  1675  he  was  settled 
at  Middleboro,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life,  except  a  short 
sojourn  at  Plymouth  during  King  Philip’s  War,  and  another  at 
Taunton  between  1703  and  1706.  In  two  deeds  he  calls  himself 
“of  Taunton.”  (See  Appendix,  p.  188  and  193.)

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After  the  death  of  his  father  he  succeeded  to  his  share  in  the 
26  Men’s  Purchase,  having  bought  the  interests  of  his  brothers 
Zachariah  and  Caleb. 

Obadiah3  Eddy’s  land  transactions  of  record  were  as  follows: 

1662  [1663],  March  24,  Obadiah  Eddy  and  his  brother  Zachariah  were  deeded 
land  at  Nemasket  by  their  father  Samuel  Eddy  of  Plymouth,  which  land 
had  been  confirmed  to  the  latter  by  the  Court  of  June  1662.  Samuel  re¬ 
served  fife  use  of  6  A.  (See  Appendix,  p.  167.)  (See  next  deed). 

1663,  April  29,  Obadiah  Eddy,  shoemaker  (no  place  of  residence  given)  sold 
to  his  brother  Zachariah  Eddy  of  Plymouth,  land  at  Nemasket  that  their 
father  Samuel  Eddy  had  given  them  jointly  by  deed  of  1662.  In  1674  this 
deed  of  1663  was  nullified  by  mutual  consent.  (See  Appendix,  p.  174.) 
(See  next  deed.) 

1685  [1686],  March  3,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  sold  to  John  Cobb,  Jun., 
of  Plymouth,  his  share  in  8^  A.  of  meadow  at  Nemasket,  on  northwest 
side  of  Alden’s  Brook,  the  same  that  his  father  had  given  to  him,  Obadiah, 
and  his  brother  Zachariah,  Obadiah  having  later  bought  the  said  brother’s 
share.  (See  Appendix*  p.  175.) 

1686  [1687],  Jan.  6;  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Nathaniel 
South  worth  of  Plymouth,  4  A.  of  meadow  on  the  Winnetuxet  River 
in  Plymouth  Township,  formerly  belonging  to  Edward  Gray,  deceased. 
(See  Appendix,  p.  176.)  In  1702  Obadiah  made  a  deed  of  gift  of  this  land 
to  his  son  Jabez  Eddy,  (see  below),  but  he  states  he  bought  it  from  Ed¬ 
ward  Gray,  instead  of  Nathaniel  South  worth; 

1690  June  5,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  bought  from  Nathaniel  Warren 
of  the  same,  100  A.  in  Lot  4,  Bridgewater  Township.  (See  Appendix, 
p.  178.)  In  1694  he  sold  this  land.  (See  next  deed  below.) 

1693  [1694],  Jan.  9,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  sold  100  A.  in  Lot  4,  Bridge- 
water  Township,  to  Charles  alias  Pompmuet  of  Titicut.  (See  Appendix, 
p.  180.)  This  is  the  land  purchased  in  1690.  (See  next  deed  above.) 

1695,  Dec.  17,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  bought  from  his  brother  Zachariah 
Eddy  of  Swansea  his  right  in  land  belonging  to  their  father  Samuel  Eddy, 
said  land  being  between  Nemasket  and  Mahutchet  Rivers  in  Mid¬ 
dleboro  Township,  excepting  2  A.  adjoining  Obadiah’s  house,  which 
Zachariah  retained.  This  deed  also  includes  the  land  that  Obadiah’s 
house  stood  on.  Zachariah  quit-claimed  to  Obadiah  6  A.  at  South  Mead¬ 
ows  being  land  that  was  granted  to  their  father  by  the  town  of  Plymouth, 
the  same  having  been  given  to  Obadiah  “verbally”  by  their  father.  (See 
Appendix,  p.  182.)  These  parcels  were  disposed  of  by  deeds  of  1700  and 
1703.  (See  below.) 

1699,  Oct.  30,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Edward  Thomas  of  the 
same,  3^2  A.  in  Lot  15  at  Bartlett’s  Brook,  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase  in 
the  last  division  of  meadow  of  said  Purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  184.) 
When  Obadiah  obtained  this  land  is  not  known. 
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1700,  July  5,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  sold  to  William  Ellis  of  the  same, 
6  A.  granted  to  his  father,  Samuel  Eddy,  late  of  Plymouth,  deceased, 
located  at  South  Meadow  River  in  Plymouth  Township.  (See  Appendix, 
p.  185.)  This  had  been  conveyed  to  Obadiah  by  deed  of  1695.  (See  above.) 

1701  [1702],  Jan.  21,  Obadiah  Eddy,  yeoman,  and  wife  Bennet,  of  Middleboro, 
sold  to  Thomas  Parlor  of  Beverly,  Essex  Co.,  50  A.  on  the  north  side  of 
Pole  Hill  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase,  Middleboro  Township.  (See  Appendix 
p.  187.) 

1702  [1703],  Jan.  29,  Obadiah  Eddy,  of  Taunton,  made  a  deed  of  gift  to  his  son 
Jabez  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  of  4  A.  of  meadow  on  the  northeast  side  of 
Winnetuxet  River,  being  the  land  he  bought  from  Edward  Gray.  (See 
Appendix,  p.  188.)  (See  above,  deed  of  1686-7.) 

1702  [1703],  Feb.  19,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  bought  from  Seth  Arnold 
of  Duxbury,  Lots  24  and  25  of  25  A.  each,  in  26  Men’s  Purchase,  Middle¬ 
boro  Township.  (See  Appendix,  p.  190.)  Lots  24  and  25  were  sold  by 
deed  of  1717.  (See  below.) 

1703  [1704],  March  5,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  sold  to  Samuel  Sampson 
of  Duxbury,  Lot  44  of  100  A.  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase;  also  his  dwelling 
house  and  the  land  it  stood  on;  20  A.  in  Lot  26,  near  Obadiah’s  dwelling; 
5  A.  between  and  adjoining  said  lots,  except  2  A.  reserved  by  Zachariah 
Eddy;  and  2  A.  of  meadow  in  Lot  179  in  the  South  Purchase.  (See  Appen¬ 
dix,  p.  192.)  The  5  A.  were  contained  in  the  deed  of  1695.  (See  above.) 

1705  [1706],  Feb.  19,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Taunton  made  a  deed  of  gift  to  his  son 
Samuel  of  Middleboro  for  part  of  Lot  24  of  100  A.  lots  in  the  first  division 
of  the  26  Men’s  Purchase  in  Middleboro  Township.  (See  Appendix, 
p.  194.) 

1710,  May  22,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Experience  Bent  of  the 
same,  the  easterly  part  of  his  100  A.  Lot  24,  on  west  side  of  Whetstone 
Vineyard  Brook;  also  one-quarter  part  of  50  A.  on  the  east  side  of  said 
Brook.  (See  Appendix,  p.  195.) 

1712  [1713],  Feb.  3,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  sold  to  his  son-in-law,  Sam¬ 
uel  Sampson  of  the  same,  50  A.  in  Lot  54  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase  on  the 
west  side  WLetstone  Vineyard  Brook.  (See  Appendix,  p.  196.) 

1717,  Nov.  8,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  conveyed  by  deed  of  gift  to  his 
son  Benjamin  Eddy  of  the  same,  Lots  24  and  25,  each  of  25  A.,  where 
Obadiah  then  dwelt,  the  same  that  he  bought  from  Seth  Arnold,  the  land 
being  located  partly  in  Middleboro  and  partly  in  Plympton  Townships 
and  within  the  26  Men’s  Purchase;  also  one-half  of  Lot  13  in  the  Cedar 
Swamp  in  the  same  Purchase;  reserving  life  use  for  himself  and  wife 
Bennet  all  of  the  above.  (See  Appendix,  p.  197.) 

1722,  April  11,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  deeded  to  his  son  Benjamin  Eddy 
of  the  same,  the  remaining  half  of  Lot  13,  in  the  Cedar  Swamp,  having 
given  him  the  other  half  by  deed  of  1717.  (See  Appendix,  p.  199.) 
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In  1717  sixty  Middleboro  men,  among  them  Samuel  Eddy,  son 
of  Obadiah,104  purchased  a  site  for  a  cemetery,  now  called  the 
Parish  Cemetery,  located  at  the  Green.  The  deed  was  witnessed 
by  Obadiah  and  his  daughter  Bennet  Eddy.  As  Obadiah  died 
about  ten  years  later,  it  is  probable  that  he  was  buried  in  this 
cemetery.  It  is  not  known  where  his  wife  Bennet  was  buried. 

The  will  of  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  (See  Appendix,  p.  200) 
was  dated  May  18,  1723  and  on  Dec.  17,  1726  he  added  a  codicil. 
The  will  was  proved  Nov.  6, 1727,  but  for  some  unknown  reason 
was  not  probated  or  recorded.  In  the  will  he  mentions  his  sons, 
Samuel,  Benjamin  and  Jabez,  his  daughters,  Elizabeth  Delano, 
Hasadiah  Samson  (deceased),  Bennet  Woodward  and  Hannah 
Clark;  also  his  daughter-in-law,  Melatiah  Eddy,  wife  of  his  son 
Samuel;  his  granddaughter  Sarah  Eddy,  daughter  of  his  son 
Joel;  and  his  granddaughter  Mehitabel  Eddy,  daughter  of  his 
son  John.  He  names  as  executor  Jacob  Tomson  but  by  codicil 
he  appoints  in  his  place  his  son,  Samuel  Eddy,  Tomson  having 
died.

i.  Mercy4  Eddy,  b.  1666;  d.  1743;  m.  Samuel  Sampson.  He 
joined  the  Middleboro  Church  in  Aug.  1715. 105  Samuel 
Sampson  was  b.

10,  1744.105  He  resided  in  Middleboro.  His  will  was  dated

vi.  Jabez4  Eddy,  admitted  to  Middleboro  Church,  Sept.  29,  1734. 

He  had  been  a  resident  of  Carver,  Mass.,  and  was  discharged 
from  Middleboro  Church  in  1749  to  unite  with  the  church 
at  Titicut.114  He  was  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will.  He  m. 
1st.,  Mary - ,  and  2d.,  Oct.  16,  1729,  Patience  Pratt.115 

vii.  Joel4  Eddy,  m.  Sept.  22,  1708,  at  Middleboro,  Sarah  Harris.116 

Joel  and  his  daughter  Sarah  are  named  in  his  father’s  will. 

viii.  Elizabeth4  Eddy,  m.  Jan.  9,  1705,  David  Delano.117  He  joined 

the  church  at  Middleboro,  June  9,  1719. 112  Obadiah  Eddy 
named  his  daughter  Elizabeth  Delano  in  his  will. 

ix.  Mary4  Eddy,  m.  before  1710,  Isaac  Fuller,  who  d.  1727,  aged 

50.  She  joined  the  Middleboro  church  Aug.  20,  1710  and 
her  husband  joined  March  6,  1720.  Isaac  Fuller  was  a  son 
of  Rev.  Samuel  Fuller  of  Plymouth,  who  was  ordained  the 
first  pastor  of  the  church  at  Middleboro.118  Mary  (Eddy) 
Fuller  was  not  mentioned  in  her  father’s  will. 

x.  Bennet4  Eddy,  mentioned  in  her  father’s  will  as  Bennet  Wood¬ 

ward,  and  in  a  document  of  1712  her  father  calls  Israel 
Woodward  of  Swansea  his  son-in-law.119 

xi.  Hannah4  Eddy,  mentioned  in  her  father’s  will  as  “my  daughter 

Hannah  Clark.” 

xii.  Zachariah4  Eddy  was  a  sergeant  in  the  militia  and  d.  Dec.  9, 

1711  at  Hatfield,  Hampshire  Co.,  Mass.,  probably  while  on 
an  expedition  against  the  French  and  Indians.  On  June  28, 
1712,  Obadiah  Eddy  of  Middleboro  signed  an  order  author¬ 
izing  his  son  Samuel  of  Middleboro  and  his  son-in-law  Is¬ 
rael  Woodward  of  Swansea  to  receive  the  belongings  of  his 
son,  Zachariah,  late  resident  of  Hatfield.  On  June  12,  1712, 
Samuel  Eddy  and  Israel  Woodward,  having  given  bonds, 
were  granted  letters  of  administration.120

Samuel4  Eddy,  Senior,  ( Obadiah ,3  Samuel ,2  Rev.  William1) 
son  of  Obadiah  Eddy  and  his  wife  Bennet,  was  b.  1675121  and  d. 
April  28,  1751. 122  He  m.  Feb.  3,  1702-3,  Melatiah  Pratt123  b.  Dec. 
11,  1676  at  Plymouth124  and  d.  1769.121  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Jonathan  Pratt  of  Plymouth  and  granddaughter  of  Joshua  Pratt 
who  came  to  Plymouth  in  the  ship  Anne,  1623. 125 

In  the  list  of  inhabitants  of  Middleboro,  Nov.  12,  1695,  the 
name  of  Samuel  Eddy  appears.126  He  built  a  house  at  Eddyville 
in  the  town  of  Middleboro,  near  the  great  pear  trees.  This  house 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1720  and  the  following  year  he  built  and 
occupied  the  house  that  was  owned  in  1906  by  his  descendant, 
C.  F.  Eddy.  After  the  death  of  Samuel4  Eddy  it  passed  to  his  son 
Zachariah,5  and  when  the  latter  died  it  was  moved  across  the 
street.127  Samuel  Eddy’s  wife  Melatiah  joined  the  First  Church 
of  Middleboro  on  May  20,  1715  and  on  June  12  following,  Samuel 
became  a  member.121  He  was  a  sergeant  of  the  first  military 
company  of  Middleboro,  as  listed  on  Jan.  19,  1710-11. 128  On 
March  8,  1711-12  he  witnessed  a  bond  for  the  administration 
of  the  estate  of  Joseph  Bartlett  of  Plymouth.129 

He  was  a  wheelwright  and  made  old-fashioned  truck  wheels. 
Tradition  says  that  he  was  of  large  frame  and  possessed  remark¬ 
able  physical  strength.130  The  following  stories  are  told  of  him: 
One  morning  before  breakfast  he  went  into  the  woods,  felled  a 
white  oak  tree,  sawed  off  the  bottom  for  hubs  with  a  hand  saw,  and 
carried  it  home  on  his  shoulder.  At  another  time,  having  ordered

Joshua  Pratt  was  a  brother  of  Phineas  Pratt  who  took  part  in  the  settlement  of  Weymouth. 
Both  probably  came  from  London.  One  Joshua  Pratt  was  the  head  of  a  family  living 
at  Chesham,  Bucks,  England,  1610-1638.  (Charles  E.  Banks,  English  Ancestry  and 
Homes  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  p.  157.)  Joshua  and  Phineas  Pratt  were  mentioned  in  the 
division  of  cattle  at  Plymouth,  in  1623  and  1627.  ( Mayflower  Descendant,  1:149,  230.)

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a  load  of  cedar  logs,  he  was  disappointed  in  the  size  of  the  load, 
and  remarked  somewhat  testily  to  the  man  who  brought  it,  “Why, 
I  can  carry  that  load  on  my  back:”  “Carry  it”  was  the  reply, 
“and  you  shall  have  it  for  nothing.”  Samuel  then  bound  the  logs 
together  in  a  bundle  and  carried  them  away.131 

In  March,  1734  he  and  others  petitioned  to  build  a  slitting  mill 
on  the  Nemasket  River  on  the  land  of  Moses  Sturdevant.132  His 
land  transactions  were  not  so  numerous  as  those  of  his  father  or 
grandfather.  The  deeds  of  record  are  listed  below: 

1698  [1699],  Feb.  27,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  yeoman,  sold  to  John  Ben¬ 
son,  Jun.,  of  Rochester,  Barnstable  Co.,  his  share  in  Lots  23  and  24  in  the 
South  Purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  202.) 

1712  [1713],  Feb.  2,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Ichabod  Nye  of  the 
same,  5  A.  being  part  of  the  land  whereon  said  Eddy  dwelt.  (See  Appendix 
p.  203.) 

1712  [1713],  Feb.  2,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro,  bought  from  Samuel  Sampson 
of  the  same,  27  A.  being  part  of  100  A.  Lot  44,  in  the  last  division  of  the 
26  Men’s  Purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  204.) 

1719,  Aug.  7,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Jacob  Tomson,  Senior, 
of  the  same,  433^  A.,  being  part  of  100  A.  Lot  25,  in  the  first  allotment  of 
the  26  Men’s  Purchase  in  Middleboro  Township.  (See  Appendix,  p.  206.) 

1719,  Oct.  23,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Jonathan  Smith  of  the  same, 
11  A.,  being  part  of  433^  A.  in  Middleboro  Township  that  he  bought  in 
1719  from  Capt.  Jacob  Tomson.  (See  Appendix,  p.  207.)  (See  deed  next 
above.) 

1721  [1722],  March  22,  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Samuel 
Tinkham,  Jun.,  of  the  same,  3 x/i  A.  being  part  of  100  A.  Lot  23,  in  26 
Men’s  Purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  208.) 

1729,  April  17,  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior,  of  Middleboro,  bought  from  James  Soul 
of  the  same,  6  A.  being  the  northeast  part  of  Lot  22  in  the  26  Men’s  Pur¬ 
chase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  210.)  This  was  included  in  his  deed  of  gift  to 
his  son  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  on  June  17,  1729.  (See  below.) 

1729,  June  7,  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior  of  Middleboro,  sold  to  Joseph  Thomas  of 
Plympton,  4%  A.  being  part  of  Lot  24  in  last  division  of  the  26  Men’s 
Purchase,  which  lot  had  formerly  belonged  to  his  father,  Obadiah  Eddy, 
deceased.  (See  Appendix,  p.  211.) 

1729,  June  17,  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior,  bought  from  Joseph  Thomas  of  Plympton, 
1  A.  72  poles,  being  part  of  Lot  23  in  26  Men’s  Purchase.  (See  Appendix, 
p.  213.)  This  land  he  sold  in  1737  to  his  son  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  (See  be¬ 
low.) 

1729,  June  17,  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior,  of  Middleboro,  conveyed  by  deed  of  gift 
to  his  son  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  the  same,  27  A.,  being  part  of  Lot  44;

1742  [1743],  March  11,  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior,  of  Middleboro,  by  deed  of  gift 
conveyed  to  his  son  Zachariah  Eddy  of  the  same,  the  homestead  where 
Samuel  dwelt,  being  part  of  several  adjoining  lots  in  the  26  Men’s  Pur¬ 
chase,  with  all  buildings,  reserving  a  life  interest  for  himself  and  wife. 
(See  Appendix,  p.  217.) 

In  all  of  the  above  deeds  he  is  called  Samuel  Eddy  of  Middle¬ 
boro,  but  in  the  last  four  conveyances  he  is  further  designated  as 
“senior.” 

He  left  no  will,  but  he  appears  to  have  disposed  of  his  lands  to 
his  only  sons,  Samuel  and  Zachariah,  during  his  lifetime;  to  the 
former  he  gave  land  outright  in  1729,  and  to  the  latter  he  gave 
his  homestead  land  in  1743,  reserving  life  use  of  it  for  himself  and 
wife.  (See  Appendix,  p.  217.)

Samuel5  Eddy,  Junior,  (Samuel*  Obadiah ,3  Samuel ,2  Rev. 
William1)  son  of  Samuel  Eddy,  Senior,  and  his  wife  Melatiah 
Pratt,  was  b.  1710;138  d.  before  Nov.  3,  1746  at  Middleboro, 
Mass.139  He  m.  Feb.  5,  1732-3,  at  Middleboro,  Lydia  Alden,140 
b.  Dec.  18,  1710;141  d.  Ma,rch  1,  1803. 142  She  m.  2d,  April  27, 
1762,  John  Fuller  of  Halifax,  Mass.142 

Lydia  Alden143  was  a  great-granddaughter  of  John  Alden  and 
Priscilla,  being  descended  from  them  through  their  son  Joseph2 
Alden  and  grandson  John3  Alden.  (For  account  of  the  Alden  line, 
see  p.  137.)  In  his  will,  dated  Sept.  23,  1730,  John3  Alden  mentions 
his  daughter  Lydia  Alden  and  appoints  as  executors  his  wife  Han¬ 
nah  and  his  son  David.144  Hannah  Alden,  his  widow,  in  her  will, 
dated  Sept.  8,  1732,  makes  a  bequest  also  to  her  daughter  Lydia.145 
We  next  find  that  on  Sept.  15,  1746,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  administrator  of  John3  Alden’s  estate,  because  both 
Hannah  and  David,  the  executors  named  in  the  will,  had  since 
died.146  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  was  ordered  to  make  a  report  on 
Dec.  15,  1747,  but  he  died  before  Nov.  3,  1746. 

Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.  and  his  wfife  Lydia  joined  the  First  Church 
of  Middleboro  on  June  12,  1735. 147  He  was  one  of  the  signers  of 
the  “mutual  confession”  of  the  church  on  April  10,  1738. 148  Both 
he  and  his  father  Samuel,  Sen.,  were  jurymen  at  Middleboro, 
April  11,  1737.  On  May  25,  1738,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  surveyor  of  highways  in  the  sixth  district  of  Middleboro 
and  on  April  10,  1739,  a  reference  is  made  to  the  highway  lately 
laid  out  from  Middleboro  to  Plympton,  passing  Samuel  Eddy’s.

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On  April  9,  1742  he  was  again  appointed  surveyor  of  highways.149 
In  the  division  that  occurred  in  the  First  Church  about  1745,  he 
was  one  of  the  forty  men  of  the  “New  Light”  faction  who  on 
Feb.  17,  of  that  year,  agreed  to  build  a  new  meeting  house  in 
Middleboro.  On  June  9  they  purchased  land  from  Col.  Ebenezer 
Sprout  and  on  July  17,  the  new  meeting  house  was  raised.150 
From  that  time  there  were  two  churches  and  two  ministers  to  be 
supported.  The  two  factions  entered  into  litigation  over  the 
custody  of  the  church  records  and  other  parish  matters.  Finally 
a  committee  of  three,  of  which  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  was  one,  was 
appointed  to  present  the  matter  to  the  General  Court.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  passed  a  la\v  giving  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Society  of  the  First  Church  liberty  to  choose  between 
the  Old  Light  and  the  New  Light  churches,  by  filing  his  name 
with  the  society  of  his  choice.151  The  committee  of  the  General 
Court  stated  that  they  could  not  understand  the  difficulties  until 
Samuel  Eddy  came  before  them.  It  is  said  that  the  church  had 
no  member  of  “so  much  intelligence,  firm  and  constant  piety 
and  sound  discretion.”152 

About  1725,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  built  and  occupied  a  house  on 
Plympton  Street,  a  short  distance  west  of  Eddyville  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  town  of  Middleboro.  It  is  now  known  as  the  Clark 
place.153 

The  land  transactions  of  Samuel5  Eddy,  Jun.,  are  as  follows: 

1727,  Aug.  11,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Samuel  Samp¬ 
son  of  the  same,  8  A.  on  the  westerly  side  of  Whetstones  Vineyard  Brook, 
lying  in  the  easterly  corner  of  Lot  54  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase.  (See 
Appendix,  p.  218.) 

1729,  June  17,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  obtained  by  deed  from  his 
father  Samuel  Eddy,  Sen.,  of  the  same,  27  A.  being  part  of  Lot  44  of  the 
100  A.  Lots  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase.  Also  6  A.  in  the  same  Purchase, 
being  part  of  Lot  22  of  the  20  A.  Lots.  Also  a  parcel  of  land  from  the  wes¬ 
terly  end  of  his  father’s  “Homestead  Land.”  From  the  latter  parcel  Samuel 
Eddy,  Sen.,  reserved  the  life  use  of  the  barn  and  a  way  from  his  dwelling 
house  to  the  said  barn.  (See  Appendix,  p.  214.) 

1729,  June  20,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  John  Drink- 
water  of  North  Yarmouth,  l-9th  of  50  A.  on  the  Northeast  side  of  Raven 
Brook,  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase,  (See  Appendix,  p.  220.)

1733  [1734],  Mar.  1,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Zachariah  Eddy 
of  the  same,  10  A.  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase,  being  part  of  the  land  “which 
was  Given  to  me  by  my  Honoured  Father  Samuel  Eddy  .  .  .  the  17  Day 
of  June  1729.”  (See  Appendix,  p.  226.) 

1734,  Sept.  9,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Robert  Macksun 
of  the  same,  l-9th  “Part  of  the  Estate  belonging  to  my  Hond.  Father  in 
Law  Thomas  Parler  late  of  Middleboro  Deceased.  .  .  set  off  to  my  be¬ 
loved  Wife  Joanna  Mac-sun  .  .  .  Deceasd  as  her  Part.  .  .  of  her 
Hond.  Father’s  Estate  ...”  (See  Appendix,  p.  227.) 

1734,  Dec.  10,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Patience 
Drinkwater  of  Swanzey,  l-9th  of  50  A.  on  the  North-east  side  of  Raven 
Brook  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  228.) 

1734  [1735],  Jan.  28,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  David 
Delano  of  the  same,  15  A.  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase,  being  part  of  Lot 
20  of  the  20  A.  Lots.  (See  Appendix,  p.  230.) 

1734  [1735],  Mar.  3,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  John  Bennett  and  James  Raymond 
all  of  Middleboro,  made  a  division  of  their  lands  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase. 
(See  Appendix,  p.  231.) 

1735,  Jan.  17,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  Joseph  Thomas 
of  Plympton,  67  A.  being  two  parcels  of  land,  parts  of  Lots  23  and  54  in 
the  26  Men’s  Purchase.  (See  Appendix,  p.  233.) 

1737,  Mar.  6,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Zachariah  Eddy  of 
the  same,  15  A.  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase  “given  to  me  by  my  honored 
Father  Samuel  Eddy.  .  .  part  of  the  100  A.  Lot  whereon  he  now  dwelleth.” 
(See  Appendix,  p.  235.) 

1737,  Mar.  11,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  sold  to  John  Ellis  of  the  same, 
l-9th  part  of  50  A.  which  he  bought  of  Ichabod  Barden  in  1733.  (See 
Appendix,  p.  236.) 

1736  [1737],  Mar.  16,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  bought  from  his  father 
Samuel  Eddy  of  the  same,  1  A.  72  Pole  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase.  (See 
Appendix,  p.  216.) 

1738,  Feb.  27,  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  of  Middleboro  sold  to  Joseph  Williams  of 
the  same,  22  A.  in  the  26  Men’s  Purchase,  being  part  of  the  land  bought 
of  Joseph  Thomas  in  1735.  (See  Appendix,  p.  238.) 
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Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  died  at  the  age  of  thirty  six;  the  exact  date 
is  not  known  but  it  was  shortly  before  Nov.  3, 1746,  when  letters 
of  administration  on  his  estate  were  granted  to  his  brother  Zach- 
ariah  Eddy  of  Middleboro154.  An  inventory  of  his  estate  was  filed 
in  1747.  On  Jan.  8,  1758,  Zachariah  Eddy  filed  his  account  as 
administrator,  showing  that  the  personal  estate  was  £465  9  s.  The 
real  estate  was  appraised  on  April  26,  1760  at  £245,  and  included 
two  parcels  of  land;  his  house  and  the  most  westerly  part  of  the 
land  on  which  the  house  stood,  valued  at  £145,  and  the  easterly 
part,  separated  from  the  other  by  a  cartway,  at  £100.  On  May 
2,  1760,  the  Judge  of  Probate,  finding  that  the  real  estate  and 
buildings  of  the  late  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  could  not  be  divided 
“without  great  prejudice  to  or  spoiling  the  whole  estate,”  assigned 
all  the  real  property  to  Nathan  Eddy,  his  eldest  son,  who  was 
directed  to  pay  to  his  sister  Susanna  and  brother  Samuel  each  the 
sum  of  £40  16  s.  8  d.  with  interest,  and  at  the  death  of  their  mother, 
the  further  amount  of  £  20  8  s.  4  d.  It  will  be  seen  that  under  this 
arrangement,  Nathan  as  eldest  son  received  a  double  portion,  and 
his  mother  had  a  dower  right  of  one-third  of  the  estate.  She  lived 
until  1803.  The  estate  was  therefore  divided  as  follows:

On  Dec.  31,  1757,  the  Court  upon  the  petition  of  Samuel, 
minor  son  of  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  deceased,  appointed  Noah 
Thomas  as  his  guardian.  The  latter  died  before  April  26, 
1759,  when  his  will  was  probated.  On  April  2, 1760,  Samuel6 
again  petitioned  the  Court  requesting  that  Zachariah  Eddy 
of  Middleboro  be  appointed  his  guardian,  and  this  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  done.  Nathan6  Eddy,  Samuel's  brother,  witnessed 
both  petitions.162  He  joined  the  First  Church  of  Middle¬ 
boro  Aug.  8  1773.163  He  m.

Nathan6  Eddy  (Samuel,*  Samuel ,4  Obadiah ,3  Samuel,2  Rev. 
William1)  son  of  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  and  his  wife  Lydia  Alden, 
was  b.  Sept.  8,  1733,  at  Middleboro,  Mass. ; 166  d.  Feb.  8,  1804,  at 
Pittsfield,  Vermont.167  He  m.  Nov.  17,  1757,  Eunice  Sampson,168 
b.  May  15,  1737,  at  Plympton,  Mass.;  d.  March  25,  1802,  at 
Pittsfield.167 

Eunice  Sampson’s  line  of  descent  is  as  follows:169  1.  Abraham 
Sampson  came  from  England  about  1630,  settled  at  Duxbury, 

Mass.,  and  m.  - Nash,  daughter  of  Lieut.  Samuel  Nash  of 

Duxbury,  chief  marshal  of  Plymouth  Colony  for  twenty  years. 
2.  Isaac  Sampson,  b.  1660  at  Duxbury;  d.  before  Sept.  3,  1726; 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Plympton,  Mass.  He  m.  Lydia  Standish, 
daughter  of  Alexander  Standish  and  granddaughter  of  Capt. 
Myles  Standish.  Lydia  Standish  was  also  descended  from  John 
Alden  and  Priscilla  through  her  mother,  Sarah  (Alden)  Standish, 
their  daughter.  (For  an  account  of  the  Alden  and  Standish  lines, 
see  pp.  137,  145)  3.  Ephraim  Sampson,  b.  May  8,  1698  at 
Plympton,  Mass.  He  m.  Abigail  Horrel,  daughter  of  Humphrey 
Horrel.  Ephraim  Sampson  lived  in  Plympton  until  about  1750 
when  he  and  his  family  removed  to  Middleboro.  4.  Eunice 
Sampson,  m.  Nathan  Eddy,  above  mentioned.  (For  an  account  of 
the  Sampson  line,  see  p.  142.) 

When  Nathan  Eddy  was  thirteen  years  old  his  father  died,  and 
a  few  years  later  his  mother  married  John  Fuller,  of  Halifax, 
Mass.  Samuel  Eddy,  Jun.,  Nathan’s  father,  left  a  considerable 
estate  which  was  not  finally  settled  until  1760,  when  Nathan  as 
eldest  son  was  given  the  real  estate  with  instructions  from  the 
Court  to  pay  to  his  brother  Samuel  and  sister  Susanna  a  specified 
amount.  (See  Appendix,  p.  243.) 

In  Jan.  1765,  Nathan  Eddy,  aged  thirty  two,  joined  the  First 
Church  of  Middleboro,  of  which  his  father  many  years  before  had 
been  an  influential  member.170  When  he  was  forty  five,  Nathan 
saw  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  private  in  Capt. 
Nathaniel  Wood’s  company,  Col.  Ebenezer  Sprout’s  regiment,  en-

company  marched  on  two  alarms  at  Dartmouth.171  Both  Col. 
Sprout  and  Capt.  Wood  were  members  of  the  first  company  of 
militia  of  Middleboro172  and  the  latter  was  a  neighbor  of  Nathan's 
in  Middleboro.  After  the  War,  Col.  Ebenezer  Sprout  (or  Sproat) 
was  appointed  surveyor  for  Rhode  Island  for  their  lands  west  of 
the  Ohio  and  he  later  settled  at  Marietta,  Ohio.173  It  may  have 
been  through  the  friendship  between  Col.  Sprout  and  Nathan  that 
the  latter's  three  sons,  Nathaniel,  Nathan,  Jun.,  and  Zachariah 
subsequently  removed  to  the  Northwest  Territory,  the  latter  of 
whom  remained  only  a  short  time. 

When  he  lived  in  Middleboro,  Na'than  was  a  farmer,  the  deeds 
in  which  his  occupation  is  mentioned,  calling  him  husbandman  or 
farmer.  He  seems  to  have  owned  no  land  of  his  own  until  after 
the  settlement  of  his  father's  estate  in  1760.  He  probably  lived  on 
his  father’s  farm  of  sixty  acres  on  the  south  side  of  the  road  leading 
from  Plympton  to  Middleboro.  His  places  of  residence  can  be 
traced  through  deeds.  On  May  23,  1761,  he  sold  this  farm  and 
the  deed  recites  that  it  “belonged  to  my  honoured  Father  Samuel 
Eddy."  (See  Appendix,  p.  246.)  The  following  year  he  bought 
two  parcels  of  a  farm  and  homestead  containing  twenty  three 
acres,  on  the  north  side  of  the  above  road.  In  1767  he  sold  twenty 
three  acres,  being  part  of  and  “most  of"  the  farm  “whereon  I  now 
dwell."  On  Oct.  16,  1779,  he  sold  his  last  remaining  land 
in  Middleboro  which  he  calls  “all  of  my  homestead  farm"  con¬ 
taining  101  acres.  The  boundary  line  of  this  land  ran  through  the 
Cedar  Swamp,  and  was  bounded  by  lands  of  David  Vaughan, 
Capt.  Nathaniel  Wood  and  heirs,  the  Old  Indian  Path  from 
Nemasket  to  Plymouth,  and  lands  of  Batchelor  Bennet.174  (See 
Appendix,  p.  263.)  In  the  last  named  deed  he  also  conveyed  “all 
my  right  of  a  Pew  in  the  first  precinct  Meeting  House  in  Middle¬ 
boro  which  fell  to  me  in  the  Division  of  my  honoured  Father's 
Samuel  Eddy's  estate  deceased  as  his  eldest  son."  In  this  deed 
his  wife  Eunice  renounces  her  dower  right  to  the  lands.  By  selling 
his  pew  in  church,  he  indicates  his  intention  to  remove  from 
Middleboro.

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Between  1772  and  1787  there  was  a  migration  of  Middleboro 
inhabitants  to  Vermont,  no  less  than  twenty  families  settling  in 
Woodstock  aind  vicinity.  Nathan  joined  in  the  removal  to  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  on  Nov.  1,  1779,  while  still  a  resident  of  Middleboro, 
he  bought  land  in  Woodstock  Township,  Windsor  County,  Ver¬ 
mont,  from  Ebenezer  Curtis  of  Windsor,  but  the  deed  was  not 
acknowledged  until  Oct.  3,  1780.  Since  Nathan  sold  his  Middle¬ 
boro  land  in  1779  and  his  name  does  not  appear  on  the  Middle¬ 
boro  records  after  that  date,  it  is  assumed  that  he  went  to  Vermont 
during  the  spring  of  1780. 175  The  lots  he  purchased  in  Woodstock 
were  numbers  7  and  8  in  the  third  range  of  the  Apthorp  West 
Tract.  Each  lot  contains  100  acres  and  had  previously  belonged 
to  Charles  Ward  Apthorp  of  New  York,  a  loyalist,  whose  lands 
had  been  confiscated.  These  lots  are  crossed  by  a  road  that  turns 
north  west  from  the  Bridgewater  highway  and  ascends  a  long  hill 
to  the  Cox  School.  When  Nathan  sold  these  lots  no  mention  was 
made  of  his  dwelling  house,  therefore  it  is  impossible  to  locate  its 
site.  The  lots  are  on  the  southern  slope  of  a  hillside  from  which 
a  fine  view  is  afforded  of  the  valley  of  the  Ottauquechee  River  and 
the  high  hills  across  the  river.  The  scenery  around  Woodstock 
is  attractive.  Nathan’s  new  home  site  is  unlike  his  Middleboro 
farm  where  a  gently  rolling  countryside  is  interspersed  with  small 
lakes,  swamps  and  slowly  flowing  rivers.  But  Nathan  and  his 
family  were  not  lonely  in  their  new  home,  for  in  their  immediate 
neighborhood  in  the  Apthorp  West  Tract  there  were  no  less  than 
six  Middleboro  families,  among  them  the  Sampsons,  Woods,  Ray¬ 
monds  and  Churchills.176 

It  is  probable  that  Nathan  lived  on  his  land  in  the  Apthorp 
Tract,  clearing  it  and  attempting  some  farming.  In  1781  he  sold 
the  north  west  half  of  his  lots  7  and  8  to  his  son  Ephraim  Eddy  of 
Woodstock,  (See  Appendix,  p.  266)  and  the  following  year  he 
mortgaged  the  south  east  half  of  the  same  lots  to  Jabez  Bennet  of 
Woodstock,  (See  Appendix,  p.  267)  the  latter  being  a  surety  in  a 
bond  given  by  Nathan  Eddy  to  John  Murdock177  of  Middleboro 
in  1780,  by  the  terms  of  which  Nathan  agreed  to  maintain  his 
father  (father-in-law)  Ephraim  Sampson  without  charge  to 
Murdock.  This  mortgage  was  not  foreclosed,  and  Nathan  re¬ 
tained  the  south  east  half  of  his  lots  7  and  8  until  1787  when  he  sold 
it  to  John  Murdock,  Jun.178  of  Middleboro.  (See  Appendix, 

p.  268.) 
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Nathan  Eddy  was  a  memberof  Rev.  Aaron  Hutchinson’s  church 
in  Woodstock  between  1776  and  1781,  and  in  the  latter  year  when 
a  successor  to  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  inducted  into  the  pastorate, 
Nathan  Eddy  was  one  of  its  eighteen  members.  An  undated  bill 
for  church  taxes  shows  that  in  1787  Nathan  had  a  charge  against 
the  church  amounting  to  15  s.  6  d.  The  First  Church  of  Wood- 
stock  was  under  the  Grafton  Presbytery  until  about  1796  when 
it  became  a  Congregational  church.179 

In  the  taxables  in  the  Grand  List  for  Woodstock,  dated  Nov. 
17,  1787,  appears  the  name  of  Nathan  Eddy  who  is  rated  for 
£32,  his  son  Ephraim  for  £22  and  his  son-in-law,  Amasa  Powers 
for  £30.180 

Between  1787  and  1790,  Nathan  Eddy  removed  from  Wood- 
stock  to  Sherburne  Center,  formerly  Killington,  Rutland  County, 
Vermont,  a  village  seventeen  miles  west  of  Woodstock.  Here 
mountains  of  considerable  elevation  form  a  narrow  valley  through 
which  the  Ottauquechee  River  flows,  bordered  by  fertile  fields. 
One  of  the  mountains,  Killington  Peak,  is  over  4,200  feet  above 
sea  level,  and  is  about  four  miles  distant  in  direct  line  from  Sher¬ 
burne  Center.  The  valley  is  picturesque,  especially  in  autumn. 

The  Census  of  1790181  records  him  as  a  resident  of  Killington. 
The  next  reference  to  him  is  on  March  2,  1795182  when,  as  Nathan 
Eddy,  Sen.,  he  was  elected  a  selectman  at  the  town  meeting  held 
at  Killington.  This  is  the  first  mention  of  him  as  “senior”;  his 
son  Nathan,  Jun.,  had  become  of  age  in  1792  and  had  married

As  the  township  of  Killington  was  sparsely  settled  at 
that  time,  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  at  the  same  meeting  his 
sons  Nathaniel  and  Nathan,  Jun.,  were  also  elected  to  office.  A 
town  meeting  was  held  on  June  1,  1795183  at  the  house  of  Nathan 
Eddy,  innholder,  when  it  was  voted  that  in  the  future  all  meetings 
were  to  be  held  there.  The  site  of  the  tavern  in  Sherburne 
Center  can  still  be  seen,  a  barn  having  been  erected  on  the  old 
foundation,  which  is  the  last  building  on  the  east  side  of  the  road 
leading  to  Bridgewater  after  leaving  the  Sherburne  Center  corner. 
Apparently  Nathan,  Sen.,  carried  on  the  inn  for  only  a  short  time 
for  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  town  records  after  1795,  and 
there  is  no  mention  of  his  owning  land  in  Killington.  His  sons, 
however,  owned  land  there;  Nathan,  Jun.,  having  a  farm  of  146 
acres  about  a  mile  south  of  Sherburne  Center  and  lying  on  the 
Ottauquechee  River,  while  Nathaniel  possessed  two  pieces,  one 
of  100  acres  a  mile  or  more,  up  the  valley  from  Sherburne  Center, 
and  another  of  50  acres  on  the  road  to  Rutland  from  North  Sher¬ 
burne.  Nathaniel  appears  to  have  sold  his  last  holdings  in  Sher¬ 
burne  in  1793  and  Nathan,  Jun.,  in  1797.184 

Prior  to  1798  Nathan  and  his  wife  removed  to  Pittsfield,  Ver¬ 
mont,185  a  village  about  seven  miles  north  from  Sherburne  Center. 
At  this  date  Nathan  was  sixty  five  years  old.  He  seems  to  have 
owned  no  land  there,  but  spent  his  last  days  with  his  sons,  Nathan 
Jun.,  and  Isaac,  both  of  wrhom  lived  in  Pittsfield.  Here  Nathan, 
Sen.,  died  in  1804186  and  his  wife  in  1802.  Three  of  his  sons  had 
lived  in  Pittsfield  Township  and  been  landowners  there  for  vary¬ 
ing  periods;  Nathaniel  from  1796  to  1798,  Nathan,  Jun.,  from 
1797  to  1809,  and  Isaac  from  1797  to  1816.

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1782,  March  15,  Nathan  Eddy  of  Woodstock,  Vermont  mortgaged  to  Jabez 
Bennet  of  the  same,  the  South  Easterly  half  of  Lots  7  and  8,  mentioned 
in  the  above  deed  of  1779.  The  mortgage  recites  that  the  said  Jabez 
Bennet  was  a  bondsman  in  a  certain  bond  given  by  Nathan  Eddy  to  John 
Murdock  of  Middleboro,  dated  June  1780,  in  which  the  said  Eddy  agreed 
to  maintain  his  father  (father-in-law)  Ephraim  Sampson  without  charges 
to  said  Murdock.

Zachariah7  Eddy  (Nathan,6  Samuel ,5  Samuel ,4  Ohadiah,3  Sam¬ 
uel,2  Rev .  William1)  son  of  Nathan  Eddy  and  his  wife  Eunice 
Sampson,  was  b.  Nov.  18,  1778, 228  in  Mass.,  229  probably  at  Mid- 
dleboro,230  although  his  birth  is  not  recorded  there.  He  d.  July 
14,  1872,  at  Warren,  Pa.  On  May  17,  1804,  he  m.  Rose  Stewart, 
b.  Feb.  6,  1786, 228  in  the  parish  of  Carncastle,  County  Antrim, 
Northern  Ireland;231  d.  Aug.  6,  1857,  at  Warren.228 

Rose  Stewart  was  a  daughter  of  James  and  Catharine  (Hood) 
Stewart  of  Sugar  Grove,  Pa.  The  members  of  this  family  spelled 
the  name  both  Stewart  and  Stuart,  the  former  being  the  spelling 
used  by  James  Stewart  in  his  will.  (See  Appendix,  p.  282.)  A 
manuscript  genealogy  entitled  “Chronology  of  the  Stewart- 
Stuart  Family”  gives  the  line  of  Rose  Stewart  Eddy  as  follows: 
1.  John  Stewart  and  his  wife  Ann  McIntosh,  with  their  two  child¬ 
ren,  removed  in  1729  from  the  town  of  Kilmarnock,  Ayrshire, 
Scotland,  to  County  Antrim,  Northern  Ireland.  2.  John  Stewart 
married  at  the  age  of  thirty,  Margaret  Losk,  a  Scotch  woman.  He 
owned  a  vessel  and  followed  the  sea.  3.  James  Stewart,  b.  Nov. 
24,  1757;  d.  Aug.  3,  1825;  m.  May  4,  1779  in  the  parish  of 
Carncastle,  Catharine  Hood,  b.  Feb.  28,  1758;  d.  March  26,  1847, 
at  Sugar  Grove,  Pa.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father,  James  Stewart 
inherited  the  landed  property.  In  1795  he  and  his  family  emigrated 
to  America,  landing  in  New  Castle  County,  Delaware,  on  June 
13  of  that  year.232  In  1803,  they  removed  to  Sugar  Grove,  War¬ 
ren  County,  Pa.233  James  Stewart,  in  his  will,  dated  July  23, 
1825,  mentions  his  wife  Catharine  and  his  daughter  “Rosey.”

233  The  late  Mrs.  Harvey  T.  Russell,  a  great-granddaughter  of  James  and  Catharine  (Hood) 

Stewart,  recalled  that  her  grandmother,  Catharine  (Stuart)  Houghwot,  told  her  about 
the  journey  from  Delaware  to  Sugar  Grove  in  1803.  The  Stewarts  made  the  trip  in  ox 
carts.  Mrs.  Hood,  the  mother  of  Catharine  (Hood)  Stewart,  died  on  the  way,  and  they 
were  forced  to  bury  her  by  the  road  side.  John  Hood,  a  brother  of  Mrs.  Stewart,  settled 
in  Sugar  Grove  about  1798  (Schenck,  op.  cit.,  p.  423.)  and  he  may  have  induced 
the  Stewarts  to  join  him  there.  The  late  Don  Stuart  of  Sugar  Grove,  wrote  in  1913 
that  the  Hoods  were  tall  and  straight,  and  became  prematurely  gray.  He  said  that 
Zachariah  Henry8  Eddy  and  James  Hood8  Eddy  resembled  the  Hoods  more  than 
others  of  their  family. 
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Zachariah  Eddy  was  an  infant  when  his  father’s  family  removed 
from  Middleboro  to  Woodstock,  Vermont.  His  boyhood  was 
spent  in  Woodstock,  Sherburne  and  Pittsfield.  As  he  removed 
from  Vermont  in  1798,  just  before  he  reached  his  majority,  we  do 
not  find  his  name  of  record  there.  He  is  known  to  have  been  in 
that  part  of  the  Northwest  Territory  now  Ohio,  late  that  year, 
for  a  letter  dated  Pittsfield  (Vermont),  Dec.  16,  1798,  written 
by  Nathan  Eddy,  Jun.  was  addressed  to  his  brothers  “Nathaniel 
and  Zachr.  Eddy,  Marietta  in  the  Northwest  Territory.”  In  this 
letter,  Nathan  Eddy,  Jun.,  writes  “I  received  your  letter  dated 
at  Wheeling  Sept.  24  &  26th  with  great  pleasure,  but  was  impa¬ 
tient  months  before  we  received  it  for  it  was  the  11th  of  Dec. 
when  I  got  it.  ’Twas  six  weeks  getting  to  Rutland  and  five  in 
the  office  there  before  I  could  hear  of  it.  Our  brothers  and  sisters 
were  all  well  at  Woodstock  the  last  I  heard  from  them.  Ephraim 
was  gone  to  Boston  .  .  .  had  not  returned.  .  .  Sometimes  I 
think  I  will  just  come  (to  Northwest  Territory)  and  try  it.  Isaac 
will  not  come  if  I  don’t.  I  have  got  our  folks  all  willing  but 
Mammy.  Am  in  hopes  she  will  consent  to  it  if  I  can  sell  ...  I 
just  this  morning  received  a  letter  from  Isaac,  they  are  all  well. 
Ephraim  has  got  back  from  Boston  and  has  been  to  Seth  Silves¬ 
ter’s  and  left  them  well.  Seth  wants  to  come  to  Pittsfield  to  five 
if  he  can  get  a  piece  of  land .  .  .  Daddy  and  Mammy  send  their 
love  to  you  all.”  This  letter  when  read  in  full  (see  Appendix, 
p.  272)  gives  an  insight  as  to  the  motives  that  led  the  Eddys  to 
leave  Vermont, — the  search  for  more  productive  land. 

How  long  Zachariah  Eddy  remained  in  Ohio  is  not  known,  but 
it  was  probably  three  years.  No  reference  to  him  has  been  found 
in  the  public  records  of  Marietta  or  Gallipolis,  where  his  brother 
Nathaniel  settled.  According  to  the  recollections  of  his  grand¬ 
daughter,234  there  was  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  Zachariah  took 
up  government  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  How¬ 
ever,  the  attacks  of  “fever  and  ague”  were  so  severe  that  he 
decided  to  abandon  his  claims,  and  set  out  on  a  journey  up  the 
Ohio  and  Allegheny  Rivers.  Stopping  in  Warren,  Pennsylvania, 
he  found  the  newly  laid  out  town  to  his  liking  and  as  a  consequence 
spent  the  rest  of  his  life  in  Warren  and  vicinity.  Here  we  first 
find  him  of  record  in  180 123 5  when  he  was  taxed  as  a  single  man. 
The  following  year  he  was  taxed  in  Brokenstraw  Township,236 
which  at  that  time  comprised  all  of  Warren  County.  His  mar- 
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riage  took  place  in  1804.  From  1803  to  1810,  inclusive,  he  was 
assessed  for  400  acres.  This  was  probably  state  land  which  he  had 
undertaken  to  settle  and  clear,  in  return  for  which  he  was  to 
receive  title  after  making  a  nominal  payment.  No  deed  has  been 
found  for  this  land,  but  its  location  is  said  to  be  in  Pine  Grove  Town¬ 
ship237  on  the  road  leading  from  Russell  to  Lander,  and  later  known 
as  the  Phillips  farm.238  Tradition  says  that  he  became  discouraged 
with  farming  and  in  1812  removed  to  Warren.  His  assessment 
of  the  400  acres  ceased  in  1811.  From  1803  he  had  been  taxed  for 
two  in-lots  in  Warren,239  one  on  Market  Street  and  the  other  at 
the  corner  of  Poplar  Street  and  Third  Avenue.  In  1809  he  bought 
in-lot  200,  and  in  1815  he  was  taxed  for  an  additional  lot,  No.  201, 
on  Market  Street.  It  is  said  that  upon  his  removal  to  Warren  he 
lived  in  a  log  house  that  stood  on  the  site  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Warren.  He  is  known  to  have  been  living  there  in  1814.240 
In  1816  he  built  a  house  on  Lot  No.  201,  on  the  site  of  the  dwelling 
at  307  Market  Street  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Mrs.  John  J. 
Haight.  This  was  known  as  the  Eddy  homestead  and  was  the 
home  of  Zachariah  until  his  death  fifty  seven  years  later.  The 
house  was  a  large  two  story  frame  building,  standing  close  to  the 
street.  In  the  center  of  the  house  was  a  stone  chimney,  sur¬ 
mounted  by  a  capstone  bearing  the  date  1816.241  The  front  door 
opened  into  a  small  hallway  with  a  narrow  staircase  leading  to 
the  second  floor.  On  the  right  and  left  of  the  entry  were  large 
square  rooms.  The  one  on  the  left  was  used  by  Zachariah  as  his 
own  room,  after  his  wife’s  death  in  1857.  To  the  right  of  the  entry 
was  a  living  room,  and  at  the  rear  a  good-sized  kitchen  which 
opened  to  a  porch  with  a  southern  exposure.  Somewhat  to  the 
rear  of  the  porch,  was  a  covered  well  which  furnished  excellent 
water.242  The  later  history  of  the  homestead  is  of  interest.  In

When  his  wife  Rose  died  in  1857,  Zachariah  asked 
his  son  Zachariah  H.  and  his  family  to  return  to  the  homestead, 
and  they  lived  there,  taking  care  of  him  until  his  death  in  1872. 
Mr.  Barnes  continued  to  own  the  property.  In  1877  it  was  occu¬ 
pied  by  his  son,  Timothy  Eddy  Barnes  who  with  his  family  lived 
in  the  house  until  his  death  in  1881.  In  1888  Erastus  Barnes 
sold  the  property  to  A.  T.  Scofield  of  Warren,243  who  after  demol¬ 
ishing  the  homestead,  built  a  house  on  the  site,  now  owned  by 
Mrs.  Haight  as  stated  above. 

Zachariah  Eddy  was  a  surveyor  and  practiced  his  calling  many 
years  after  his  settlement  in  Warren  County.  He  was  doubtless 
impressed  with  the  desirability  of  purchasing  lots  in  the  growing 
village  of  Warren,  because  we  find  that  in  1817  he  was  assessed  for 
no  less  than  thirty  in-lots.  During  the  following  years  he  was 
owner  of  a  varying  number,  many  of  which  were  purchased  at 
tax  sales.  In  1833  when  the  first  assessment  fist  of  the  newly  in¬ 
corporated  town  of  Warren  was  made,  he  was  listed  as  owner  of 
fifty  five  in-lots. 

In  1847,  Zachariah  Eddy  divided  practically  all  his  real  estate 
among  his  children.  To  make  each  share  equally  desirable  he 
distributed  his  holdings  so  that  each  child  held  lots  in  various 
sections  of  the  town.  The  consideration  in  all  cases  was  a  varying 
amount  of  cash  and  the  deeds  were  subject  to  an  annuity  or  annual 
rental  charge  which  was  payable  during  the  joint  lives  of  Zach¬ 
ariah  Eddy  and  his  wife  Rose.  The  rental  charges  were  to  be  re¬ 
duced  by  one  third  upon  the  death  of  either  Zachariah  or  Rose. 
In  the  cases  of  the  sons,  the  rental  charge  agreements  and  the 
deed  were  separate  instruments;  but  in  the  cases  of  the  daughters 
the  rental  charges  were  incorporated  in  the  deeds.  Zachariah 
Eddy  placed  the  property  for  the  daughters  in  trust,  appointing 
his  son-in-law  Dr.  T.  F.  Parker,  trustee  for  Eunice  Struthers’s 
share  and  his  son-in-law  Thomas  Struthers,  trustee  for  the  shares 
of  Eliza  Barnes  and  Catharine  Parker.  This  method  of  disposing

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of  property  to  children  and  of  assuring  a  life  income  to  the  parents 
is  unique  in  Warren  County  records  but  appears  frequently  in 
Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  land  records. 

Zachariah  Eddy’s  Land  Records

The  above  lots  were  subject  to  an 
annuity  or  rental  charge.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  31:588.) 

1847,  Oct.  20,  Zachariah  Eddy  sold  to  James  H.  Eddy,  in-lots  254,  255,  256, 
257,  258,  259,  260,  261, 15,  18,  82,  83,  86,  87,  90.  (Warren  County  Deeds, 
K:655.)  The  above  lots  were  subject  to  an  annuity  or  rental  charge. 
(Warren  County  Deeds,  66:710.) 

1847,  Oct.  20,  Zaehariah  Eddy  sold  to  Isaac  S.  Eddy,  an  island  in  the  Cone¬ 
wango  Creek  opposite  High  Street  (now  Fourth  Avenue),  see  patent  of 
1831,  and  in-lots  22,  23,  26  27,30,250,251,  252,  253,  262,  263,  264,  265, 
subject  to  an  annuity  or  rental  charge.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  K:360.) 

1847,  Oct.  20,  Zachariah  Eddy  deeded  to  Zachariah  H.  Eddy,  Parcel  B.,  see 
deeds  of  1836,  1837,  and  in-lots  200,  201,  subject  to  a  life  interest  in  the 
two  lots,  on  which  the  homestead  stood,  also  the  whole  conveyance  was 
subject  to  an  annuity  or  rental  charge.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  L:89, 
91.) 

1849,  July  18,  Zachariah  Eddy  released  Zachariah  H.  Eddy  from  that  portion 
of  the  annuity  or  rental  charge  which  was  assessed  against  in-lots  200,  201, 
in  consideration  of  “Z.  H.  Eddy  having  relinquished  to  me  the  use  and 
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occupation  of  that  portion  of  the  homestead  which  he  occupied  at  the  date 
of  the  foregoing  deed.”  (Warren  County  Deeds,  L:91.) 

1853,  July  25,  Zachariah  Eddy  bought  from  Sylvenus  V.  Davis,  one  quarter 
part  of  in-lots  207,208,  209  (Parcel  C.)  (Warren  County  Deeds,  N:119). 

1856,  Dec.  13,  Zachariah  Eddy  released  Thomas  and  Eunice  Struthers  from  the 
annuity  or  rental  charge  agreement  of  Oct.  15,  1847,  in  consideration  of 
the  payment  of  a  lump  sum.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  U:593.) 

1860,  Feb.  23,  Zachariah  Eddy  sold  to  the  trustees  of  the  Universalist  Society 
of  Warren,  Parcel  C.,  deed  of  1853.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  S:545.) 

1863,  Sept.  12,  Zachariah  Eddy  re-purchased  the  above  property  from  Henry 
P.  Kinnear  and  Rufus  P.  King,  trustees  of  the  Universalist  Society.  (War¬ 
ren  County  Deeds,  152:365.) 

1864,  Mar.  25,  Zachariah  Eddy  bought  from  Joseph  Hall  of  Mead  Township, 
out-lots  25,  26,  31,  32,  34.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  U:606.) 

1864,  May  17,  Zachariah  Eddy  released  Thomas  Struthers,  trustee  for  Catha¬ 
rine  Parker,  from  the  annuity  or  rental  charge  agreement  of  1847,  owing  to 
the  death  of  Rose  Eddy  and  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  a  sum  of 
money  by  Catharine  Parker.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  31:  588.) 

1865,  Mar.  17,  Zachariah  Eddy  sold  to  Arilla  Nesmith,  Parcel  C.,  deeds  of  1853, 
1860,  1863.  (Warren  County  Deeds,  Z:288.) 

1870,  Nov.  25,  Zachariah  Eddy  released  James  H.  Eddy  from  the  annuity  or 
rental  charge  agreement  of  1847.  (written  on  the  back  of  the  original 
agreement.)  (Warren  Conty  Deeds,  66:711.) 

1870,  Dec.  2,  Zachariah  Eddy  patented  out-lots  31,  32.  (Harrisburg  Patent 
Book  H.  68:366,  367.) 

The  census  returns244  for  1810,  1820  and  1830, 245  show  Zachariah 
Eddy  as  a  resident  of  Conewango  Township,  Warren  Borough  not 
having  been  set  off  until  1833.  In  the  Census  for  1840  he  was  listed 
as  a  resident  of  Warren  Borough,  and  also  in  1850,  in  which  year, 
for  the  first  time,  the  names  of  all  individuals  were  given.  The 
entries  relating  to  him  and  his  wife  are  as  follows: 

“Zachariah  Eddy,  aged  71,  born  in  Mass.,  occupation,  none. 
Rose  Eddy,  aged  64,  born  in  Ireland.”

Jones,  Hugh  Marsh,  Zachariah  Eddy,  William  Davis,  Samuel  Andrews,  Eli  Granger, 
Neil  and  John  McClain  and  Ethan  Jackson. 

In  1820  while  living  on  Market  Street  in  Warren,  his  neighbors  were;  Joseph  Hackney 
Daniel,  David  and  Ebenezer  Jackson,  Samuel  Sareton  (?),  Zachariah  Eddy,  Lansing 
Wetmore,  Valentine  Bennet,  Garret  Burgett  and  Micajah  Green. 

In  1830,  his  neighbors  in  Warren  Borough  were;  John  Hackney,  Lansing  Wetmore,  Robert 
Fox,  James  Stewart,  Warren  L.  Adams,  John  Andrews,  Urick  Hawkes,  Zachariah  Eddy, 
William  Eddy,  Nehemiah  Waters,  Alden  Stebbins  and  Robert  Falconer. 
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On  Nov.  29,  1819,  Zachariah  Eddy  was  a  member  of  the  first 
grand  jury  of  Warren  County,  after  its  organization  as  an  inde¬ 
pendent  county.246  In  1832,  he  served  on  the  first  council  of  the 
newly  incorporated  borough  of  Warren.  He  was  burgess  of  the 
borough  in  1839,  and  in  1840,  1842  and  1847  was  again  council¬ 
man.247 

In  the  War  of  1812-14,  he  was  a  sergeant  in  a  company  of 
Pennsylvania  Militia  under  Captain  Asa  Winters  in  the  Second 
Battalion,  commanded  by  Major  John  Andrews,  under  orders  of 
Major-General  Mead.248  In  1869  a  meeting  of  the  soldiers  of  the 
War  of  1812  was  held  in  Warren  and  among  those  present  was  Zach¬ 
ariah  Eddy,  aged  ninety.249  His  name  appears  on  the  monument 
to  the  soldiers  of  Warren  County,  in  the  General  Joseph  Warren 
Park  in  Warren. 

His  parents  and  grandparents  were  Congregationalists.  There 
was  no  church  of  this  denomination  in  Warren,  and  for  a  time 
he  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  which  his 
wife  became  a  charter  member  in  1822.  In  1859  he  was  a  leader 
in  the  Universalist  Church  of  Warren,  having  been  one  of  its 
incorporators.250  His  brother,  Nathan,  Jun.,  had  been  a  Univer¬ 
salist.251  In  1860  he  deeded  to  the  Universalist  Society  one  fourth 
of  lots  207,  208  and  209,  facing  Liberty  Street  and  adjoining  prop¬ 
erty  that  the  Society  already  owned,  but  after  a  few  years  the 
church  became  inactive  and  in  1863  Zachariah  bought  back  the 
land  with  the  exception  of  eleven  feet.  The  former  church  was 
later  moved  and  remodelled  into  the  double  house  now  standing 
on  the  east  side  of  Liberty  Street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth 
Avenues.  After  the  abandonment  of  the  Universalist  Church, 
Zachariah  returned  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  continued  a 
member  until  his  death. 

His  outstanding  characteristics  were  his  personal  integrity,  his 
close  economy  and  his  methodical  habits.  In  appearance  he  was 
tall  and  well  built;  it  is  said  that  he  held  himself  erect  even  in  his 
old  age.  His  eyes  were  blue  and  his  hair  a  reddish  color.  He  lived 
to  the  age  of  ninety  three  years  and  seven  months,  and  for  many 
years  he  was  pointed  out  as  the  oldest  man  in  Warren.

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Many  incidents  are  told  of  his  methodical  ways;  his  daily  walk 
in  his  last  years  of  exactly  the  same  distance  every  day;  his  careful 
sawing  of  wood  for  the  fireplace,  so  that  the  pieces  were  of  uniform 
length;  these  foibles  are  recalled  by  his  grandchildren.  His  favor¬ 
ite  exclamation  was  “Zounds.”242 

Arriving  in  Warren  with  little  or  no  means  he  slowly  acquired  a 
competency.  By  reason  of  his  family  of  eight  children,  he  was 
forced  to  be  economical.  All  of  his  children,  except  one,  lived  to 
maturity  and  were  sent  to  the  Warren  Academy,  the  only  school 
beyond  elementary  classes  that  the  town  afforded.  Three  of  his 
four  sons  married  and  had  children,  but  only  one,  Isaac  S.,  left 
descendants  in  the  male  line  who  are  now  living.252  They  are 
LeRoy  Carroll  Eddy  and  his  brother,  Everett  Henry  Eddy. 

Of  Rose  Stewart  Eddy,  her  grandchildren  recall  little,  as  she 
died  when  they  were  young.  Her  portrait  in  this  book  is  from  a 
daguerreotype  taken  shortly  before  her  death  and  represents  her 
as  they  remember  her.  She  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  Warren,  having  joined  it  when  it  was  organized 
in  1822.253  She  died  in  1857,  aged  seventy  one  years  and  six 
months.  One  granddaughter  recalls  her  excellent  cake,  called  a 
pound  cake,  of  which  a  plentiful  supply  was  always  on  hand. 
Grandchildren  seldom  left  the  homestead  without  a  piece  of  this 
wonderful  cake. 

Certain  letters  have  been  preserved  which  are  of  sentimental 
interest.  On  Aug.  31,  1885,  the  Rev.  Zachary  Eddy,  then  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  wrote  to  his  cousin,  John  Seaton  of  Greenup,  Ky.,254 
as  follows: 

“When  your  grandfather  Nathaniel,  Uncle  Nathan  and  Uncle 
Zack  emigrated  from  Vermont,  letters  were  written  at  long 
intervals,  and  it  was  never  certain  that  they  would  reach 
their  destination.  My  father  (Isaac7)  emigrated  when  I  was 
a  child  to  Central  New  York.  He  had  not  heard  from  his 
younger  brother,  Zack,  for  twenty  years.  I  well  remember

My  father,  within 
a  year  (1824),  moved  to  Jamestown,  Chautauqua  Co.,  N.  Y., 
only  twenty  miles  from  Warren,  Pa.,  where  Uncle  Zack  re¬ 
sided.” 

The  history  of  another  letter255  of  1798  is  of  pathetic  interest. 
In  1899,  the  late  John  Seaton,  of  Greenup,  Ky.,  wrote  to  the 
compiler  of  this  book  as  follows: 

“My  mother,  Hannah  Eddy  Seaton,  had  possessed  many  old 
family  letters.  (She  died  1879.)  Amongst  them  was  one 
written  in  Vermont  in  1798  by  one  of  the  brothers  directed  to 
their  brother  Zachariah,  who  died  in  Warren,  Pa.,  in  1872,  and 
this  letter  was  sent  by  my  grandfather  Nathaniel  when  he  left 
Vermont  for  the  Northwest  Territory,  but  he  did  not  see  his 
brother  and  the  letter  was  not  delivered.  (Nathaniel  died  in 
1803.)  About  1870,  or  prior,  year  not  recollected,  Mrs. 
Eunice  Struthers,  of  Warren,  Pa.,  a  daughter  of  Zachariah, 
made  my  mother  a  visit  when  my  mother  handed  her  the  old 
letter  to  her  father  who  was  then  alive.  On  her  return  home 
(Warren)  they  had  a  family  gathering  when  the  old  letter  was 
read  aloud.  Her  father  had  a  hearty  cry  over  it.  About  70 
years  between  the  writing  and  delivery.” 

Another  letter;  on  May  7,  1848,  Mrs.  Hannah  (Eddy)  Seaton, 
of  New  Hampshire  Furnace,  Greenup,  Ky.,  wrote  to  her  brother, 
Nathaniel  Eddy,  of  Pekin,  Ill.,254  as  follows: 

“Don’t  you  think,  brother,  that  we  have  heard  from  our 
uncle  Zack  Eddy.  A  neighbor  of  sister  Clorinda’s  saw  him 
on  a  raft  up  the  river  and  heard  some  one  call  him  Eddy.  He 
immediately  inquired  if  he  had  relatives  in  Ohio.  He  said  he 
once  had  a  brother  Nathaniel  that  lived  there.  He  told  him 
of  Laodicea  and  Clorinda;  he  said  they  were  his  nieces.  He 
told  that  he  lived  in  Warren,  Pa.  Sister  C.  wrote  to  him 
and  he  answered  it  immediately.  Orlando  and  Ansley  are 
here  at  work  again;  they  brought  the  letter.  I  will  tell  you 
its  contents.  He  has  lived  in  Warren  ever  since  he  first  went

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there.  He  married  Rosa  Stewart  in  1804,  and  by  her  had 
eight  children,  all  of  whom  are  living  but  two.  The  eldest 
son’s  name  is  Isaac;  he  is  married  and  has  five  children — 3 
living.  Catherine  married  a  Mr.  Parker  and  had  three  chil¬ 
dren.  Nathan  died  at  the  age  of  22  years.  Eunice’s  husband 
is  Struthers,  had  2  children,  1  living.  James  married  and  has 
5  children.  Zack  married  and  had  2  children,  one  living. 
Eliza’s  husband’s  name  is  Barnes — had  one  child,  it  died. 
Our  uncle  says  they  are  all  in  the  way  of  getting  along  com¬ 
fortably  in  the  world.  Uncle  Z’s  son  Isaac  is  a  merchant, 
Catherine’s  husband  is  a  doctor,  Eunice’s  husband  is  a  law¬ 
yer.  James,  Zack  and  Eliza’s  husband  are  all  lumbermen. 
Warren  is  situated  on  the  Alleghany  river  120  miles  above 
Pittsburgh. 

He  sent  a  lock  of  his  hair — ’tis  white.  He  says  he  carries 
his  age  well.  I  almost  feel  as  tho  I  should  go  up  next  sum¬ 
mer.” 

When  Zachariah  Eddy  died  July  14,  1872,  the  newspaper 
notice256  of  his  death  stated  that  up  to  the  time  of  his  decease  “he 
was  the  oldest  living  settler  in  Warren  County.  He  first  came  to 
Warren  in  1801,  and  a  few  years  later  made  a  home  here  where  he 
has  lived  ever  since,  respected  by  all.” 

He  left  a  will,  dated  April  24,  1862,  probated  July  20,  1872, 
(See  Appendix,  p.  281)  in  which  he  directs  that  his  household 
goods  be  divided  among  his  three  daughters,  Catharine  Parker, 
Eunice  Struthers  and  Eliza  J.  Barnes,  and  makes  bequests  of  one 
hundred  dollars  to  each  of  them  and  to  his  sons,  Isaac  S.,  James 
H.,  and  Zachariah  H.  The  residue  of  his  estate  is  bequeathed 
to  Theodate  T.  Eddy,  wife  of  his  son  Zachariah  H.,  with  whom  he 
had  lived  many  years.  As  executors,  he  appoints  his  son  Zachariah 
H.,  and  William  D.  Brown.  Most  of  his  town  lots  had  previously 
been  distributed  to  his  children  by  means  of  deeds  of  trust  as 
mentioned  above.  The  value  of  his  estate  was  $2,527.00  when 
the  inventory  was  filed  in  1874.  He  was  buried  beside  his  wife 
in  Oakland  Cemetery,  Warren.  Close  to  his  lot  are  buried  his 
three  sons  and  their  families  and  two  of  his  daughters  and  their 
families. 

The  heirlooms  of  Zachariah  Eddy  are  the  cradle,  made  in  1805, 
in  which  all  his  children  were  rocked,  and  the  chest  he  owned.  The

Mrs.  Olive  (Gates)  Eddy’s  line  of  descent  is  as  follows:  1.

Isaac  S.  Eddy  attended  the  Warren  Academy,  and  later  served 
an  apprenticeship  as  cabinet  maker,  but  he  never  worked  at  the 
trade.260  His  name  first  appears  of  record  in  the  Conewango 
Township  tax  list  for  1828,  where  he  is  listed  as  a  single  man.  In 
the  Census  for  the  years  1810,  1820  and  1830  he  was  recorded  as 
living  with  his  father,  in  Warren.  In  the  Census  of  1840  he  was 
the  head  of  a  family,  consisting  of  his  wife  and  a  son  and  daughter 
both  under  five. 

When  a  young  man  he  started  a  grocery  store  in  a  two  story 
building  that  he  owned  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Second  Avenue 
and  Liberty  Street.  At  that  time  there  was  no  railroad  in  Warren 
and  all  goods  had  to  be  brought  by  wagon  from  Dunkirk  or  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.  He  owned  seventeen  town  lots  and  a  store  in  Warren,  and 
a  farm  and  fifteen  acres  of  woodland  in  Glade  township.260 

His  home  in  Warren  stood  on  the  site  of  301  Market  Street,  at 
the  north  west  corner  of  Third  Avenue.  It  is  not  known  in  what 
year  he  built  his  house.  He  owned  two  lots  on  this  corner,  having

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bought  one  in  1832  and  the  other  from  his  father  in  1846.  He 
lived  in  this  house  until  1866  when  he  sold  it  to  Patrick  Falconer 
who  removed  the  house  to  the  rear  of  the  lot  at  501  Market  Street 
and  here  it  stood  until  about  1899  when  it  was  demolished.  Pat¬ 
rick  Falconer  built  the  present  Gildersleeve  home  on  the  site  of 
the  Eddy  house  at  301  Market  Street.  At  the  time  Isaac  sold  to 
Falconer  he  bought  from  W.  T.  Falconer,  four  lots  on  the  east  side 
of  Market  Street,  now  occupied  by  houses  at  the  following  num¬ 
bers:  408,  410,  412-414  (a  double  house)  and  416. ,  On  the  corner 
lot  at  No.  416  stood  a  house  which  Isaac  occupied  until  after  the 
death  of  his  wife.  The  four  lots  were  divided  among  his  heirs,  his 
daughter,  Sarah  (Eddy)  Scott  receiving  the  corner  lot,  416,  where 
a  new  house  was  later  built.  Numbers  410  and  412-414  are  now 
owned  by  Isaac’s  grandsons,  LeRoy  C.  Eddy  and  Everett  H. 
Eddy. 

Isaac  S.  Eddy  died  in  1881  at  the  home  of  his  son  Hiram  G. 
Eddy.  His  wife  Olive  had  passed  away  in  1864.  Both  were  buried 
in  Oakland  Cemetery.  They  were  members  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  Warren,  Isaac  having  been  an  elder  of  the  church 
in  1833  and  treasurer  from  1848  to  1850.262  He  left  no  will,  and 
his  sons  Z.  E.  and  H.  G.  Eddy  were  appointed  administrators  of 
his  estate.263

Dr.  Parker  graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of  Castle  ton, 
Vermont.270  In  1831  he  visited  Warren,  Pa.,  in  connection  with

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the  settlement  of  an  estate,  and  finding  the  place  to  his  liking,  he 
decided  to  settle  there.  He  married  the  following  year.  For 
many  years  he  had  his  office  in  the  John  Hackney  building  on 
Second  Ave.,  opposite  the  First  National  Bank.  In  part  of  his 
office  he  conducted  a  drug  store.  In  the  back  part  of  the  building 
he  had  living  quarters  and  lived  there  until  about  1842.  This 
building  was  later  moved  from  the  lot  and  now  stands  at  the  rear 
of  the  Boston  property  on  Creek  Street.273 

He  owned  a  farm  of  forty  seven  acres  in  Pleasant  Township 
from  1839.  In  1833  he  bought  a  lot  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Liberty  Street  and  Second  Ave.  About  1842  he  built  a  house  on 
this  lot  at  302  Liberty  Street,  which  stood  until  1930  when  it  was 
demolished  after  his  son,  Fletcher  T.  Parker,  sold  the  lot  to  the 
government  for  a  site  for  a  post  office  building. 

Both  Dr.  Parker  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  of  Warren,  his  wife  having  joined  this  church  in 
183 1.2  74 

When  Dr.  Parker  died  in  1872,  a  newspaper  obituary,270  con¬ 
tained  the  following  paragraph:  “Of  New  England  stock,  Dr. 
Parker  was  puritanical  in  character  and  life.  Firm  in  principle 
and  purpose,  original  in  thought  and  expression,  severely  ortho¬ 
dox  in  his  religion  and  moral  convictions,  plain,  frugal  and  inde¬ 
pendent,  in  judgment  seldom  at  fault,  he  stood  like  one  of  the 
landmarks.  His  quaint,  shrewd  sayings  have  passed  into  home 
proverbs,  and  will  be  quoted  and  remembered  for  years  to  come.” 
His  will  was  dated,  Oct.  5,  1867,  and  probated  March  28,  1872.275 
In  it  he  mentions  his  wife  Catharine  and  his  children,  Harriet  H . 
and  Fletcher  T.,  and  appoints  his  wife  and  his  brother-in-law, 
Erastus  Barnes  of  Barnes,  Pa.,  as  executors. 

Catharine  (Eddy)  Parker  died  Nov.  23,  1885,  and  was  buried 
beside  her  husband  and  two  daughters  in  Oakland  Cemetery, 
Warren.  Within  a  few  feet  of  her  grave  lie  her  parents,  Zachariah 
and  Rose  Eddy.  Mrs.  Parker  was  a  woman  of  remarkable  char¬ 
acter  and  sound  judgment.  Many  of  her  relatives  and  friends 
sought  her  advice.  She  was  for  many  years  an  invalid,  but  she 
always  maintained  her  cheerful  disposition.  From  1842  until  her 
death  she  lived  in  the  Parker  homestead  at  302  Liberty  Street.

She  m.  Dec.  16,  1832,  at  Warren,  Thomas  Struthers,277  b.  June  6, 
1803,  in  Trumbull  (now  Mahoning)  County,  Ohio;278  d.  Sept. 
29,  1892, 279  at  Warren;  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Foster)  Stru¬ 
thers.280 

Thomas  Struthers  graduated  from  Jefferson  College,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  of  Pennsylvania  in  1826.  Two  years  later  he 
opened  a  law  office  in  Warren  where  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life. 
From  1832  to  1840,  he  had  a  law  partner,  Samuel  P.  Johnson, 
but  in  the  latter  year  Mr.  Struthers  retired  from  the  practise  of 
law.281  As  early  as  1836  he  had  perceived  the  need  of  adequate 
transportation  in  the  development  of  Warren  County  and  he  began 
efforts  to  establish  a  railroad  line  between  Philadelphia  and  Erie. 
For  many  years  he  persisted  in  his  advocacy  of  the  plan,  and  des¬ 
pite  stubborn  opposition  to  it  from  some  quarters,  he  never  lost 
faith  in  the  ultimate  success  of  the  project.  It  was  not  until  1862 
that  the  Sunbury  and  Erie  Railroad  was  finished,  giving  a  line  be¬ 
tween  Erie  and  Philadelphia,  passing  through  Warren.  In  1862  he 
became  active  in  the  Oil  Creek,  Corry  and  Titusville  Railroad  and 
was  its  president  until  1866.  During  this  period  he  was  interested 
in  various  railroad  enterprises  in  Ohio,  river  navigation  in  Iowa 
and  street  railways  in  Cincinnati.  About  1864  he  built  a  large 
blast  furnace  on  the  farm  where  he  was  born  and  this  industry 
became  the  nucleus  of  the  present  town  of  Struthers,  Ohio. 

In  1867  he  purchased  for  himself  and  his  son  Thomas  an  interest 
in  a  foundry  in  Warren,  and  in  1875  he  acquired  the  whole  prop¬ 
erty.  It  was  called  the  Struthers,  Wells  Company,  and  is  still 
in  existence  under  that  name,  but  the  Struthers  interests  were 
disposed  of  many  years  ago.

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He  held  public  office  on  few  occasions.  In  1850  he  was  elected 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly  as  a  Whig  candidate,  the  district 
being  composed  of  Warren,  Venango  and  Mercer  Counties.  He 
was  again  elected  assemblyman  in  1857,  the  district  then  com¬ 
prising  Warren  and  Crawford  Counties.  In  1871  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Constitutional  Convention,  which  drafted  a 
new  constitution  for  the  state.282 

He  and  his  family,  in  1866,  went  to  Europe,  where  they  spent  a 
year  and  a  half.  In  1883,  he  donated  to  the  Borough  of  Warren  the 
Struthers  Library  building,  at  the  corner  of  Liberty  Street  and 
Third  Avenue,  the  site  for  the  building  having  been  purchased  by 
the  citizens.  The  building  contains  a  theatre  with  library  rooms 
on  the  second  floor,  but  since  the  erection  of  a  new  library  on  Mar¬ 
ket  Street  the  original  library  rooms  are  used  only  for  storage  of 
files  of  newspapers  and  books.  The  balance  of  the  building  is  now 
rented,  the  proceeds  being  used  by  the  Warren  Library  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Struthers  was  one  of  the  leaders  of 
business  affairs  in  Warren.  It  is  said  that  his  predominant  char¬ 
acteristic  was  his  ability  to  concentrate  upon  any  enterprise  in 
hand  and  pursue  the  subject  with  an  attention  that  admitted  no 
interruption  or  diversion.281 

The  Struthers  house  occupied  the  north  east  corner  of  Market 
Street  and  Third  Avenue,  where  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
now  stands.  It  was  a  stone  house,  having  on  its  north  and  east 
sides  an  extensive  flower  garden.  On  the  north  end  of  the  lot  was 
a  small  brick  office  where  Mr.  Struthers  carried  on  his  business. 
This  lot  had  formerly  belonged  to  Zachariah  Eddy,  who  deeded  it 
to  his  daughter,  Eunice  Struthers,  in  trust,  in  1836.  The  house 
was  torn  down  in  1894  when  the  land  was  purchased  by  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  from  Thomas  Struthers  Wetmore,  Mr. 
Struthers’s  grandson.283 

Mrs.  Struthers  was  a  woman  of  cheerful  disposition  and  loyal 
friendship.  Like  her  parents  she  was  a  member  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  of  Warren.  The  deaths  of  her  son  and  daughter 
were  sad  afflictions  to  her.  In  her  declining  years,  her  chief 
interest  was  her  flower  garden  which  is  recalled  by  many  as  a 
charming  spot,  filled  with  gay  old-fashioned  flowers.

Her  husband  survived  her  five  years.  With  the  death  of  their 
only  grandson,  Thomas  Struthers  Wetmore,  in  1896,  this  family 
became  extinct.  All  of  its  members  are  buried  in  the  Struthers’ 
vault  in  Oakland  Cemetery,  Warren. 

Thomas  Struthers,  in  his  will284  of  April  9,  1887  and  three  cod¬ 
icils  dated  1887  and  1890,  mentions  among  others:  Sarah  Struthers 
daughter  of  his  deceased  brother,  John  Struthers;  Almina  Sheerer, 
granddaughter  of  “my  sister  Ann  McBride;”  Henrietta  Eddy  and 
Sarah  Agnes  Stewart.  He  provides  that  the  residuary  estate 
should  be  divided  among  the  following  heirs:  namely  that  one 
third  part  should  go  to  the  heirs  of  his  deceased  brother,  John 
Struthers;  one  third  part  to  the  heirs  of  his  sister,  Ann  McBride 
and  the  remaining  third  part  to  the  grandchildren  of  his  deceased 
sister,  Matilda  Galbraith,  being  the  children  of  her  son  James  A. 
Galbraith  and  his  wife  Charlotte.

James  Hood  Eddy  was  born  in  a  house  that  stood  on  the  site  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Warren,  at  310  Second  Avenue.  As  a 
youth  he  attended  the  Warren  Academy.293  After  his  marriage  in 
1836,  he  lived  in  Pleasant  Township  until  1840  when  he  removed 
to  Elk  Township294  where  he  carried  on  lumbering  operations  on 
Lot  5566  until  three  years  later.  In  1844  he  was  a  resident  of  War¬ 
ren  Borough,  for  he  was  then  elected  councilman.295  As  early  as 
1839  he  was  part  owner  of  two  lots  in  Warren  Borough.  In  1846

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he  bought  a  farm  of  thirty  one  acres  in  Glade  Township  from  Pat¬ 
rick  Falconer.  He  lived  on  this  property  until  1867  when  he  sold 
it  to  James  Roy.  The  Eddy  farm  was  located  at  the  north  east 
corner  of  Conewango  and  Fifth  Avenues  West,  now  within  the 
limits  of  Warren  Borough.  In  1847  James  H.  Eddy’s  father  deed¬ 
ed  to  him  certain  lots  in  the  block  bounded  by  Liberty,  Fourth, 
Hickory  and  Fifth  Streets.  On  one  of  these  lots  and  facing 
Liberty  Street,  James  H.  built  a  house  in  1871, 296  and  here  he  lived 
until  his  death.  The  house  is  at  No.  407  Liberty  Street,  and  is 
now  owned  and  occupied  by  his  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  James  B. 
Eddy.  During  the  interval  between  his  removal  from  the  farm  in 
Glade  and  the  occupancy  of  his  new  home,  James  H.  lived  in  a 
double  house  which  had  formerly  been  the  Universalist  Church, 
and  afterwards  in  one  of  the  Orr  houses  on  Third  Avenue,  east  of 
Market  Street.290 

In  1877  James  H.  Eddy  purchased  a  farm  of  fifty  acres  in  Glade 
Township.  He  later  added  to  this,  extending  its  boundaries  until 
it  contained  172  acres.  He  named  the  place  “Cranbrook  Farm” 
in  remembrance  of  the  birthplace  of  his  first  American  Eddy  an¬ 
cestor.  In  1891  he  conveyed  this  farm  to  his  son,  James  B.  Eddy.296 
It  is  now  the  property  of  the  State  Hospital  at  North  Warren, 
and  is  still  known  as  “Cranbrook.” 

In  his  early  manhood,  James  H.  Eddy  was  occupied  with  lum¬ 
bering.  During  his  middle  age  he  was  one  of  the  largest  lumber 
dealers  in  the  vicinity,  having  a  branch  office  at  Louisville,  Ky., 
where  his  son  James  B.,  assisted  him.297  Subsequently  he  became 
a  banker.  In  1864  the  First  National  Bank  of  Warren  was  organ¬ 
ized  and  he  became  a  member  of  its  first  board  of  directors.  He 
was  its  president  from  1880  to  1885.293  It  is  the  oldest  bank  in 
Warren. 

James  H.  Eddy  was  a  man  of  large  frame  and  commanding 
presence.  It  is  said  that  he  resembled  his  father  more  than  any 
of  his  brothers  or  sisters.  His  pleasing  personality  won  him  a 
large  circle  of  friends,  and  he  evinced  a  marked  fondness  for  his 
home.  He  possessed  excellent  business  ability,  and  was  widely 
known  for  his  upright  business  principles.293  In  politics,  he  was 
a  Democrat,  and  he  named  his  youngest  son  for  James  Buchanan.

Both  James  H.  Eddy  and  his  wife  Hannah  died  intestate299 
and  their  son  James  B.  was  appointed  administrator  of  each  estate. 
They  were  buried  in  Oakland  Cemetery,  Warren.

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Zachariah  Henry8  Eddy,  ( Zachariah ,7  Nathan ,6  Samuel ,5 
Samuel,4  Obadiah ,3  Samuel,2  Rev.  William1)  son  of  Zachariah  Eddy 
and  his  wife  Rose  Stewart,  was  b.  March  15,  1818  at  Warren;  d.

Zachariah  H.  received  from  his  father,  on  Oct.  20,  1847,  a  deed 
for  64  acres  in  Glade  Township,  also  the  homestead  lots  200  and 
201  on  Market  Street,  Warren.307  On  the  same  date  he  entered 
into  a  rent  charge  agreement  with  his  father  covering  both  the 
above  properties.308  At  that  date  he  was  living  in  part  of  his 
father’s  homestead  and  continued  to  do  so  until  1849  when  he 
relinquished  the  occupancy  of  his  quarters  in  the  house,  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  which  his  father  reduced  the  rent  charge.309  On  the 
same  date  Zachariah  H.  sold  the  homestead  to  his  brother-in- 
law,  Erastus  Barnes  of  Barnes,309  subject  to  the  life  interest  of 
Zachariah.7 

About  this  time  he  built  a  house  on  his  property  in  Glade,  now 
a  part  of  Warren  Borough,  and  lived  there  about  eight  years.  The 
Glade  land  later  came  into  the  possession  of  Elmer  Lacy.  In  1928 
the  house  Z.  H.  Eddy  had  built  was  torn  down  to  make  way  for 
the  Lacy  School  building  which  has  been  erected  near  its  site. 
Zachariah  H.  Eddy’s  mother  having  died  in  1857,  he  and  his 
family  again  removed  to  the  Eddy  homestead  on  Market  Street. 
Here  they  lived  until  his  father’s  death  in  1872,  when  they  re¬ 
moved  to  the  west  part  of  the  town  and  occupied  the  house  now 
standing  at  1308  Pennsylvania  Avenue  West,  which  he  owned. 
The  next  house  to  the  west,  now  a  double  house,  1310-1312,  was 
built  by  his  son-in-law,  Franklin  K.  Barnhart,  to  whom  the  lot  was 
deeded  in  1880.310  Another  son-in-law,  Patrick  James  Falconer, 
occupied  the  house  next  west  of  Mr.  Barnhart’s,  1314  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Ave.,  West. 

In  1853  Zachariah  H.  Eddy  was  assessed  as  an  innkeeper.  The 
following  year  the  records  show  that  he  was  the  lessee  of  the

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tavern  called  the  Mansion  House,  located  on  the  site  of  330  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Avenue  West  and  adjoining  lots.  It  was  built  in  1826 
and  was  a  low  rambling  building  of  a  story  and  a  half.  In  1856  it 
was  closed  as  a  tavern  and  made  over  into  shops.  During  the  fire 
of  1869  it  was  destroyed.311  In  1855  Zachariah  H.  was  not  assessed 
with  the  rental  of  the  tavern,  showing  that  he  kept  the  Mansion 
House  about  two  years.  He  was  constable  of  Warren  in  1864. 

He  was  of  large  frame,  tall  and  thin.  It  is  said  that  he  was  the 
wit  of  the  family. 

Mrs.  Theodate  Eddy  died  intestate312,  Sept.  18,  1888  and  her 
husband  was  appointed  administrator.  On  July  11,  1891,  Zach¬ 
ariah  H.  also  died  intestate,313  leaving  as  his  sole  heirs  one  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mary  Barnhart,  wife  of  Franklin  K.  Barnhart,  and  three 
grandchildren,  issue  of  a  deceased  daughter:  viz:  P.  H.  Falconer, 
Frank  E.  Falconer  and  Rose  T.  Falconer,  all  of  Warren,  the  last 
two  being  minors.  Administration  on  his  estate  was  granted  to 
his  son-in-law,  Franklin  K.  Barnhart.

Erastus  Barnes  was  sixth  in  descent  from  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  East  Hampton  Barnes  family.

William  Barns,  d.  Dec.  1,  1698,  at  East  Hampton,  L.  I.  where  he 
settled  before  1653.

Erastus  Barnes  spent  his  early  life  at  Italy,  N.  Y.,  his  father 
having  removed  from  Italy  Hill  soon  after  Erastus ’s  birth.  His 
father  served  as  town  clerk  in  Italy.324  In  1818  the  latter  purchas¬ 
ed  a  sawmill  and  grist  mill  at  Italy  and  carried  them  on  until 
1828  when  he  removed  to  Sheffield  Township,  Warren  County,

Here  he  bought  tracts  of  timber,  expecting  to  remove  after 
he  had  finished  lumbering.  His  son  Erastus,  a  youth  of  seventeen, 
accompanied  his  father  to  Warren  County.  Their  lumbering 
operations  were  started  in  a  wilderness  where  they  were  frequently 
visited  by  howling  wolves.326  The  settlement  here  made,  grew  in 
time  to  a  village  which  was  named  Barnes  in  honor  of  its  founder, 
Timothy  Barnes.  In  1928  it  celebrated  its  one  hundredth  anni¬ 
versary. 

Erastus,  the  son,  was,  like  his  father,  an  enterprising  business 
man.  In  1832,  Timothy  had  sold  his  interests  at  Barnes,  but  after 
a  few  years  the  buyers  having  failed  to  complete  the  purchase,  the 
property  was  disposed  of  to  Erastus.327  It  included  a  sawmill, 
and  later  Erastus  built  a  grist  mill  and  opened  a  small  store.  His 
merchandise  was  brought  by  teams  from  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.  and 
Erie,  Pa.  In  1847,  the  year  following  his  marriage,  he  built  a 
story  and  a  half  house  on  the  west  side  of  the  Warren  and  Ridgway 
Road,  just  south  of  Mill  Street.  Here  he  lived  for  many  years  and 
here  all  his  children  were  born.328  In  1871  he  built  a  large  house 
on  the  east  side  of  the  road,  diagonally  opposite  his  old  house. 
This  is  known  as  the  Barnes  homestead  and  he  and  his  wife  spent 
their  last  days  in  this  house.  • 

Besides  his  land  holdings  in  Sheffield  Township,  Erastus  Barnes 
was  the  owner  of  several  building  lots  in  Warren,  Pa.,  among  them 
was  the  Eddy  homestead  on  Market  Street,  where  his  wife  was 
born.  This  was  purchased  in  1849, 329  subject  to  a  life  interest 
held  by  Zachariah  and  Rose  Eddy,  the  parents  of  Mrs.  Barnes, 
who  occupied  the  homestead  until  their  death.  It  was  rented  by 
Mr.  Barnes  to  various  tenants  after  Zachariah’s  death  in  1872. 
In  1878  he  rented  it  to  his  son,  Timothy  Eddy  Barnes  who  had 
been  elected  treasurer  of  Warren  County,  and  he  occupied  the 
homestead  until  his  death  in  1881.  In  1888  Erastus  Barnes  sold 
the  house  to  A.  T.  Scofield330  who  demolished  the  building  and 
erected  a  new  house  on  its  site.  This  is  the  present  No.  307 
Market  Street.

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Mr.  Barnes  was  a  Whig  and  later  a  Republican.  The  only 
county  office  he  held  was  that  of  Commissioner,  to  which  he  was 
elected  in  1849,  1856  and  1861.  During  his  last  term  of  office  the 
Henry  R.  Rouse  bequest  became  available  and  the  Commissioners, 
with  the  proceeds  of  this  fund,  bought  a  tract  of  land  at  Youngs- 
ville  and  there  established  the  “Rouse  Hospital”  for  the  poor  of 
the  county.331  For  many  years  Erastus  Barnes  was  postmaster  at 
Barnes. 

He  was  of  rugged  frame,  and  like  his  father  lived  to  be  over 
eighty  three.  Ostentation  of  any  kind  was  distasteful  to  him  and 
his  benevolences  were  made  without  beat  of  drum.  He  was  fond 
of  flowers.  In  his  old  age  he  was  especially  interested  in  a  large 
group  of  evening  primroses,  the  seeds  of  which  he  had  brought  from 
the  west.  The  flowers  opening  at  sun-down  could  be  seen  from 
where  he  sat  on  his  verandah.  The  writer  has  never  seen  species 
having  such  large  flowers.  The  strain  is  now  lost. 

Mrs.  Eliza  Barnes  was  a  woman  of  rare  character.  One  has 
written  of  her :  “Her  simple  faith,  her  human  tenderness  made  her 
a  personality  the  influence  of  which  lives  and  will  live  in  the  many 
who  knew  her.”332  She  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Warren,  having  joined  in  1837  the  church  of  which  her 
mother  was  a  charter  member.  Like  her  brothers  and  sisters  she 
attended  the  Warren  Academy.333 

In  his  will,334  dated  March  22,  1888,  and  probated  Jan.  3,  1895, 
Erastus  Barnes  mentions  his  wife  Eliza  J.  and  his  daughters: 
Rose  B.  Blair,  Lettie  Horton  and  Kate  E.  Ham,  and  his  grand¬ 
sons  Hiram  and  Percy  Barnes.  He  names  as  executors  his  wife 
and  his  three  sons-in-law,  Frank  T.  Blair,  Henry  H.  Ham  and 
George  Horton.  In  a  codicil  dated  Sept.  5,  1893,  he  appoints 
Byron  B.  Horton  as  one  of  his  executors  in  place  of  his  father 
George  Horton,  who  died  March  5,  1893. 

Mrs.  Eliza  Barnes  in  her  will,335  dated  Dec.  30, 1893,  probated 
April  2,  1900,  mentions  her  three  daughters,  Rose  B.  Blair,  Eunice 
L.  Horton  and  Kate  E.  Ham,  also  her  grandchildren,  Eddy  S. 
Blair,  Ernest  Blair,  Byron  B.  Horton,  Harry  Horton,  Percy

daughters. 

After  the  decease  of  Erastus  Barnes,  Mrs.  Barnes  continued  to 
live  in  the  homestead  at  Barnes  until  her  death,  which  occurred 
while  she  was  paying  a  visit  to  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Horton,  in 
Sheffield.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barnes  were  buried  in  the  cemetery 
at  Barnes.

Stewart  Eddy  and  his  wife  Olive  Ann  Gates,  was  b.  Sept.  27, 
1846,  at  WarreD,  Pa.;342  d.  there  May  11,  1918.343  He  m. 
Sept.  21,  1881,  Cornelia  Elizabeth  Carroll,  b.  April  9,  1860  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.;342  d.  May  5,  1929  at  Warren.344  She  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Augustus  Carroll  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  A.  Beach,  and  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Lawrence  Carroll  of  New  Orleans,  La.,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  English  House  of  Commons  and  a  cousin  of  Charles 
Carroll  of  Carrollton.  Lawrence  Carroll  was  the  owner  of  tracts 
of  land  in  Ohio,  now  comprising  the  counties  of  Lawrence  and 
Carroll.  Elizabeth  Beach,  wife  of  Augustus  Carroll,  was  a  cousin 
of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.345 

Zachariah  E.  Eddy  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  War¬ 
ren.  He  was  afterwards  employed  by  T.  S.  Messner,  a  merchant. 
Subsequently  he  entered  business  for  himself,  opening  a  grocery 
store  in  the  building  owned  by  his  father  at  316  Second  Ave. 
Later  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother-in-law,  William 
Scott,  under  the  firm  name  of  Z.  E.  Eddy  &  Co.,  which  they 
continued  until  Mr.  Scott  retired  from  business.  Mr.  Eddy  and  his 
brother,  Hiram  G.  Eddy,  carried  on  the  business  under  the  firm 
name  of  Z.  E.  &  H.  G.  Eddy.  A  few  years  later  the  firm  was 
dissolved  by  mutual  consent.  Z.  E.  Eddy  then  became  interested 
in  the  oil  and  real  estate  business  which  he  followed  until  his  death.343 

Mrs.  Z.E.Eddy  wasamember  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Warren.  She  and  her  husband  were  buried  in  Oakland  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Warren.

Eddy  and  his  wife  Olive  Ann  Gates,  was  b.  Aug.  11,  1852  at 
Warren,  Pa.;  and  d.  Oct.  12,  1915  at  Oakland,  Cal.  He  m.  Jan. 
29, 1879,  Annie  Rebecca  Schofield, b.  Jan.  28, 1856  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.;  d.  Nov.  3,  1911  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Albert  Richardson  Schofield  and  his  wife  Mary  Elizabeth  Ander¬ 
son  of  Philadelphia.348  The  latter  was  descended  from  James 
Anderson,  a  Scotchman,  who  came  to  America  in  1707.  The 
Anderson  family  have  kept  the  original  homestead  at  Valley 
Forge,  Pa.,  in  direct  male  line  since  17 13. 349 

Hiram  G.  Eddy  was  educated  in  the  Warren  public  schools. 
As  a  young  man  he  was  offered  a  position  on  the  first  street  railway 
in  Warren,  one  that  was  started  and  owned  by  his  uncle,  Thomas 
Struthers.  The  cars  were  drawn  by  horses  and  ran  from 
the  P.  and  E.  station  to  the  Struthers  farm  on  the  east  side.  Mr. 
Eddy  took  the  position  of  conductor  on  one  car  and  George  R. 
Wetmore  on  the  other.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  patronage  the  cars 
were  discontinued.  After  this,  Mr.  Eddy  was  deputy  express 
agent  at  Sheffield  for  about  two  years.  He  then  entered  the 
grocery  store  of  Z.  E.  Eddy  &  Co.,  in  Warren,  in  which  his 
brother  Zachariah  E.  Eddy  and  his  brother-in-law  William  Scott 
were  partners.  Later  the  Eddy  brothers  bought  Mr.  Scott’s  in¬ 
terest  in  the  store  and  it  was  continued  under  the  name  of  Z.  E. 
&  H.  G.  Eddy  and  was  moved  to  305  Second  Ave.,  the  building 
owned  by  their  father,  Isaac  S.  Eddy.  After  a  few  years  H.  G. 
Eddy  retired  from  the  business  and  devoted  himself  to  his  oil  and 
real  estate  property.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Warren.350  His  death  occurred  while  he  was  in 
California  attending  the  San  Francisco  Exposition. 

Hiram  Gates  Eddy  was  born  in  the  house  that  stood  on  the  site 
of  301  Market  Street,  and  after  his  marriage  he  lived  there  for 
four  years.  Later  he  resided  for  many  years  at  7  Third  Ave.,  but 
in  1912  he  removed  to  212  Market  Street.  His  will,351  dated 
Nov.  17,  1908,  mentions  his  wife  Annie  R.  and  his  daughter  Olive 
Gates  Eddy.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  his  wife  was  also  deceased,

Both  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  had  no  children.

For  some  years  he  was 
associated  in  business  with  his  brother,  Charles  C.  Wetmore.  In 
the  fall  of  1862,  George  R.  Wetmore  took  a  leading  part  in  raising 
a  cavalry  company  for  the  army.  Part  of  the  company  was  raised 
in  Erie.  He  was  commissioned  first  lieutenant,  Oct.  27,  1862  and 
the  company  went  to  Pittsburgh,  being  attached  to  the  14th 
Regiment  of  Cavalry,  as  Company  I.  The  regiment,  under  the 
command  of  Col.  J.  M.  Schoomaker,  was  on  active  duty  in  Mary¬ 
land,  Virginia  and  West  Virginia.  .The  Captain  having  been 
killed,  Mr.  Wetmore  was  appointed  in  his  place.  His  commission 
from  Governor  Curtin  bears  date  of  Jan.  18,  1865.  He  was  on  Col. 
Schoomaker ’s  staff  and  was  brigade  quartermaster  at  the  end  of 
the  war.  He  promoted  the  enterprise  of  bringing  natural  gas 
to  Warren  and  was  the  leading  organizer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Gas 
Company  which  has  extensive  plants  in  Warren,  Chautauqua 
and  Erie  Counties.361  He  and  his  family  lived  at  210  Fourth  Ave., 
Warren. 

Mrs.  Anna  E.  Wetmore  attended  Miss  Bayard’s  School  in 
Philadelphia  and  in  1866  and  1867  she  travelled  in  Europe  with 
her  parents.  She  joined  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Warren 
in  1869.  She  was  a  general  favorite  with  old  and  young  by  reason  of 
her  “practical  common  sense,  her  kind  heart  and  her  healthful 
cheerfulness.”363

James  B.  Eddy  was  for  many  years  associated  with  his  father 
in  the 'lumbering  business  with  headquarters  in  Louisville,  Ky. 
He  was  also  interested  in  banking  and  was  a  director  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Warren,  of  which  his  father  had  formerly 
been  president.377  He  had  no  children.  Mrs.  Eddy  resides  at  the 
James  Hood  Eddy  homestead,  407  Liberty  Street,  Warren.

Patrick 
Falconer,  who  belonged  to  the  Falconers  of  Inveraven,  Banff¬ 
shire,  Scotland,382  came  to  America  as  a  single  man  but  returned 
to  Scotland  during  the  War  of  1812.  He  married  soon  after  his 
return.  His  brother  was  Robert  Falconer  who  settled  at  Warren 
and  Sugar  Grove  and  became  a  man  of  prominence  in  the  county. 
2.  Patrick  Falconer,  b.  Oct.  20, 1816  in  Glasgow,  Scotland;  d. 
July  20,  1876  at  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.  and  was  buried  at  War¬ 
ren.  He  graduated  at  Edinburgh  University,  and  later  came  to 
America,  settling  in  Warren  in  1835.  He  lived  for  a  time  with  his 
uncle,  Robert  Falconer,  who  gave  him  a  farm  at  North  Warren 
which  is  now  a  part  of  the  State  Hospital  grounds.383  His  wife  was 
Harriet  Ophelia - ,  who  died  Jan.  21,  1868.384  He  was  inter¬ 

ested  in  the  development  of  Warren  County  and  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  first  agricultural  society  in  1851.  In  1868  he 
joined  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Warren  and  for  many 
years  was  one  of  its  trustees.385  In  1866  Patrick  Falconer  bought 
from  Isaac  S.  Eddy  his  house  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Market 
Street  and  Third  Avenue.386  He  moved  the  Eddy  house  off  the 
lot  and  built  on  its  site  the  house  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Clara 
Gildersleeve  at  301  Market  Street.  3.  Patrick  James  Falconer,

Patrick  James  Falconer  was  elected  councilman  of  Warren  in 
1877  and  1878.387  He  was  appointed  administrator  of  his  father’s

Francis  T.  Blair,  who  signed  his  name  as  Frank,  was  a  son  of 
James  Hunter  Blair,  and  his  wife  Sarah  Smith.

March  22, 
1898  at  Wauseon.  He  came  to  America  in  1837  and  engaged  in 
the  contracting  business  in  New  York  City.

He  was  a  muscular  man,  over  six  feet  tall  and 
absolutely  fearless.  It  is  said  that  he  was  one  of  the  most  efficient 
sheriffs  the  county  ever  had.  About  1900  Mr.  Blair  and  his  wife 
removed  from  their  farm  to  Wauseon,  and  lived  there  until 
their  deaths  which  occurred  only  four  days  apart.  They  were 
buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Wauseon. 

Mrs.  Blair  was  a  woman  of  rare  charm  of  manner.  She  was 
cordial  and  sympathetic,  tolerant  and  generous.

Timothy  E.  Barnes  was  for  a  number  of  years  associated  with 
his  father  in  the  lumbering  and  milling  business  at  Barnes.  In 
1877,  when  he  was  twenty  seven  years  old,  he  was  elected  treasurer 
of  Warren  County,  serving  in  that  capacity  until  1880.  After  his 
election  he  removed  from  Barnes  to  Warren,  and  occupied  the 
Eddy  homestead  then  standing  at  307  Market  Street,  which  was 
owned  by  his  father.  He  died  there  in  1881  in  his  thirtieth  year. 

Possessing  business  ability,  his  term  as  treasurer  was  marked 
with  great  success.  It  is  said  that  his  books  are  models  of  correct¬ 
ness  and  clerical  skill.405  He  is  remembered  as  a  handsome  man; 
he  had  blue  eyes  and  auburn  hair.  In  disposition  he  was  friendly 
and  jovial. 

Timothy  Eddy  Barnes  died  intestate.406  He  was  buried  at 
Barnes,  but  later  was  re-interred  in  Oakland  Cemetery  at  Warren, 
after  his  son  Hiram’s  death.  Mrs.  Ada  A.  Barnes,  his  widow, 
afterward  married,  on  Feb.  28,  1901,  Frank  E.  Foster,  b.

George  Horton  spent  his  boyhood  at  Liberty  Falls,  Sullivan 

County,  N.  Y.,  where  his  father  owned  a  store  and  turning  mill. 
He  attended  the  Liberty  Academy.  In  1869  he  went  to  Sheffield, 
Pa.,  where  he  was  employed  by  the  firm  of  Horton,  Crary  &  Co., 
in  which  company  he  later  became  a  partner.  This  firm  owned 
tanning,  lumbering  and  oil  and  gas  interests  in  Northwestern  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  continued  as  a  tanning  firm  until  1893  when  it  was 
purchased  by  the  United  States  Leather  Co.,  in  the  formation  of 
which  Mr.  Horton  was  active.  He  died  a  few  months  before  the 
new  organization  took  over  the  property  of  Horton,  Crary  &  Co. 

Three  years  following  his  arrival  in  Sheffield  he  married  and  the 
same  year  he  built  the  house  at  210  Horton  Avenue  where  he  and 
his  family  lived  until  1889  when  they  removed  to  a  new  home  he 
erected  at  416  South  Main  Street.  Here  his  widow  and  only  sur¬ 
viving  son  reside. 

Mr.  Horton  felt  a  sympathetic  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his 
fellow  townsmen  in  Sheffield  and  was  always  active  in  matters 
relating  to  the  progress  of  his  home  town.  Perhaps  his  outstand¬ 
ing  characteristics  were  his  friendly  bearing  and  his  cheerful  dis¬ 
position.409 

He  died  March  5,  1893  at  the  age  of  forty  five.  His  will410 
mentions  his  wife  Eunice  L.  and  his  sons  Byron  B.  and  Harry  H. 
Horton.  He  was  buried  in  the  Sheffield  Cemetery. 

Mrs.  Horton  is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Warren  to  which  her  mother  and  grandmother  also  belonged.

Upon  her  removal  to 
Wauseon,  she  joined  the  Congregational  Church  there.  She  was 
a  charter  member  of  the  Wauseon  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  and  served  as  a  regent  of  the  chapter. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ham  died  less  than  a  year  apart  and  were  buried 
in  the  Wauseon  Cemetery.

1.  John1  Alden,  who  came  to  America  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620, 
was  b.  in  England  about  1599 ;454  d.  Sept.  12,  1687,  at  Duxbury, 
Mass.455  He  m.  about  1621,  Priscilla  Mullins,456  daughter  of 
William  Mullins  of  Plymouth,  Mass.457  She  was  living  in  1680458 
and  probably  died  before  1687,  as  she  was  not  named  in  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  the  estate  of  her  husband.  (See  Appendix,  p.  285.) 

John  Alden  joined  the  Mayflower  company  at  Southampton, 
England,  being  hired  as  a  cooper  when  the  vessel  took  on  supplies 
there.459  He  did  not  belong  to  the  Pilgrim  Church  in  England. 
Bradford460  says  he  was  a  hopeful  young  man  and  “was  left  to  his 
own  liking  whether  he  should  go  or  stay  when  he  came  here,  but 
he  stayed  and  maryed  here.”  He  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the

In  the  hardship  and  sickness  of  the  first  winter  at  Plymouth, 
half  of  the  company  died,  among  them  Priscilla  Mullins’s  father, 
mother  and  brother.  All  of  the  dead  were  buried  on  Cole  Hill 
and  the  ground  levelled  in  order  to  deceive  the  Indians  as  to  the 
number  of  the  survivors. 

Soon  after  the  settlement  was  made  at  Plymouth,  John  Alden 
began  to  take  part  in  the  official  business  of  the  young  colony. 
In  1627  he  was  one  of  eight  bondsmen  or  “undertakers”  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  payment  of  the  colony’s  debt  after  a  period  of  six 
years.463  In  1633  he  was  first  chosen  Assistant  to  the  Gover¬ 
nor,  or,  in  other  words,  a  member  of  the  Council.464  From  that 
date  to  1640  he  was  elected  annually  to  that  office.465  From  1641 
to  1650  he  was  deputy  from  Duxbury  to  the  General  Court.466 
He  was  again  chosen  Assistant  in  1650  and  filled  that  office  con¬ 
tinuously  until  his  death  in  1687 .46  7  His  service  as  Assistant 
covered  a  period  of  forty-four  years.  In  1645,  1656,  1657  and 
1658  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  Colony.468  Usher469  calls  him  one  of 
the  twelve  men  who  formed  the  first  rank  of  the  Pilgrim  hierarchy. 
During  the  years  1646,  1653,  1658  and  1667  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  War  of  the  Colony.470 

John  Alden’s  home  lot  in  Plymouth  was  on  the  north  side  of 
Leyden  Street,  below  Burial  Hill.471  About  1631  he  removed 
to  Duxbury,472  where  he  settled  on  land  near  Eagle  Tree  Pond, 
and  the  head  of  Bluefish  River,  about  two  miles  north  of  Captain’s 
Hill.473  It  is  said  that  he  built  his  house  on  a  rise  of  ground,  the 
site  now  being  marked  by  a  stone  recording  the  fact.474  His  second 
house  stood  a  little  further  to  the  west.  The  present  John  Alden

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house  was  built  by  his  grandson,  Col.  John  Alden,  and  stands  to 
the  west  of  the  site  of  his  second  one.475  The  property  has  been 
in  the  possession  of  the  Alden  family  since  it  was  first  settled,  and 
this  house  is  now  owned  by  the  Alden  Kindred  of  America. 

In  addition  to  his  land  on  Bluefish  River,  Duxbury,  he  was 
granted  land  in  1638  at  Green  Harbor.  The  same  year  he  and 
Capt.  Myles  Standish  were  given  300  A.  of  land  on  the  north  side 
of  South  River.  This  they  sold  in  1645.476  In  1649  he  was  granted 
land  in  Bridgewater.477  In  1661  he  was  one  of  the  original  pro¬ 
prietors  of  the  26  Men’s  Purchase  in  Middleboro,473  where  he 
apparently  owned  200  A.  In  1674  he  was  given  a  further  grant 
of  100  A.,  in  Middleboro  on  the  Titicut  River.479 

The  name  of  John  Alden  and  Priscilla  are  familiar  through  the 
romantic  story  told  by  Longfellow  in  his  “Courtship  of  Myles 
Standish.”430  According  to  tradition,  John  Alden  was  tall,  and 
of  fine  physique.481 

In  Pilgrim  Hall,  Plymouth,  there  are  preserved  a  number  of 
articles  once  owned  by  John  Alden.  Among  them  is  his  Bible, 
printed  in  1620  in  London. 

The  places  of  burial  of  John  and  Priscilla  Alden  are  not  definitely 
known,  but  they  were  probably  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  be¬ 
tween  Hall’s  and  Bayley’s  Corners,  at  South  Duxbury,  where  it 
is  said  Capt.  Myles  Standish  is  also  buried.482 

John  Alden  left  no  will,  having  distributed  his  estate  while 
living.  The  records  contain  an  inventory  of  his  property  and  the 
settlement  of  his  estate  by  his  son  Jonathan,  administrator,  under 
date  of  June  13,  1688.  (See  Appendix,  p.  285.)

Mary 
Simmons,  daughter  of  Moses  Simmons  and  his  wife  Sarah  (Chand¬ 
ler?).485  Moses  Simmons  came  to  Plymouth  in  the  ship  Fortune 
in  1621  and  settled  at  Bridgewater. 

Joseph  Alden’s  name  appears  on  a  list  of  1643  of  men  between 
sixteen  and  sixty,  able  to  bear  arms.486  He  was  then  living  at 
Duxbury.  He  received  his  father’s  proprietory  share  in  the 
Bridgewater  Purchase  and  settled  there  in  1654.  His  land  was 
located  near  the  Historical  Society  building  in  the  present  town 
of  West  Bridgewater.487  He  was  admitted  freeman,  June  3, 
1657. 488  In  1669,  1679,  1683  he  was  surveyor  of  highways  for 
Bridgewater,  Mass.489  His  will  dated  Dec.  14,  1696,  probated 
March  10,  1697-8,  (See  Appendix,  p.  286.)  mentions  his  son  John 
and  appoints  his  wife  Mary  and  his  son  John,  executors. 

In  1683  he  was  third  on  the  list  of  those  granted  land  on  the 
north  side  of  Bridgewater.  These  lots  ran  from  the  Taunton  line 
eastward  seven  miles,  consequently  his  land  lay  close  to  the 
Taunton  line.490 

3.  John3  Alden,  son  of  Joseph2  Alden  and  his  wife  Mary  Sim¬ 
mons,  was  b.  1674 ;491  d.  Sept.  29,  1730492  at  Middleboro,  Mass. 
He  m.  Hannah  White,  b.  May  12,  1683 ;491  d.  Oct.  5,  1732;  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Capt.  Ebenezer  and  Hannah  White,  of  Weymouth  Mass.493 

He  owned  his  father’s  homestead  in  West  Bridgewater,  but  in 
1700  he  sold  it  and  removed  to  Middleboro  where  his  homesite 
is  north  of  the  road  from  North  Middleboro  to  the  Centre,  and 
only  a  short  distance  east  of  Purchade  Cemetery,  where  he  and 
his  wife  Hannah  are  buried.  Their  tombstones  are  still  standing.491 
John  Alden  and  hiswifeHannah  were  members  of  the  First  Church 
of  Middleboro.494

1.  Abraham1  Sampson  came  to  America  from  England,  probably 

in  1629  or  1630.  He  m. - Nash,  daughter  of  Lieut.  Samuel 

Nash  of  Duxbury,  who  was  chief  marshall  of  Plymouth  Colony 
for  twenty  years  from  1652.  Henry  Sampson  who  came  in  the 
Mayflower  in  1620  is  supposed  to  have  been  his  brother.500  Abra¬ 
ham  Sampson  settled  as  early  as  1638  at  Duxbury,  Mass.501 
He  was  residing  there  in  1643  when  he  was  listed  as  one,  aged 
between  sixteen  and  sixty,  able  to  bear  arms.502  In  1645  he  was 
among  the  Duxbury  men  who  were  granted  land  at  Bridgewater, 
but  he  does  not  appear  to  have  removed  there.  In  1648  he  was 
surveyor  of  highways,  and  constable  in  1653.  In  1654  he  was  ad¬ 
mitted  freeman  of  Plymouth  Colony.  In  1678  he  was  surveyor 
of  highways  at  Duxbury.503  After  1689  his  name  does  not  appear 
of  record.504 

We  have  no  record  of  his  will  or  the  settlement  of  his  estate.500 
It  is  said  that  there  was  a  Sampson  family  resident  in  the  Parish 
of  St.  Andrew’s  Undershaft,  London,  England,  early  in  the  17th 
Century.505

Sept.  3,  1726  at  Plymp- 
ton,  Mass.507  He  m.  probably  before  1688, 508  Lydia  Standish, 
daughter  of  Alexander  Standish  and  his  wife  Sarah  Alden,  and 
granddaughter  of  Capt.  Myles  Standish  and  of  John  Alden.  (See 
accounts  of  Alden  and  Standish  families.  Appendix,  pp.  137, 145.) 

Isaac  Sampson  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Plympton,  Mass., 
and  lived  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  leading  westward  from 
Plympton  Green  to  Dunham’s  Neck. 

He  died  intestate  and  on  Sept.  28,  1726,  his  son  Isaac  Sampson 
was  appointed  administrator  of  his  estate.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate  was  made  Oct.  4,  1726.  (See  Appendix,  p.  298.)  His 
widow  Lydia  was  living  March  20,  1733-4,  when  she  and  her 
children  released  their  claim  to  the  estate  of  her  son  Josiah  Samp¬ 
son  to  her  son  Ephraim.509

Ephraim  Sampson  lived  in  Plympton,  on  the  site  of  the  Jon¬ 
athan  Parker  house.

On  April  9,  1730  he  was  granted  administration  on  the  estate  of 
his  brother  Josiah  Sampson,  late  of  Plympton,  deceased.515  In 
a  quit-claim  deed  to  Ephraim  Sampson  from  other  heirs  of  Josiah’s 
estate,  reference  is  made  to  the  land  formerly  laid  out  to  “our 
honoured  father  Isaac  Sampson  and  after  his  death  was  settled 
on  Josiah.”516

21. 524  He  m.  2d.  before  May  23,  1627,  Barbara - ,524  who  came 

in  the  Ann  in  1623. 525  She  survived  her  husband.526 

Captain  Standish  received  his  military  training  while  serving 
in  the  English  army  in  Holland.527  In  Leyden  he  became  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  English  Pilgrims,  but  it  is  not  evident  that  he  ever 
became  a  member  of  the  Plymouth  Church.528  He  was  one  of 
the  signers  of  the  Compact  in  the  cabin  of  the  Mayflower,  Nov.

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11,  1620.529  In  Feb.  1621,  he  was  chosen  captain  of  the  Plymouth 
Colony  and  placed  in  command  of  its  military  arrangements.530 

In  a  letter  dated  Sept.  8, 1623, 531  Bradford  says  that  Capt.  Stan- 
dish  “is  as  helpful  an  instrument  as  any  we  have  &  as  carefull 
of  the  generall  good.”  In  1625  he  was  sent  to  England  on  business 
for  the  colony  and  returned  to  Plymouth  the  following  year.532 
In  1627533  he  joined  six  others  in  becoming  bondsmen  or  “under¬ 
takers”  for  the  colony,  agreeing  to  take  over  the  trade  of  the 
colony  for  six  years,  pay  all  debts,  and  arrange  for  the  removal  of 
the  rest  of  the  congregation  from  Holland. 

He  was  not  only  active  in  military  affairs,  but  served  many 
years  as  “Assistant,”  or  a  member  of  the  Governor’s  council.  He 
was  first  elected  to  that  office  in  1633,  and  served  annually  for 
seventeen  terms.534  He  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Colony  for 
nine  annual  terms  between  1644  and  1655. 535 

About  1631,  Myles  Standish,  John  Alden  and  a  number  of  other 
Plymouth  men  removed  to  Duxbury  where  they  found  more  fertile 
land  than  at  Plymouth.536  The  Myles  Standish  farm  comprised 
Captain’s  Hill,  Duxbury,  on  which  stands  a  monument  to  the 
Captain,  built  of  granite  and  surmounted  by  a  statue  of  him. 
The  summit  of  the  hill  on  which  it  is  built  is  200  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  the  monument  itself  being  116  feet  high,  a  most  exten¬ 
sive  view  is  obtained  from  the  top  of  the  monument  which  is 
reached  by  a  staircase.537 

The  house  that  Myles  Standish  built  stood  at  the  foot  of  Cap¬ 
tain’s  Hill.  Some  years  after  his  death  this  house  was  burned. 
A  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  site  of  this  house  stands  the  Alex¬ 
ander  Standish  house  built  by  his  son  in  1666. 538  This  is  not 
open  to  visitors.  Myles  Standish  owned  land  in  Plymouth, 
Duxbury,  at  South  River,  Yarmouth,  Dartmouth  and  Mattapoi- 
sett. 

His  will,  dated  March  7,  1655  (See  Appendix,  p.  300.)  mentions 
his  wife  Barbara,  his  son  and  heir  apparent,  Alexander  Standish,

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to  whom  he  bequeaths  lands  in  England, which  were  surreptitiously 
“detained”  from  him,  Myles’s  grandfather  having  been  a  younger 
brother  of  the  house  of  Standish  of  Standish.539  He  was  probably 
buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at  South  Duxbury  between  Hall’s  and 
Bayley’s  Corners.540  The  plot  is  now  marked  by  four  cannon. 

2.  Alexander2  Standish,  son  of  Capt.  Myles  Standish  and  his 
second  wife  Barbara,  was  b.  before  May  23,  1627  at  Plymouth, 
Mass.;541  d.

In  1643  Alexander  Standish  was  on  the  list  of  men  able  to  bear 
arms,545  and  in  1648  was  admitted  a  freeman  of  Plymouth  Col¬ 
ony.546 

On  May  4,  1657  he  was  named  one  of  the  executors  of  his 
father’s  estate,  with  his  mother,  Barbara  Standish  and  his  brother 
Josiah.547 

In  1669  he  was  chosen  constable  of  Duxbury.548  He  was  town 
clerk  of  Duxbury  in  1695. 549  In  1688  he  signed  a  release  to  Jon¬ 
athan  Alden,  for  his  interest  in  the  estate  of  John  Alden,  Senior, 
of  Duxbury,  which  interest  was  derived  from  the  right  of  “my 
wife  Sarah,  deceased.”550 

The  Standish  house  at  Duxbury  was  built  by  Alexander  Stand¬ 
ish  about  1666.  It  is  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  north  west 
of  the  site  of  his  father’s  house.  It  is  a  two  story  gambrel-roofed 
building.551 

To  his  will,  dated  Feb.  21,  1701-2,  Alexander  Standish  of  Dux¬ 
bury  added  a  codicil  dated  July  5,  1702.  The  will  was  probated

Four  of  his  daughters  by  his  first  wife,  among 
them,  Lydia  (Standish)  Sampson,  contested  the  will  (See  Appen¬ 
dix,  p.  310.)

Gutte,  gutter  or  drain  pipe. 

Hutch,  a  chest,  box,  coffer  or  bin. 

Joined  stool,  one  framed  with  joints. 

Keeler,  a  cooler  wherein  milk  was  set  to  cream;  a  broad,  shallow  vessel  of  wood. 
Kilderkin,  a  small  vessel,  the  eighth  part  of  a  tun  or  vat. 

Mockadow,  moccado,  stuff  made  of  wool  and  silk,  and  apparently  a  mixture  of  either 
with  flax;  a  substitute  for  the  more  expensive  velvet,  probably  similar  to  velveteen 
and  made  in  many  grades  of  fineness  and  beauty. 

Oast,  a  kiln  for  drying  hops. 

Oast  Hayre,  the  cloth  on  the  oast  above  the  fires  where  the  hops  are  dried. 

Peel,  a  long  handled,  broad  shovel  used  for  putting  the  bread  into  and  removing  it  from 
the  oven.

with  fully  satisfied  contented  and  paid  and  thereof  and  of  every 
part  thereof  doth  hereby  acquit  &  Discharge  the  sd  Barack  Jor¬ 
dain  his  heirs,  Executors  and  Administrators  forever  by  these 
presents  have  given,  granted,  bargained  sold  Aliened,  Enfeoffed 
&  Confirmed  and  by  these  presents  doth  fully  clearly  and  abso¬ 
lutely  give  grant,  bargain,  sell  Alien  Enfeoff e  and  Confirm  unto 
the  said  Barack  Jordain  his  heirs  &  Assigns,  forever  one  house 
scituate  in  Plimouth  aforesaid  being  now  in  ye  Possession  of  ye 


alloted  to  each  family  for  their  subsistence  in  the  towne,  .  .  .  and  that  now  the  said 
acres  lie  void,  the  ancient  inhabitants  being  for  the  most  part  removed  from  thence  .  .  . 
now  the  propriety  of  persons  in  them  elsewhere  seated,  hinder  others  from  coming  into 
the  towne  by  which  means  the  said  towne  is  like  to  be  dispeopled  .  .  .  such  .  .  . 
persons  should  surrender  and  cast  up  their  right  in  said  acres,  that  they  may  be  disposed 
of  to  such  as  due  or  shall  inhabit  the  said  towne  of  Plymouth  as  also  the  wast  grounds 
about  the  said  towne.”  (William  T.  Davis,  Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth,  p.  162.) 

In  regard  to  the  title  of  the  above  land  deeded  to  Ryder,  it  appears  that  there  must  have 
been  a  defect  in  it,  probably  before  Samuel  Eddy  acquired  the  land,  and  that  the  town 
of  Plymouth,  at  the  request  of  Ryder,  took  that  means  of  clearing  the  title. 

If  Samuel  Eddy  had  not  held  some  lawful  claim  to  the  land  at  the  time  he  executed  the 
deed  to  Ryder,  he  would  have  been  forced  to  make  restitution  to  either  Ryder  or  the 
town,  since  he  was  still  alive  and  liable.  Furthermore,  a  period  of  seven  years  elapsed 
between  the  time  Samuel  made  his  deed  to  Ryder  and  the  date  of  the  town’s  deed  to 
Ryder.  There  is  no  evidence  that  Samuel  reimbursed  either  Ryder  or  the  town  of 
Plymouth.  It  also  appears  that  Ryder  paid  nothing  to  the  town  for  the  land.  The  deed 
from  the  town  to  Ryder  seems  to  have  been  of  the  nature  of  a  quit-claim  deed,  given 
to  clear  up  a  defective  title. 

577  Samuel  Eddy  was  then  living  at  Swansea,  although  he  called  himself  “of  Plymouth.” 
This  deed  was  made  shortly  before  his  death,  when  he  was  living  with  his  sons  Caleb 
and  Zachariah  of  Swansea.

TO  HAVE 
AND  TO  HOLD  ye  sd  House  with  ye  land  commonages  profits 
liberties  <fc  Appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging,  excepting  onely 
ye  six  acres  of  meadow  land  &  land  at  Aggawam  above  reserved 
unto  ye  sd  Barack  Jordain,  his  heirs,  executors,  Administrators 
&  Assigns  and  to  his  &  their  ow  sole  &  proper  use  &  Behoofe 
forever  And  the  said  Samuel  Eedey  for  himself  his  heirs,  executors 
&  Administrators  doth  covenant  promise  and  Grant  by  these 
presents  that  at  ye  time  of  ye  ensealing  hereof  he  hath  in  himself 
full  power  good  right  &  lawfull  authority  to  Grant  Sell  Convey  & 
Assure  all  ye  above  Granted  premises  unto  ye  sd  Barack  Jordain 
his  heirs,  executors,  Administrators  &  Assigns,  as  a  good  perfect 
&  Absolute  estate  of  Inheritance  in  fee  simple  without  any  con¬ 
dition  reservation  or  limitation  whatsoever,  except  what  is  above

And  further  that  I  the  sd  Samuel  Eedey  my  heirs, 
executors,  Administrators  and  Assigns  shall  &  Will  from  time  to 
time  and  at  all  times  forever  hereafter  Warrant  &  Defend  the 
above  granted  premises  with  ye  appurtenances  &  every  part 
thereof,  excepting  onely  the  six  acres  of  meadow  land  &  land  at 
Aggawam  above  reserved  unto  ye  sd  Barack  Jordain,  his  heirs, 
and  assigns,  Against  all  &  every  person  &  persons  whatsoever 
lawfully  clayming  or  demanding  ye  same  or  any  part  thereof  by 
from  or  under  me  the  said  Samuel  Eedey  my  heirs  or  assigns. 

578  This  deed  comprises  one  or  both  of  Samuel  Eddy’s  purchases  at  Wellingsly  (1642  and  1661) 

and  the  land  was  in  the  possession  of  Barack  Jourdain  at  the  time  the  deed  was  made. 
Wellingsly  was  then,  as  it  now  is,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Plymouth.  A  locality 
known  as  Jordan,  is  shown  to  the  south  west  of  Plymouth  in  a  map  of  1701,  in  Davis, 
Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth,  opposite  p.  161.  Davis  says,  p.  314,  that  Jordan  Street 
is  part  of  a  road  called  in  ancient  times  the  road  to  Jordan.  “Baruck  Jourdain  .  .  . 
owned  a  large  tract  of  land  near  the  South  Pond  Road  which  he  bought  of  Samuel  Eddy 
in  1685.” 

579  Apparently  this  is  the  last  deed  that  Samuel  made  for  land  in  the  limits  of  Plymouth.  It 

should  be  noted  that  he  reserved  six  acres  of  meadow  land  (location  not  given)  and  land 
at  Aggawam  (Wareham),  both  parcels  having  been  granted  to  him.

ranging  towards  the  cedar  swamp  &  is  bounded  on  ye  norwest 
side  by  ye  meadow  of  Andrew  King  And  on  ye  Southeast  by  ye 
meadow  of  John  Nelson  wch  said  meadow  was  formerly  the 
meadow  of  my  father  Samuel  Eedey  late  of  Plimouth  &  by  him 
given  ye  one  half  unto  my  Brother  Zechariah  Eedey  &  the  other

The  following  tabulation  is  an  attempt  to  explain  the  apparent  disagreement  in  the  various 
deeds  as  to  Obadiah’s  place  of  residence.  It  will  be  noted  that  several  of  the  deeds  were 
acknowledged  a  number  of  years  after  the  date  of  the  conveyance.  It  is  not  known  what 
the  usual  procedure  was  in  such  cases;  whether  the  deed  was  pre-dated  and  drawn  up 
on  the  date  of  acknowledgment,  or  whether  the  deed  was  drawn  on  the  date  of  the 
instrument  and  left  unacknowledged  for  several  years,  perhaps  awaiting  final  payment .

TO  NATHANIEL7  AND  ZACHARIAH7 
HIS  BROTHERS  1798 

Dear  Brothers  &  Sister,623 

After  my  complements  to  you  would  inform  you  that  we  are 
enjoying  a  perfect  state  of  health  at  present,  hope  these  lines 
will  reach  you  in  an  hour  of  health  and  prosperity.  I  reed  your 
letter  dated  at  Wheeling  Sept.  24  &  26th  with  great  pleasure,  but 
was  impatient  months  before  we  received  it  for  it  was  the  11th  of 
Dec.  when  I  got  it,  twas  six  weeks  getting  to  Rutland  and  five  in 
the  office  before  I  could  hear  of  it.  Our  brothers  and  sisters 
were  all  well  at  Woodstock  the  last  I  heard  from  them — Ephraim624 
was  gone  to  Boston  with  a  drove  of  horses,  had  not  returned.  Now 
I  think  of  it  I’ll  just  tell  you  that  Harlow  is  married  to  Lydia 
and  got  well.  News  is  scarce  with  us  at  present.  There’s  nothing 
remarkable  happened  since  your  departure  from  this  northern 
climate.  Our  winter  begun  about  the  middle  of  November,  very 
rapid  and  cold,  and  still  continues  without  any  kind  of  thaws. 
The  snow  is  about  knee  deep  now,  and  I  expect  they  are  making 
more  to  send  us,  by  the  looks  of  the  weather.  We  had  a  fine 
pleasant  fall  without  frost.  The  corn  all  got  ripe  and  I  had  one 
hundred  and  ten  bushels  of  grinding  corn  stout; — for  Pittsfield 
and  other  cold  towns — But  stop,  hark,  me  thinks  I  hear  Zachr. 
say  something  about  great  corn  the  biggest  he  ever  saw.  How 
is’t  Zac.  do  you  think  it  best  to  leave  this  cold  frosty  place

I 
have  got  our  folks  all  willing  but  Mammy,  and  she  begins  to  .  .  . 
(illegible)  a  little.  Am  in  hopes  she  will  consent  to  it  if  I  can  sell, 
but  I  fear  I  shall  be  pestered  to  sell — there  is  nothing  else  that  will 
hinder  without  sickness  should  happen  among  us — Mr.  Cleveland 
has  sold  his  farm,  wants  I  should  write  a  word  for  him.  He  says 
he  wants  you  should  do  as  you  told  him  you  would  with  regard 
to  procuring  provisions  for  him  for  he  says  he  shall  be  there  by 
the  tenth  of  Oct.  next  if  he  has  his  health.  Nothing  else  will 
hinder,  and  do  the  same  for  Isaac  Aman  etc.  If  we  do  not  come 
I  shall  send  you  a  letter  letting  you  know  how  to  time  your  bus¬ 
iness.  You  wrote  something  about  a  place  on  the  Siote  river 
by  the  name  of  Chiluag’y,626  and  that  it  wras  a  good  chance.  I 
think  it  is,  in  the  way  you  represent.  We  want  you  to  spend  a 
little  time  in  looking  over  the  country  and  get  a  .  .  .  (illegible) 
that  you  can  content  yourself  with  during  life.  Likewise  one 
for  us  if  we  come,  that  is  a  good  one  for  I  shall  not  stick  at  one  or 
two  hundred  miles  after  I  get  to  Marietta  if  I  can  be  suited  then.  I 
shall  want  2  or  300  acres  lying  in  a  body  of  the  best  quality,  well 
situated,  good  water  supply  and  plenty  of  it.  I  shall  not  be  willing 
to  go  into  any  place  that  is  unhealthy  by  no  means,  and  I  want 
you  should  write  me  a  letter  as  soon  as  you  receive  this,  and  write 
me  the  particulars  of  your  journey  and  your  progress  since  your 
arrival  in  that  country  for  I  expect  that  you  have  explored  a 
considerable  part  of  that  place,  so  that  you  will  be  able  to  inform 
me  of  something  that  will  be  new  to  me,  and  give  me  great  satis¬ 
faction.  And  write  me  how  much  money  you  expended  in  your 
journey  and  what  the  ferrages  cost  for  your  family  and  team  over 
each  river  and  every  other  thing  that  you  can  think  of  that  is  .  . 
(illegible).  I  took  out  of  the  post  office  a  letter  from  Robert  last 
October,  dated  May  21,  subscribed  to  Nathan  Eddy,  Pittsfield, 
I  just  this  moment  received  a  letter  from  Isaac,  they  are  all  well, 
Ephraim  has  got  back  from  Boston  and  has  been  to  Seth  Silves¬ 
ter’s627  and  left  them  well.  Seth  wants  to  come  to  Pittsfield  to 
live  if  he  can  get  a  piece  of  land.  Must  conclude  by  putting  in  a 
few  words  for  Hitty  and  Synthia,  they  are  here,  with  all  the  boys 
they  can  get  in  Pittsfield  which  they  will  write  for  themselves. 
The  girls  wish  to  be  remembered  to  the  Ohio  lads.  Tell  them  to 
look  out  for  them  next  fall.  Hitty  wrants  Zach  to  tell  Noyes  to 
hasten  home  .  .  .  (illegible)

We  must  mention  some 
accident  that  happened  in  our  voyage.  Hannah  Hitt  fell  out  of 
the  sleigh  for  the  want  of  something  to  hold  to,  the  next  was  a 
sleigh  turned  over  and  spilt  them  all  in  the  snow  without  harm. 

I  am  going  to  speak  a  word  in  my  own  behalf.  I  would  in¬ 
form  you  that  I  am  in  good  health  in  this  cold  frosty  place  and 
hope  these  lines  will  find  you  enjoying  the  same  rich  blessing. 
I  am  of  the  same  mind  I  was  when  you  left  me.

Pittsfield,  (Vermont)  September  18,  1802 

Dear  Brother, 

With  pleasure  I  embrace  a  favorable  opportunity  to  inform 
you  that  by  the  blessing  of  God  we  are  all  on  the  shoars  of  time — 
our  children  are  unwell  with  the  hooping  cough — the  rest  of  us 
excepting  bad  cold  are  in  comfortable  health,  our  father  has  en¬ 
joyed  his  health  tolerably  well  for  him  since  the  departure  of  our 
Mother,630  excepting  at  this  time  is  somewhat  indisposed  with  a 
cough  and  cold.  It  is  not  a  general  time  of  health  in  these  parts, 
there  is  a  fever  that  considerably  prevail  besides  the  measles 
and  hooping  cough  are  prevalent  in  many  places.  Our  friends 
at  Woodstock  were  generall  well  for  the  times  the  last  I  heard 
from  them — Sister  Silvester631  has  moved  to  Woodstock  with 
three  of  her  children,  the  rest  are  below — she  is  now  keeping 
house  for  Jack  Daman — she  is  low  in  circumstances  at  present — 
our  crops  of  english  grain  in  these  parts  are  very  much  cut  short 
with  a  blast,  so  that  in  general  there  will  not  be  half  crops,  but 
corn  appears  to  be  good — I  am  at  preasent  very  much  hurried  in 
business.  Mr.  Stone  and  myself  are  siting  up  the  Clothing  busi¬ 
ness  at  Esq.  Goodrich’s  Mills,  we  expect  to  raise  our  Mills  and 
shop  this  day,  and  to  be  ready  to  work  week  after  next.  I  am 
this  year  appointed  a  member  to  the  assembly632  which  will 
tend  to  hurry  me  in  business,  but  I  hope  in  all  my  hurry  I  shall 
not  be  suffered  to  run  astray  from  the  paths  of  peace  or  to  be 
found  in  the  ways  of  unrighteousness.633 —  I  have  not  received 
a  letter  from  you  since  I  wrote  last,  altho  I  heard  direct  from 
you  by  Mr.  Stone  who  is  also  the  baror  of  this  letter.  I  am  very 
solicitous  to  hear  concerning  Zachariah  who  I  fear  met  with  some 
misfortune  in  his  journey  up  the  river,  and  as  circumstances 
were  related  to  me  by  Nocis  Stone  I  fear  I  shall  hear  bad  news 
concerning  him,  but  I  hope  you  will  not  fail  to  write  immediately 
on  the  receipt  of  this — I  want  to  see  you  all  very  much,  but  when 
the  happy  time  will  come  I  cannot  tell  but  I  contemplate  coming 
to  see  you  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  if  I  am  prospered,  but  I 
hope  you  will  be  here  first.  I  shall  expect  Zachr  to  home  this  fall 
if  he  is  alive  and  well. — Dady634  sends  his  love  to  you  all — likewise 
Mrs.  Eddy635  sends  her  respects  to  you  but  I  must  conclude  for 
Mr.  Stone  is  now  wateing.  except  of  my  best  wishes  for  your

SEATON  TO  NATHANIEL8  EDDY 

1848 

New  Hampshire  Furnace,  Greenup  Co.  Ky.  May  7th,  1848 
My  dear  Brother: — 

I  feel  as  though  it  was  time  that  I  answered  your  last  letter. 
I  left  it  in  town  so  you  must  not  expect  so  full  an  answer  as  I 
might  give  if  I  had  it.  I  took  it  for  the  children  to  read.  John636 
said  that  he  must  write  to  his  uncle  Nat.637  He  is  getting  on  in  the 
world  as  well  as  we  could  expect.  Our  little  grand  baby  is  quite  a 
promising  child.  I  came  out  here  last  week  after  a  visit  of  three 
weeks  in  town.  Rebecca638  is  one  of  the  happiest  kind  of  beings, 
nothing  troubles  her,  she  is  resolved  to  be  happy.  Mary,638  our 
youngest,  lives  with  her.  Sam638  has  gone  back  to  Marietta  to 
school.  He  spent  three  weeks  with  us,  in  April.  He  is  a  dear 
boy,  tis  hard  to  part  with  him,  even  to  have  him  go  to  school. 
I  dont  know  how  our  mother639  ever  survived  your  leaving  her. 
You  said  you  would  take  your  little  ax  and  chop  all  day  on  the 
big  sycamore  if  she  would  let  you  stay.640  She  would  have  kept 
all  at  home  and  supported  us  handsomely  with  her  loom,  if  her 
pretended  to  be  friends  had  have  let  her.  Don’t  you  think,  bro¬ 
ther,  that  we  have  heard  from  our  uncle  Zack  Eddy.  A  neighbor 
of  sister  Clorinda’s  saw  him  on  a  raft  up  the  river  and  heard  some 
one  call  him  Eddy.  He  immediately  inquired  if  he  had  relatives 
in  Ohio.  He  said  he  once  had  a  brother  Nathaniel  that  lived  there. 
He  told  him  of  Laodicia  and  Clorinda,641  he  said  they  were  his 
nieces.  He  told  that  he  lived  in  Warren,  Pa.  Sister  C.  wrote  to 
him  and  he  answered  it  immediately.  Orlando  and  Ansley  are

The  eldest  sons  name  is  Isaac;  he 
is  married  and  had  five  children,  3  living.  Catharine  married  a 
Mr.  Parker642  and  had  3  children.  Nathan  died  at  the  age  of  22 
years.  Eunice  husband’s  name  is  Struthers,643  had  2  children,  1 
living.  James  married  and  has  5  children.  Zack  married  and 
had  2  children,  one  living.  Eliza’s  husband’s  name  is  Barnes,644 
had  one  child,  it  died.  Our  uncle  says  they  are  in  the  way  of 
getting  along  comfortably  in  the  world.  Uncle  Isaac’s645  widow 
lives  but  20  miles  from  Warren,  Jamestown,  N.  Y.  She  has  a  son 
Zachariah646  at  Mineral  Point,  Wisconsin.  He  is  a  preacher  and 
Hiram,  another  son,  is  preaching  at  Springville,  N.  Y.  Uncle  Z’s647 
son  Isaac  is  a  merchant,  Catharine’s  husband  is  a  doctor,  Eunice’s 
husband  is  a  lawyer.  James  and  Zack.  afid  Eliza’s  husband  are 
all  lumbermen.  Warren  is  situated  on  the  Allegany  river  120 
miles  above  Pittsburgh. 

He  sent  a  lock  of  his  hair,  tis  white.  He  says  he  carries  his 
age  well.  I  almost  feel  as  tho  I  should  go  up  next  summer  if  we 
should  get  on  well  with  the  furnace.  Mr.  Seaton  keeps  in  good 
health.  They  are  finding  quantities  of  ore,  but  it  takes  labor  to 
accomplish  such  a  job,  as  building  a  furnace. 

Monday.  Mr.  Seaton  is  away  today  on  a  surveying  expedi¬ 
tion,  running  the  line  between  our  land  and  somebody’s  else. 
Frank  Torrence  will  be  with  him.  Frank  is  getting  on  right  well 
and  is  a  fine  fellow  as  can  be.  I  had  a  letter  from  Rebecca  G. 
Hibbard  not  long  since  (She  was  a  daughter  of  Peter  Grow  by 
first  Wife.  Peter  Grow  married  the  widow  of  my  grandfather. 
Note  by  John  Seaton)  She  has  the  same  warm  heart  that  always 
beat  in  her  bosom.  Her  husband  is  in  feeble  health.  Our  sisters 
and  their  families  are  in  usual  health.  Augusta  Barton  is  en¬ 
gaged  to  a  preacher.  She  has  not  long  been  acquainted  with 
him. 

I  wish  your  little  ones  would  write  to  me.  I  hope  they  are  all 
going  to  school.  We  have  no  school  in  G.  now,  but  hope  we  soon 
shall  have.  How  much  we  have  suffered  for  want  of  knowledge.  If 
we  can  give  our  children  learning,  we  shall  make  them  happier  and 
ourselves  too.  I  have  just  got  a  note  from  Mary.  I  will  send  it  to 
let  you  know  her  feelings.  She  is  a  darling  as  one’s  own  children

Dear  Sir: 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  address  an  “own  cousin”  of  my 
mother,  who  was  Hannah,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Nathaniel 
Eddy.  I  only  recently  chanced  to  see  the  Genealogy  of  the  Eddy 
family;  read  your  oration  with  great  pleasure  and  interest  .  .  . 

When  Grandfather,  Nathaniel  (born  Middleboro,  Mass., 
July  6,  1767,  died  July  31,  1803  near  Gallipolis,  O.650)  moved 
from  Vermont  his  brother  Ephraim,  (b.  Middleboro,  Mass., 
Dec.  21,  1759.  d.  about  1800  at  Woodstock,  Vt.)  wrote  a  long 
old  fashioned  family  letter  to  his  brother  Zachariah,  (b.  Plymouth, 
Nov.  17,  1778,  died  in  Warren,  Pa.  in  1872  aged  93  years  8  mos.) 
then  living  in  Warren,  Pennsylvania,  and  sent  the  letter  to  my 
grandfather  for  delivery,  but  he  never  got  to  see  his  brother 
Zachariah,  and  the  letter  was  not  delivered,  but  came  to  the  pos¬ 
session  of  my  mother  who  greatly  treasured  it,  and  showed  it  and

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others  to  her  children.  About  1860  her  cousin,  Mrs.  Eunice  Stru- 
thers  of  Warren,  Pa.,  daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Zachariah,  visited 
my  mother  at  this  place,  when  mother  delivered  the  old  letter  to 
her  for  her  father,  then  alive;  on  her  return  home  they  had  a 
family  gathering  of  great  Uncle  Zachariah’s  children,  etc.  When 
the  old  letter  was  read  to  him  for  the  first  time,  of  course  he  cried 
like  a  child.  The  letter  was  over  60  years  in  its  delivery.651 

My  mother  had,  which  I  now  have  before  me,  a  letter  dated 
“Pittsfield,  (Rutland  Co.,)  Vt.  16th  Decemr  1798”652  written  by 
your  uncle  Nathan  Eddy  to  his  brothers,  Nathaniel  (my 
grandfather)  and  Zack,  and  directed  to  them  at  “Marietta,  North 
West  Territory”  “to  be  loged  at  Marietta  P.  O.”  .  .  .  Also  an¬ 
other  before  me  written  to  your  father,  Isaac  Eddy  (born  in  Mid- 
dleboro,  Mass.,  June  24,  1774,  died  June  26,  1833,  at  Jamestown, 
N.  Y.)  dated  “Pittsfield,  (Vt.)  Sept.  18th,  1802”653  and  directed 
to  Mr.  Nathaniel  Eddy,  (my  mother’s  father)  “Newton,  North 
West  Territory.”  The  word  Newton  stricken  out  by  a  line  drawn 
through  it  and  “Gallipolis”  inserted.  He  speaks  of  the  death  of 
his  mother  (who  was  Eunice  Sampson,  born  Middleboro,  Mass., 
May  15,  1737;  died  in  1802)  and  of  his  father’s  health;  of  Mr. 
Stone  and  himself  “setting  up”  the  clothing  business  at  Goodrich’s 
mill;  also  spoke  of  his  brother,  Zachariah  .  .  . 

My  mother  had  an  old  white  pine  chest  (nearly  3  ft.  long, 
about  18  inches  high  and  wide)  that  had  been  in  the  Eddy  family 
for  several  generations;  and  the  tradition  was  that  it  came  over 
the  ocean  with  the  family  in  1630.  She  prized  it  highly  though 
old  and  ungainly  in  appearance;  a  short  time  before  her  death  she 
had  two  nice  work  boxes  made  of  it,  and  gave  to  her  two  daughters. 
She  always  had  great  pride  in  the  Eddy  family  and  always  signed 
her  name  after  marriage,  H.  E.  Seaton  or  Hannah  Eddy  Seaton.

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LETTER  FROM  ZACHARY  EDDY 
TO  JOHN  SEATON 

Atlanta,  Ga.  Aug.  31.  1885. 

John  Seaton,  Esq., 

My  dear  Cousin, — 

Your  letter655  was  forwarded  to  me  from  Detroit.  I  came  to 
Atlanta  almost  one  year  ago  to  build  up,  if  possible,  a  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church  in  the  most  flourishing  of  southern  cities.  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  I  have  been  moderately  successful.  We  have 
a  beautiful  church  edifice  almost  completed,  and  the  prospect 
is  every  way  very  cheering. 

Your  letter  was  a  pleasant  surprise.  To  find  that  I  have  in 
Kentucky  a  host  of  near  relatives  whose  very  existence  I  did  not 
even  suspect,  is  almost  too  good  to  believe.  When  I  was  a  youth 
of  19,  at  that  early  age  a  minister,  I  happened  to  preach  one 
evening  a  few  miles  from  Gallipolis.  After  the  sermon,  if  it  could 
be  called  a  sermon,  a  lady  introduced  herself  to  me  as  my  cousin, 
Mrs.  Johnson,656  daughter  of  my  uncle  Nathaniel.  Of  course, 
I  had  heard  of  him  from  my  father  but  as  he  died  in  1803,  eighteen 
years  before  I  was  born  and  as  the  families  had  no  correspondence 
for  many  years,  the  name  Nathaniel  was  only  a  name,  except  that 
it  had  been  given  in  memory  of  my  uncle  to  one  of  my  brothers. 
I  had  but  a  few  moments  conversation  with  cousin  Clarinda  at 
that  time  and  I  have  never  seen  her  afterwards.  I  do  not  think 
she  mentioned  her  brother  and  her  sisters.  The  letter  from  Uncle 
Ephraim  to  Uncle  Zack  I  should  like  to  see.  The  anecdote  is  very 
curious  and  very  touching.657  Uncle  Zack,658  for  whom  I  was 
named,  I  knew  well.  He  was  shrewd,  intelligent,  a  kind  father  and 
husband,  and  honest  man,  but  a  little  too  fond  of  money.  Uncle 
Ephraim  was  the  pride  of  the  family,  emphatically  a  gentleman. 
That  letter  from  my  father,659  how  I  should  like  to  see  it!  I 
have  many  of  his  manuscript  sermons,  but  none  of  his  letters. 
He  was  a  man  of  rare  excellence.  I  have  given  my  impressions 
of  his  character  in  my  oration  at  Providence.660 

When  your  grandfather  Nathaniel,  Uncle  Nathan  and  Uncle 
Zack  emigrated  from  Vermont,  letters  were  written  at  long  inter¬ 
vals,  and  it  was  never  certain  that  they  would  reach  their  desti¬ 
nation.  My  father  emigrated  when  I  was  a  child  to  Central 
New  York.  He  had  not  heard  of  his  younger  brother  Zack  for 
twenty  years.  I  well  remember  the  day  when  he  and  the  whole 
family  were  surprised  and  overjoyed  as  Uncle  Zack  rode  up  to

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our  door,  and  was  recognized,  not  by  my  father,  but  my  mother. 
After  that  the  families  never  lost  sight  of  each  other.  My  father, 
within  a  year,  moved  to  Jamestown,  Chautauqua  Co.  N.  Y.,  only 
20  miles  from  Warren  Pa.,  where  Uncle  Zack  resided. 

Last  year  I  spent  several  months  in  St.  Louis.  I  made 
diligent  effort  to  find  some  trace  of  the  descendants  of  cousin 
Jonas,  son  of  Uncle  Nathan,  but  they  had  all  disappeared.  Jonas 
was  highly  respected. 

You  kindly  invite  me  to  visit  Greenup;  how  far  are  you 
from  Cincinnati?  I  am  not  unlikely  to  be  there  before  long,  and 
I  should  much  like  to  see  my  Kentucky  cousins. 

If  I  had  just  now  a  settled  home  I  should  reciprocate  the 
invitation  I  am  at  Atlanta  temporarily.  I  still  keep  my  house 
in  Detroit,  and  expect  some  time  to  return  to  it;  but  as  my  health 
is  good  and  my  natural  force  scarce  abated,  though  I  am  in  my 
seventieth  year,  I  still  keep  on  doing  my  work  as  a  minister. 
The  Master  has  given  me  no  discharge  and  I  must  work  till  he 
say  “It  is  enough.”  I  have  now  been  preaching  more  than 
half  a  century. 

Please  present  my  cousinly  salutations  to  all  the  descendants 
of  Uncle  Nathaniel  Eddy,  whom  you  chance  to  meet.

And  were  ye  ffarme  with  ye 
meadow  aforesd  let  it  would  not  yield  nor  were  worth  above  ten 
Pounds  pr  annum.  And  it  is  more  worth  than  20  pounds  pr 
annum  to  performe  those  things  Given  out  of  it  so  that  his  son 
must  needs  give  more  than  ten  pounds  a  year  to  his  Mother  in
